THE FIRST PIE PLATES. 


They Were Made by the German 
Petters of Philadelphia, 

The first ple plates were made early 
in the elghteenth century by the Ger- 
man potters who settled in Philadel- 
phia. 

; After the clay was prepared it was 

| cut Into small pieces by means of a 
brass wire and taken to the work- 
bench to be made into plates. 

! The clay was roughly beaten Into a 
flattened form looking like a culossal 
buckwheat cuke, This was rolled out 
into a thin sheet with a roller much 
like a rolling pin, and then a disk 
cutter was used to cut it Into circ- 


lar pleces of the required diameter., 


This bat, as it was called, was then 
laid on a board until partly dry and 
Was then decornted. 

The slip decoration was applied by 
means of a slip cup, an earthen vesse} 
with goose quills inserted into the 
openings, through which the Hquid 
slip was made to trickle over the ware 
in a varlety of patterns, just as icing 
is applied to cake at the present time. 
The slip mixture was of a creamy col- 
or made of white clay and water. 

Favorite motives for decorations 
were flowers, fruits and scenes, tulips 
being a especial pet. 

A Lutheran minister asked bis potter 
to dine with him to discuss designs for 
a set of plates he wished te order. 
As the potter was accustomed to dine 
at 12, he was almost famished wheu 
the clergyman’s 2 o'clock dinner was 
served. When the set of plates came 
home, ench with a plous sentiment fn- 
terwoven among the Marginal decora- 
tions, the minister laughed to find an 
extra plate, bearing this inscription: “I 
have never been at a place where 
they dine so late.”

It Bullds No Nests of its Own, but 
Lays Its Eggs Im the Neats of Other 
Birds and Never Troubles Itself 
About Reariag Its Young. 


The cowbird was born so tired that if 
he could compel any other bird ‘to 
gather his food for him he would do so, 
but he‘cannot, so he scratcips about all 
day among the herds of 
sheep and goes to roost at night in 
gteat bands of hundreds of bis rela- 
Uves, always selecting a bushy* tree, 
such as a cypress, for a pight’s perch. 
All up:and/down the Misstusipp! river 
valley {s the,common summer home of 
these birds, "for only in the‘depth of 
winter do they retreat to the warmer 

sax of Mexico, whither most of the 
other birds have preceeded them. In 
the spring following such a winter 
they are the first to return, filling’ all 
the new year alr with their chatter and 
Uning the barnyard trees. 

You must not think that the glossy 
black and brown birds so plentiful 
around southern Callfornla barnyards 
during the winter months -are cow- 
birds, for they are not. ‘Chey are call- 
| ed “grackles” and scem to be uiore ike 


| crows than blackbirds. You can find 
‘| their nests, big, bulky affairs, In the 
orange and cypress trees of almost any 
of your ranch homes. There are many, 
many members to the blackbird family, 
| the sweet volced meadow larks and the 
korgeoun golden orloles as well as the 
more sober colored blackbirds and 
grackics, and of all these but one

as mans eres as she thinks the owner 
of the nest will submit to are laid. 
Sonmetimes the warbler gocs right on 
ineubating the Intruder, but oow and 
then the two old birds get together 
and duwp the egg out on the ground. 
Nests bare been found In which the 
warblers put a mud floor over the first 
nest and built another one on top of it, 
leaving their own eggs to spoll because 
they knew no other way to rid them- 
selves of the cowbird. If the cowbird 
comes back by the repaired! nest she 
will put another egg in it, and gener- 
ally thia egg is hatched and raised by 
the foster pair on whom it bas been 
forced. 

It requires about ten or eleven days 
for the young cowbird to break the 
shell, while most other birds of its 
size are two or three days longer, and 
thus he has a good start on the other 
nestlings in point of growth. When 
hatched the cowbird Is larger than the 
sparrow or the warbler and conse- 
quently gradually crowds them into 
the background, taking all the food 
that should belong to them, As they 
stow weaker from this he grows stron- 
ger, and it is not Jong until he tips 
them out of the nest and Js sole mas- 
ter of the two old birds, who work 


ceaselessly to satisfy his awful appe— 


tite. .In a very few days he gets too 
large for the little nest and goes ont 
{nto the branches, where the old birds 
still continue to feed him in a way 
they never do thelr own young after 
they have left the nest. In Mexico 
and South America there is a cowbird 
that sometimes builds a nest of her 
own and sits upon and hatches ber 
own eggs, but no such thing ever hap- 
pens among the black hoboes of the 
orlole family found farther nortb. 

How many cgys a cowbind Isys no 
one knows, but as many as scren 
have been found in one nest of the 
oven bird, a kind of thrush found in 
the eastern states. Usually, however, 
only one egg is laid in each nest, es- 
pecially if the birds to whom the nest 
belongs are smal! and the nest too 
little to hold more than one of the cow- 
bird's young in comfort. The parent 
cowbird never disturbs the eggs of any 
of the birds in whose nests she leaves 
her own, knowing full well that if she 
did so the nest builder would In all 
probability desert her bome or throw 
the strange egg out. Oftentimes m 
than one cowbird Inys in the aa 
nest, and, as no two eggs of these 
birds are ever exactly allke in color, 
you may be sure that no cowbird 
knows ber own egg balf a minute aft- 
er she has laid it. f

{On April 12tb, 1600, a Dutch ship 
piloted by one William Adams, an 
Englishman, reached Japan. As tho 
price of porinission to build 3 factéry 
at Firando thoy wer compelled to 
bund over Adams to the Tycoon, for 
whom he built the first Japanese 
flect- He was trated with all honor, 
but never allowed to return to Eug- 
lund, although permitted to write 
letters tbere.

They show 
Adams not forgetful of bis English 
home and friends and at times melan- 
choly because of his epforecd deten- 
tion ultbough im all other particulara 
treated with every consideration. 
Adams was tho founder of Japanese 
shipbuilding, and after bis death 
was made a god by them.

A TERRIBLE NIGHT. 


Cobra Cempelled British Seldier te Lie 
“Dead for Heurs. 


The commanding officer of a ef 
tain regiment in India had occasion 
to give a soldier 14 days’ ‘‘cells’’ for 
an offenco which in civil life would 
not be taken notice of.

Russian Headquarters, Tuan Moun- 
tain, Feb. 2.—The five days’ com-

Piein Language Cencerning Treatment of 
Tuaberoulesis Victims. 

Yoronto, Feb. 3.—Dr. Hodgetts, in 
hia masterly report to the Provincial 
Board of Health yesterday: morning, 
characterized as criminal negligence 
the apparent disinclination of the 
municipal authorities of the Province 
to deal with the question of provid- 
ing municipal sanitaria for consump- 
tives, and strongly urged: the neccs- 
sity for such institutions. The com- 
nent was provoked by the fact that 
the deaths from tuberculosis had in- 
creased from 2,072 to 3,165, a8 com- 
pared With last year. 

The total deaths for the year 1901 
were 25,415, as compared with 25.- 
267 in 1903. Those from infectious 
diseases were: Smallpox, cases 39, 
deaths 4; scarlatina, cases 3,165, 
deaths 129; diphtherin, cases 3,045, 
deaths 438; measles, cases 526, 
deaths 32; whooping cough, cases 
268, deaths 90; typhoid, cases 1,262, 
deat) BVT; tuberculosis, cases 2,- 
2387 deaths 2.165, The total deaths 
numbers! 25,411, against 25,276 in 
"1903, giving’n rate of 12.6 per 1,- 
600, as against a rate of 12.8 for the 
past Year. 

The increase in deaths from enteric 
fever called for more than passing 
notice. It owes its origin inainly to 
& contaminated water supply, and 
therefore it should be the especial 
duty of local authorities to maintain 
a more careful. oversight of this es- 
sentinl of life, and to this end a sys- 
tematic examination of all waters 
used in a municipality, whether it be 
a rural or urban district, should be 
entered upon by all boards, and te 
carry out this work every city and 
every large town should have its own 
laboratory

Watch Children Carefally After an 
Attack of This Disease. 

The sequelae, or the after results of 
diphtheria, are, I think, more serere 
and Inst longer than the after affects 
of most other diseases. Sometimes a 
year or more may pass before.a patient 
completely recovers. There afe often 
gréat paleness and anaemia or lack of 
blood coloring matter, owlng to the 
severe polsoning. *. . 

Diphtheritic paralysis is very. com- 
mon, That of the palate, which is per- 
haps the most frequent of any, causes 
difficulty in swallowing, so that fulds 

‘| instead of golng down the throat are 
regurgitated and returned through the 
nose. The child should not be scolded 
for this, as it is not due to carelessness, 
but to paralysis of the s6ft palate. 
This generally passes away in time 
when the general physical condition be- 
comes better. 

‘The muscler of the eye may also 
become paralyzed, cansing atrablsmus 
or squint; the muscles of one side of 
the body, called heralplegia; of the legs, 
called parayvegia, and of the bladder, 
resulting in retention of urine or dif- 
feulty In voiding it. ° 

Sensation of the nerve ends {fs also 
frequently changed. 

| Uniform infammation of the nerve 

{ eudings, called multiple neuritis, oc- 
curs sometimes, 

Yaralysis of the heart is not at all 
infrequent and, as one might suppose, 
1s very dangerous, The normal pulse 
Tate Is seventy-two, but In diphtheria 
it often drops to sixty, Ofty or forty 
or even less, 80 that heart fallure is 
very rept to occur, The heart remains 
weak not only throughout the disease, 
but also for a long while after con- 
valescence is established. Children 
should therefore be guarded from tuk- 
ing too violent exercise, running, skip- 
ping or playing football for a consider- 
able period. The heart should be care 
fully examined by a physician from 
time to time.--Ladies* Hone Journal,

A touch chicken is mare Into 
Heloux dish when cosked after Uiis ree- 
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ipe: Cut up the fowl] and remove the 
skin and the large bones. Brown the 
pieces in oll or drippings, taking care 
that they do not scorch. They should 
be delicately browned, and only cooked 
enough to preserve the juices. Make 
A sauce with a tablespoonful each of 
four and butter, adding slowly a quart 
of white stock or broth. Scason the 
Bauce with salt, cayenne and enough 
kitchen bouquet to give it piquancy.- A 
little sherry is sometimes iked. Cut 
up a little bacon into cubes, add a 
amall onfon sliced and put them into 
the casserole. Put in the chicken, pour 
the sauce over St and cook for two 
hours or more if the fowl 1s very tough 
in a very modcrate oven. About half 
an hour before serving take off the 
Hd and add balf a can of button mush- 
rooms. If these are not at hand sub- 
atitute a few blanched oysters.

Professional men have been made 
the object of adouble assessment in 
order to get from those who have 
large Incomes a fair contribution for 
eeneral purpows. } Tho members of 
the legal and medi@l profes the 
dentists, civil or eeirie engineers, 
surveyors. arelutects and others, are 
subject first toa a business 
ment, irrespective of what the in- 
come may be. If the income derived 
is heyond the amount of the busi- 
res assessment, than the, amount of 
the income in-excoss of the business 
aesessinent ts the basis of the a 
ment, subject to the statutory ex- 
emptions. Thus no professional man 
Mill eveape taxation, and no less an 
amount than $250 shall constitute « 
business assessment. 

Such a ecamplete chanve in principle 
requires asood deal of careful study 
by tho assessors of the province.

In dealing with, the recent distribu- 
tion of Great Britain’s naval forces, 
Mr. Lee frankly declared that Great 
Britain had not so much to keep her 
eyes on France and the | Mediteran- 
can, but had to look with anxicty, 
though not with fear, towards «the 
North Sea, and the flects had been 
so distributed as tu enable thenr to 
deal with any danger iv that dirt- 
tion, should it unfortunately occur. 

If war unhaphily should be’ declar- 
ed. he continued, under existing con- 
ditions the British navy would get 
‘its blow in first, before the other 
side had time to readin the papers 
that war had been declared. 

He inaintdined that “by recent nav- 
al reforms Great Britain's strength 
as a naval fighting power had been 
practically doubled during the lust 
fow weeks.”" 

The speech, which was delivered at 
a railway dinner, in no «ise political 
in character, is commented upon in 
some of tne London morning news- 
papers as exceedingly indisereet and 
likely to be resented by Germany, 
at which it evidently pointed. The 
Daily Chronicle suggests that Pre 
mier Balfour should murzle his Civil 
Lord of the Admiralty.

“God is “a spirit, infinite, eternal’ 


and unchangehble in his being, wis- 
dont, power, “holiness, justice, good- 
ness and truth." This is the defini- 
tion of God" found in the Westmin- 
ster Shorter Catechism. No man or 
body of men could give a complete 
definition of all that God is.” His 
nature transcends all human concep- 
tion, Language fails in the attempt 
to describe ‘his infinite perfection. 
Strive as we may, we realize that he 
is far beyond all that we can think 
or imagine. Probably no one has 
framed an utterance that comes so 
near to the truth as this "of the 
Westminster divines, and, though it 
fs confessedly inudequate, it stands 
unparalleled in the struggle to reach 
the unattainable. - 

it is a strange story that is told 
of its origin: The convocation of the 
Westminster divines was drawing to 
its close. For nearly six long years, 
since July 3, 1613, they had been 
meeting almost daily in the famous 
hall of Westminster which now bears 
their name. They had organized for 
the church a ‘directory of public 
worship’ and had almost finished 
the larger and = the shorter cate- 
chisms. Their work was practically 
finished with but one exception. 
They could not frame a definition 
which would clearly, comprehensive- 
ly and completely answer the ques< 
tion, “What is God?" At last, in 
the midst of a heated debate, a 
young man who was comparatively 
an obscure member arose and said, 
“Let us pray.’ Then he commenced 
his prayer in these simple words: 
“O God, thou who art a spirit, in- 
finite, cternal and unchangeable — in 
thy being, wisdom, power, holiness, 
justice, goodness and truth, teach us 
What thou art!" “With that,’ se 
says tradition, ‘all the members of 
the Westminster convocation leaped 
to their feet crying: “Fhat is our 
definition of what ix God. It is an 
inspiration from his throne.” "' So it 
Was inserted in the catechism as the 
best and fullest definition that could 


be made of the Being whose attri- | 


DdDutes are beyond human knowledge 
Many profess to believe that God 
is omnipotent, omnipresent and om- 
niscient, yet it is awfully hard for 
us in truth to comprehend this. We 
say, ‘He can do all thing But 
when some one begins to pin our 
faith down to a practical illustra- 
tion of ‘Can God do this?” we say, 
like Nicodemus, ‘How can these 
things 2 We need constantly to 
remember that there are no limita- 
tions to the divine power and that 
nll that He has promised He is 
abundantly able to perform. When 
We see some gigantic evil that necds 
to be removed when we think of 
some benefit thit seems necessary 
to the world, off hearts often sink 
in despair as we Kexard it as impos- 
sible. ‘Then new courage and new 
hope ought to fill our minds as we 
reflect on the omnipe of the 
God in whom we trust and to say 
with the angel who talked with Ab- 
faham'’s wife, “Is anything too hard 
for the Lord?” A great food of in- 
aspired light now’ fills your soul. You 
answer: “No, no; nothing is lupos- 
sible for God. God is a spirit, in- 
finite, eternal’ and unchangeal in 
His being, wisdom, power, holiness, 
justice, goodness and truth.” 

God is all powerful, all present 
and all seeing. You grant‘it. Then | 
would invite you to consider the na- 
tural influences of your belief. We 
ask ourselves why a God of unlimit 
el power does not remove some of 
the evils that cause so inuch misery 
fn the world, We know not. Mut ft 
would urge you to trust His Atisdom 
and love as well as Hix power. Not 
ours is the fatalism that declares 
whatever fs is right, but let ours be 
the faith that trusts God to work 
out in His own time the true  de- 
velopment of the world. 

Easy would it be if God wished to 
take all poverty out of the world. 
With ‘a ‘mere word he could create 
for every man a palace in which to 
live. With a mere word He could 
place that palace in the midst of a 
garden. With a mere word he could 
have rainbows playing hide and seck 
among the falling, springing, tumbl- 
ing waters of the fountains of that 
garden.’ With a mere word He could 
have every man's table groaning un- 
der the richest treasures of orchards 
and gardens and fields. He could 
furnish to each hone the finest © of 
wardrobes and the most resplendent 
of jewels and tho costlicst of oarth- 
ly treasures. The sheep upon a thou- 
sand hills all belong to God. The 
gold buricd in tho darkest of mines 
is His. The pearls glistening in the 
opened shells of the oysters lying by 
the coral reefs among the entangled 
“‘gardens of the sens’? are all His. 

The far reaching commandment 
which God spoke to Adam of old Ho 
speaks to us: ‘Cursed is tho ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou 
eat of it all the days of thy life; 
thorns and thistles shall it bring 
forth to thee, and thou shalt eat tho 
herb of-the field; in the sweat of thy 
brow shalt thou eat bread till thou 
return unto the ground, for out of 
it wast thou taken, for dust thou 
art, and unto dust thou shalt roe 
turn."’

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“DROWNED IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
a. ‘A. Maclaren of Oliaws the Victim of a 
Yecullar Accident. . 


Toronto, Feb, 7—Dr. J. T. Fother- 
ingham of Carlton street, uncle of 
the unfortunate young man, received 
word from Vancouver, 1.C., last 
night that John Alexander Maclarca, 
fourth son of David Maclaren, tho 
woll-known capitalist of Ottawa, was 
drowned near Barnct, 12 miles from 
Vancouver, on Saturday afternoon, 
Feb. 4. : 
“Young Maclaren, with two com- 
rades in a canoe, was kading tho 
way to a camping place for a string 
of canoes containing workmen of the 
Maclaren, firm, “There were three 
canoes in the kead. Maclaren and his 
comrades were in the first one. They 
struck a heavy sea and were capsized. 
Two of the canoelsts caught a log 
and urged Maclaren to Join them. 
He declined, believing the log would 
not hold up three. He clung to the 
upturned canoe, The next canoc 
came along and offered to take him 
aboard. He saw it was already 
overladen and told the men to make 
for the shore and return for him. 

When they returned they found he 
had righted the canoe und. had 
crawled into it, but apparently had 
fainted from his exertions and had 
drowned in the water shipped by the 
canoe in being righted. Everything 
was done to revive him, but in vain. 

John Alexander Maclaren was 25 
yeara of age, an old boy of Bishop 
Ridley College, a second year medi- 
cal student in Trinity University, 
and a favorite wherever known. He 
left Toronto three years ago and 
went to the Yukon. being associated 
with Governor Ogilvic. This winter 
he had come down from the north 
and was in charge of the firm's in- 
terests in British Columbia at Bar- 
met. The body will be taken to Ot- 
tawa for interinent next Monday.

Toronto, Feb. 7.—As a result of in- 
juries sustained in an assault com- 
mitted upon him some months ago 
James Galvin, a conductor on the 
Toronto Street Railway, died at his 
home, 32 St. Clarens avenue, on 
Sunday.

The Assassination Was Due, it is Believed at St. Petersburg, to 
Political!

Helsingfors, Finland, Feb. 8.—The 
assassin of Soisalon Soininen, Pro- 
curator-General of Finland, who was 
shot and killed Monday at his resi- 
dence by a young man dressed in an 
oMcer’s uniform, has been identified 
es Karl Lenard Hohenthal, formerly 
a student at the Imperial Alexander 
University here. 

Hohenthal, who latterly had lved 
in Stockholm, returned to Finland, 
Jan. 13. He maintains obstinate si- 
lence. 

The assassin was removed yester- 
day from the Surgical Hospital to 
the Russian Military Hospital, where 
he lies not fully conscious. 

It was at first thought, that his 
camatose condition was the result of 
a drug, but his head was badly in- 
qured while he was being dragged 
downstairs after the murder.

TO REVISE PRESS GAG LAW. 


Committee of Mialsters Institute a Special 
Coi f-rence, i 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 8 —The com- 
mittee of Ministers has decided to in- 
stitute a special conference to revise 
the censorship’and press laws. The 
president of the conference will be 
appointed by the Emperor, and its 
membership will ‘consist of officials 
especially cognizant of tho question, 
members of the Imperial Academy of 
Science, prominent writers and re- 
presentatives of departments. The 
president of the conference will have 
the right to invite persons from 
whom useful information can be sc 
cured and members of the provincial 
press. The president will present uo 
draft of the rovised laws direct to 
the Council of State. 

The committee of Ministers has de 
cided the following points: 

First—Precedent to definite revis- 
ion to abolish the right of the Min- 
ister of the Interior to prohibit the 
Publication of items in newspapers. 

Second~To abolish the existing or- 
der.and permit of the transfer of a 
newspaper from one editor to anoth- 
er, conditioned on information of the 
transfer being given to the press de- 
Partment of both editors. 

Third—The Minister of. the Interior 
is only authorized to prevent street 
sales of newspapers. The Minister of 
the Interior may demand the name 
of the author ,of an article if needed 
for purposes of prosecution or in the 
interest of the security pt the State. 

Fourth—To request, the Emperor to 
order that before n book is suppres- 
sed by the Minister of the Interior 
copies thereof shall be sent to scicn-

Fen Down and Feathers. 

Adulteration laws were quite as nec 
essary In the good old days as in the 
sophisticated twentieth century. Eves 
the adulteration of feather beds and 
bolsters had to be provided against. 
Oct. 14, 1495, is the date of a statute 
prohibiting the sale In English fairs 
or markets of these articles or of pil- 
tows, “except they be stuffed with one 
manner of feathers.” It expressly de- 
nounced the use of such “unlawful and 
corrupt stuffs” as “scalded feathers, or 
fen down.” The last substance Ja the 
Rame as cotton grass and was evident-

bed stuffing. In the eighteenth cen- 
tury again. there were complaints 
agalyst people who bought fen down 
at “a halfpenny ‘a pound and sold it 
among feathers at sixpence.

Franklin went to France on bis Kevolu- 
tionary mission hia eminence as a phi- 
lJosopher, his venerable appearance and 
the cause on which be was sent ren- 
dered him extremely popular.

Rankin, aged 66; Mary Rankin, aged 
58, und four children, who lived 
near here, are dead from the ef- 
fects of cating poisoned cabbage. The 
entire fatnily of six ate the cabbaye: 
at supper and died during the mght. 
The cabbage was examined and noth- 
ing found. ue 

That in the garden was cAamined’, 
anc found to contain worms about 
the size of a thread eight inches long 
and aboat the color of the cabbage. 
The cabbage was cut up and fed to 
animals and ail died. Farmers are all 
destroying their cabbage. Three 
persons in the neighborhool have re- 
cently died from the effects of the 
tubbage.

A correspondent writes as follows 
te the editor of the Hamilten Spes- 
tator:

ter this year, allow me to kay .that 
much msunderstanding appears to 
prevail even amongst well-informesl 
ptope, upon this point. Ibe date 
even in the alsaanacs is correct, viz. 
syTit 28. How tkep ss i: possible to 
reconcile this with the prayer book, 
which om the face of it makes Eas- 
ter this year fall on March 2, 
your correspondent states The ex- 
vlaumatwou of thin secmnay paradua is 
that a aidferent “muon” in referred 
te in both cascs. The aioon ot the ¢ec- 
titaastical authoritles is an imagine 
ary body, regulated by specially con- 
structed tales, set forth in the 
prayer book, wiich make the date of 
the fuil moon of the calendar fall on 
March 26, and again on April 18 this 
year. According to the true inter- 
pretation of the prayer book the Jat- 
ter date is therefor the Easter fall 
moon of the calendar, and Euster day, 
1405, is the Sunday following, viz., 
April 23. ' 

If this course were not adopted and 
the real moon followed Easter would 
have to be calculated in different 
parts of the carth on differant dates, 
dependipg entirely on the longitude 
of the place. Your correspoadent un- 
Mittingly quotes a case in polnt. At 
Giueenwich, for instance, the moon is 
fail on March 21 at d4hours 59 min- 
utes in the morning, so that in Hamill. 
ton this same’ moon will be full on 
Murch 20, 

It will therefore be readily under- 
stood that much confusion is avoided 
by adopting the calendar method of 
finding Easter, and the rule of the 
prayer book is quite correct.

But Fire Bewildered Him.

Revelstoke, B. C., Feb. 9.—W. R.

Ottawa, Feb. -11.—Quebec’s politi- 
cal crisis, with its Federal ramifica- 
tions, was brought to the” attention 
ofthe House by F. D. Monk and 
Dr. Leonard of Laval yesterday af- 
ternoon. Dr. Leonard of! Laval ask- 
ed if Mr. Brodeur had been sent to 
Quebec as Sir Wilfrid’s special emis- 


sary. j 

Sir Wilfrid said he regretted being 
unable to gratify the very fastidious 
curiosity of: the hon, member. It was 
-truc therg was ao political crisix at- 
Quebec, as there had been crisises be- 
fore and would be again. But the 
Government af Canada was taking no 
part in the crisis, and no part 
would’ be taken by it. If the Minis- 
tet of Inland Revenue went to Que 
bec, he went as Mr. Brodeur and not 
ax a member of the Government. 

Mr. Foster observed that Sir Wil- 
frid had made neither a long state- 
ment nor a strong statement, nor 
one that could*be charact¢rized as 
either frank or skillful. The fact is, 
he said, that Sir Wilfrid was making 
common cause with Mr Parent, as 
he once before did with Mr. Mercier 
when they each agreed to deliver a 
majority to the other, for a consid- 
eration. 

Sir Wilfrid denied that he had sent 
Mr. Broduer to Quebec, or had given 
Mr. Brodeur any instructions,  cer- 
tainly none involving money consid- 
erations, as hinted at by Mr. Fos- 
ter, There had been dissensions in 
the Conservative party, but the 
breach had been healed, and he hop- 
ed he himself would have the same 
good fortune in this case.

Mr. William Wilfred Campbell of 
Ottawa addressed the Empire Club 
in ‘Soronto recently on the ‘Practical 
Side of linperialism."" On the fur- 
thering of the Inmperialistic spirit he 
based our only~chance of becoming 
u greet people. Canadians, he said, 
should realize their part in public af- 
fairs, and not leave the conduct of 
the country entirely to professional 
politicians. This was neceSsary if {rea 
representation and the {recdom of tho 
ballot box were to be maintained. 
To avoid Americanizing influences 
Imperialism and Canadianism should 
be preached through the medium of 
the press, the church, the schools, 
and in the House of Representatives. 
An Imperial Press Bureau in London, 
Eng., Was also advocated, by which 
the interchange throughout the Brit- 
ish Empire of newspaper editorials 
fostering Imperialistic — sentiments 
might be effected.

Tho price ‘of furs, according to a 
Canadian expert, has experienced 
quite an advance during the past 
month. He points out that in the 
London market, which’ has consider- 
uble to do with the regulation of 
prices in this country, advances and 
declines were pretty cvenly divid- 
ed. » Of Canadian furs, muskrat 
scemed to be the failure. All varictizs, 
except black, declined 71-2 to 20 per 
ecnt., wolf being 4U per cent. lower. 
Mink has led the advance, and it was 
followed by martin, otter and beaver.

This did not prove as successful as 
Was anticipated, however, and ihe 
price again took a drop. 

There arc many tricks known to 
the fur manufacturers, whereby 
costly furs can be imitated Ly the ap- 
plication of certain methods to cheap. 
er material, such for instance as the 
dycing of the red fox skin and the 
sewing of the grey lorepresent silver 
fox. The genuine Siberian sable 
is frequently imitated by rabbit, and 
there are scores of other methods 
known to the trade. 

Tho: best muskrat skins come from 
Rice Lake, where the food is seem- 
ingly better than in the northern 
country. There appears to be consid- 
Grable mink in this locality, and the 
ercek running through town is said 
to have recently been a very popu- 
lar resort for these animals. Red fox, 
coon and skunk hides are also sup- 
plied in fairly large numbers from 
the country lying to the northward.

the Home Dressmaker. 

Mrs. Howard, a designer of costumes 
in Chicago, in an address to a conven- 
tion of dressmakers, gave a hint that 
‘will be of value to women who make 
their own clothes at home. 

“Almost every woman has curvature 
of the spine,” she said. “She sits un- 
evenly, she walks unevenly, and the 
two sides of her gown cannot be made 
just alike. I call my customers my 
patients, and I study them carefully. 

“No two things are more alike than 
dressmaking and architecture, and of 
the two dressmaking ig the barder.. An 
architect can earry out bis plans ex- 
actly, for in building he uses such un- 
changeable materials as brick and 
stone. A dressmaker can never picture 
2 model and bulld up a gown exactly 
like it. Take a velvet gown, for in- 
stance. ‘There never was one made 
that looks like the design, the velvet 
is so unmanageable. 

“In fitting a skirt I use a plumb line— 
that is, a blasting thread run down the 
skirt exactly in the middle. This line 
guldes me #0 that I am not tempted to 
pull the skirt backward ‘and forward 
to make it fit, as is so often done. My 
plumb ne must be kept straight al- 
ways.”

UTILIZING A WHATNOT. _ 


How to Transform One Into a Pretty 
China Cabinet. 

An Ingenious woman recently dis- 
covered a new use for ber grandmo%b- 
er’s old corner whatnot that had stood 
in a corner of the attic for many 
moons, and possessors of similar obso- 
lete pieces of furniture may be inter- 
ested to know bow she transformed it 
into a pretty china cabinet.

A white china cabinet does not ap- 
peal to all tastes nor harmonize with 
all dining room furnishings, but It 
would be just us casy to transform a 
whatnot into a golden or quartered oak 
cabinet as Into a white one.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

~ FIREFLIES. 


The Heating and Lighting Power of 
These Little Inaeccts. 

The Smithsonian Institution, while 
making Inquiries into the cheapest 
forms of producing Hht. experiment: 
ed with Cuban firefiles, among other 
things. The Insects were placed in the 
center of concave mirrors, and the 
most delicate Instrument in the gov- 
ernnient observatury was employed to 
measure the amount of heat radiated 
by them. 

A sperm candle was used for com: 
parison, ond a flame spot from it which 
was just as biz as the firefly was 
thrown Into the mirror. The instru- 
ment recorded the heat from the can- 
dle at once, but no movyeinent was 
caused by the insect, although the Ii- 
stroment was so delicate that had the 
firefly produced even as little us one 
elghty-thouxandth part of the heat 
produced by the tiny spot from the 
candle it would have shown on the 
records. = 

It was different with Nght. Compar- 
ing the flame spot of the candle and 
the light from the Insect, tha instru- 
tment showed that the frefly gaye one 
eighth as much light as the ndle, 
size for size.

Handsome and expresiive, of 
countenance, Lampman’s face seems 
to reveal the nature of the man, and 
the gentle, earncst gaze and almost 


pensive expression bespeak sym- 
pathetic temperament, so tBat one 
recognizes ‘him as one who Ydreams 
in lonely places, secing wherd) others 


cannot hidden faces.” 
Inheriting poctic instincts ares a 


long line of Iterary men, jpman, 
through: his carly environ! it, was 
strengthened in his natural pensibil- 


ity to the charms of nature, Vor sev- 
en years of his childhood were spent 
at Gore’s Landing, on Rite Lake, 
and here, roving through the woods 
and along the streams, he became in- 
timately acquainted with the out- 
door world, a world which impressed 
itself deeply, if imperceptibly, on tho 
receptive mind of the boy. 

As years passed Lampman went 
through collegiate institute and col- 
lege, working assiduously for colr 
lege papers, and, like many, other 
literary men, reading widly on al- 


ed work. Nevertheless, he graduated 
with a fair degree of credit and then 
found himself rather perplexed as to 
the earning of a living. The first 


of classical master in Orangeville 
Collegiate Institute. It was accept- 
ed, and we can picture Lampman, 
with his sensitive, artistic tempera- 
ment, struggling with o form of live- 
Iy school children, 

Soon, however, he was enabled to 
quit_a profession so ill suited to his 
tastesthrotgh receiving a position 
as clerk in the civil service. He took 
up his abode near Ottawa, and for 
the rest of hia life continued to hold 
this clerkship. Although Re found 
the life of the office monotonous, still 
he was freed from pecuniary anxict- 
jes, and was at liberty to devote his 
spare time to the poctry which was 
the Ife of his finer nature. 

Gradually his work, appearing from 
time to time‘in the magazines. won 
him distinction, and at. length he 
published a collection of his qpoems 
in book form. His prestige as a 
poet was soon established, and for 
the rest of his life he continued to 
devote his spare time to the writing 
of verse, 

But an injury, contracted whilo on 
a camping expedition, resulted in 
heart disease, and after a period of 


ill-health he died in 1899, at the 
age of 

Had pman lived to maturity 
he would doubtless have ranked 


higher an a poet; as it is, he 
writes much too well to be passed 
over, but there is, in @ large part 
of his work just that immaturity 
which practice would have overcome. 
In many of Lampman’s pocms there 
is a foreed extravagance of praise, 
which gives the iinpression of studied 
and. conscious art, a weakness which, 
it is curious to note, is also present 
in the earlier works of Ténnyson, 
who, like Lampman, was an ardent 
admirer of Keats. Notice, for in- 
stance, the studied phrascology — of 
these lines:

DOMESTIC HINTS. 


Spinach Salad. — Everyone knows 
that spinach is twice as good the 
second time it is heated, but not 
everyone knows that it is deliclous 
eaten cold. A spinach salad is describ- 
ed in a new book of receipts, 101 
Salads,” by May E. Southworth. Take 
cold boiled spinach and season witb 
butter, pepper, salt and lemon juice, 
‘end press into shallow cops. Put 
these on fice over night, if possible: 
Just before serving, vnmold, hollow 
out littic round places in the centre 
of cach, and fill with mayonnajse. 
Garnish the individual salad plates 
with watercresses and egg rings. 
Oyster Shortcake. — Make a rich, 
light baking-powder biscult dough 
and bake in layer cake tins. Split and 
butter cach as it is taken from the 
oven. Scald the strained liquor drain- 
ed from a quart of oysters. Rub 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, and stir 
until it thickens; add a tablespoonful 
of butter to the oyster liquor, sea- 
son to taste with salt add cayenne, 
and let get hot. Add the oysters.and 
cook until the edges curl. Then lay 
the oysters on the layers of butter- 
ed shortcake, add the liquor to the 
sauce, blend thoroughly and pour over 
the oysters; then add another layer 
of tho shortcake, then one of oyaters, 
and pour sauce over the whole.

1 said, * Alright,’ 
but that night 7 put twenty eggs in 
the ‘top of the hive and mid nothing 
ue ae but waited to see what 
Would happen. In nineteen days 
out clzhteen chickens. Since thot 
time I have tried it several timev and 
have done as well, and I know, that 
others will _succoed in this Same way 
if ‘they should try. 

“T can hatch over bees every cag 
that ds fertile. First you’ neod an 
cat-chal€ hive. Then stretch a picee 
of cheesecloth above the boes ‘and Jay 
the eggs on It. Put a cushion on its 
side and top around the teas. Ifany 
have doubt about ‘the temperature 
being right for hatching eggs they 
can test It for themselves if they 
have a swarm of bees handy.”

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The Outlook for Seed Corn. 


Tho difficulty of getting reliable 
seed corn of desirable types and var- 


ieties during the last two years and 
the expensive lessons kearned — by 


many corn growers who used seed of 
unknown vitality make the question 


of reliable seed for 1905 af more than 
ordinary interest. A survey of the 


; available. supply of northern grown 
sted. of this important fodder crop 


‘indicates that the difficulties of zet- 


ting good“ seed will be even greater 


this year than during the two pre- 


vious years. The best varieties for. 


fodder or ensilage purposes, along 
the northern limit of the corn belt 
in.Canada, are undoubtedly of the 
“Flint™ type. In the latitude of Ot- 
tawa only a few special strains of 
the “Nent” varieties give good re- 
sults for cnsilage in the average 
year, = ; 

Unfortunately for progress in corn 
reising in Canada our supplies of sced 
have been drawn largely from the 
country to the south and haye been 
of types and varieties that required 
a longer season to mature than is af- 
forded in some of‘our bost dairy dis- 
tricts, where the corn crop is most 
needed and most valuable. We have 
a number of very food men who are 
making a specialty of growing corn 
for the purpose of scod along Lake 
Eric, and who have a limited quan- 
tity of good sced for sale this year, 
The Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa. 
tion has taken up in a businesslike 
way the matter of creating a supply 
of reliable corn, and it may be said 
that the future promises fur a per. 
mapent basis ol supply of a high-class 
urticls suck of Varecties that are ex- 
ceptionally Well suited for ensiage 
and fodder purposes im all parts of 
Canada where corn can be grown, 
with success. 

Tho severe frost during the early 
part of last autumn = rendered tbe 
buik of the corn crop in Gniariv ab. 
rolutely useless for the purpose of 
seed. A belt about a mise in width 
along the Northera shore of Lake 
Brie was affected only slightly, and 
tron some sections in this district 
there is a supply of very good seed. 

Tho cost of the smali quantity of 
sted comm that is required to plant 
an acre, in comparison with the cost 
for labor in cultivating and hand- 
ling and the ultimate value per acre 
of a good crop, would xeem tu make 
it clear that the best available seed 
of the most satisfactory type and var- 
iety, should be obtained at any rea. 
sonable cost. it would be much bet- 
ter for Canadian farmers if they were 
able to obtain their supplies of seed 
corn in the ear; they would then have 
a fair idea of what they were getting. 
While in the ear, the danger of in. 
jury to the vitality of the sed 
from damp ‘lL its after effects is 
reduced to a ininimum. Curn that is 
shelled by a machine and left in sacks 
for six weeks oreinore will seldom 
serminate more than 75 per cent. 
unless the conditions for storage 
have been exceptionally good. The 
average vitality of seed corn, tested 
in the Seed Laboratory last year 
were, for corn received in the ear, 
95 per cent. and for shelled corn, 68 
per cent. Stns 

It is much to be remembered then 
that, wherever possible, ‘farmers ab- 
tain their supplies of seed corn in the 
ear only. To moct the demand ‘for 
seed corn in this condition growers 
would do woll to adopt the style of 
shipping crate that is used for this 
purpose in the States of lowa and Il- 
linois, This erate is two feet nine 
inches long, one foot wide, and one 
foot decp, and is made of half-inch 
lumber three Inches in width. Jts 
capacity is one bushel. or between 
one ‘hundred and one ‘hundred and 
twenty cars. If the corn can be plant- 
ed in hills, this crate will hold: suf- 
ficient seed for five acres. While it is 
true that there may be some addi- 
tlonal cost of freight. on account of 
the weight of the cov and of the 
crate. and thal extra work is requir- 
ed iitshelling carn. these becatne’ in- 
Kignificant when the difference in 
value between an acre of good ma- 
tured corn and au sere of unsatisfac- 
tory crop is considered. 

SEED TESTING ON THE FARM, 

To find out whether seeds are cap- 
able of producing planta requires 
neither expert knowledge nor special 
apparatus, Satisfactory material is 
to Le found ia every farm home, for 
making “erminaticn tests of practic- 
ally any kind ef seed used on the 
farm. The simplest and most oon- 
venient way to test sced of cornand 
other cereal grains and most.of the 
root crop and larger vegetable secds 
is to+ place a number of them—say 
ono hundred—between piceces of 
anolstened ‘blotting paper, Canton 
flannel or cloth; set thea in.an or- 
dinary dinner plate and invert an- 
other plate ‘to cover them. Tho sced 
vhould’ be kept anolst but not wet. 
The temperature’of the average farm 
house living room.would be quite 
suitalsie, but some care should be 
taken to guard ayainst excessive heat 
or cold. All good strong ‘seed of corn, 
cereal grains, clovers or timothy, thus 
treated, .will have germinated at the 
end of five days. Very small sceds 
of the finer graxses, of same of the 
warden ‘vegetables and of beets or 
manrels may be germinated to bet- 
ter advantage by scattering them in 
a smucer (belonging to a flower pot) 
that ‘has ‘been soaked in water, and 
set on n oloth that should be kept 
damp, or In a pan containing not 
more than one-vkzhth of an inch of 
water, the object being to keep the 
saucer moist, but not wet. If such a 
saucer be not nvallable, a brick will 
answer ‘the purpose as well. In ger- 
minating seeds in an carthen saucer 
they may be exposed to the light, 
but not to the direct rays of the 
sun.

The 
turning of something into nothing by 
the destruction of matter or force 
would break the succession of cause 
and effect, of action and reaction, and 
consequently the theories of the Inde 
structibility of matter and of force 
have their roots in Newton's axiom, in 
the great law of consequences, of 
equivalence, of compensation, of bal- 
ance.—From “Balance: The Funda- 
mental Verity,” by Orlando J. Smith.

THE HOTEL BREAKFAST. 


Mew the Americca Meal Appears te 
an Englishman. 

The American hotel breakfast is 
representative of the genera! delight in 
good living. The length of the menu 
and the variety of the dishes bespeak 
an appetite that in the early morning 
can relish a meal little less substantial 
than a dinner. 

The hotel breakfast begins with fruit 

—grape fruit if it happens to be in sea- 
son, the bitter sweetness of which 
seems designated by nature to awaken 
the appetite. And there is really a be- 
wildering problem when next you are 
asked to choose among the ccreals— 
from the old fashioned oatmeal to all 
kings of predigested preparations. 
Cooked oysters in every style are of- 
fered on the menu, and even in the best 
restaurants a plate of oysters costs 
only a shilling. The choice of fish can 
be made from a long Hst—of kinds un- 
e¢known In England, including weakfish, 
bluefish and shad, with its deticate roe. 
It must be out of compliment to Eng- 
lsh travelers that herring and haddock 
are Imported. You see them very sel- 
dom on an American breakfast table. 

When boiled eggs are eaten they are 
opened by the walter into a glass, no 
small quantity of butter being added— 
salt butter, for “sweet” butter is sel- 
dom served. With chops or steak the 
American, who never eats cold meats 
at breakfast, usually orders potatoes, 
and the meal may be brought to a close 
with pancakes. These hot cakes, which 
are made of wheat, buckwheat, rice or 
cornmeal, are eaten smothered in ma- 
ple sirup, a delicious treacle obtained 
from the sap of maple trees. . 

The American e¢rinks coffee for 
breakfast—such n coffee as you may 
find In Paris, but not in London—and 
that he does not prefer tea would need 
no other explanation than the failure 
to understand the art of making it— 
London Mail. 





THE FIRST PIE PLATES. 


‘They Were Made by e German 
Petters of Philadciphia. 

The frst ple plates were tnade early 
in the eighteenth century by the Ger- 
man potters who settled In Philadel- 
phia. 

After the clay was prepared it was 
cut into small pleces by means of a 
brass wire and taken to the work- 
bench to be made into plates. 

The clay was roughly beaten Into a 
flattened form looking ke a colossal 
buckwheat cake. This was rolled out 
into a thin sheet with a roller much 
like a rolling pin, aud then a disk 
cutter was used to cut It inte cireu- 
lar pleces of the required diameter. 
This bat, as [t was called. was then 
faid’on a board until partly dry ond 
Wax then decornted. ; 

The slip decoration was applied by 
means of 2 slip cup, an earthen veasel 
with goose quills inserted Into the 
openings, through which the liquid 
slip was made to trickle over the ware 
in a variety of patterns, Just ss Icinx 
is applied to cake at the present time. 
The slip mixture was of a creamy col- 
or inade of white clay and water. 

Favorite motives - for decurations 
were flowers, fruits and scenes, tulips 
belng a special pert,

A HOME SHAMPOO. 


Tlow to Clean the Scalp and Have the 
Halr Soft and Flaffy. 

Washing the hair is a task most wo- 
men dislike, and even the girl who can 
least afford the dollar 2 month neces- 
sary to a professional shampoo pre- 
fers to pay it at a sacrifice rather than 
bother to wash her own hair. Yet if 
the work {Is gone about in the right 
lanner at home it need not be difficult 
at all. 

The first thing Ls to prepare a sham- 
poo liquid. Teke a squgre inch of 
some good soap, shave it fine and dis- 
solve it in half a cup of hot water. 
Then add a teaspoonful of violet am- 
monla and the raw white of au ezx. 
Kent these thoroughly and strain 
through a wire sieve. Noy stand with 
the head over a basin, pour a little of 
the shampoo over the scalp and rob 
briskly with both hands. Use‘all the 
liquid in this way, rubbing it thor- 
oughly on the sealp. After this wash 
the scalp with several basins of warm 
water and thea wash the long halr in 
the basin of water. Rinse by holding 
the head over the bathtub and pour- 
ing over it a stream of warm water, 
keeping this up until the water that 
drips from the hair js perfectly clean. 
Then dash with cold water to close the 
pores and prevent taking cold. 

You are now ready to dry the hair. 
First wrap It In a thick towel and 
wring thoroughly. Then spread a dry 
towel neross the back, throw the hair 
back and rub the scalp well and dry. 
It may take some time, but it Is the 
best possible means of drying, acting 
28 a massage too, Call in the ald of 
the sun [f possibile, but never use 
steam. Do not brush the hair until it 
is thoroughly dry. Then, as you brush, 
ralse the hair, that the strands may be 
separated. After this combing will not 
be difficult, and when the hair Is ready 
to go up It will be soft and fuffs.—Chi- 
cago News,

7 Seems Afraid. 


Extraordinary Precautions 


Taken for 


His Safety in New York. 


Guarded by Mounted Policemen and Secret Service Men Throughout 
the East End—Door Steps Watched by Officers and Be- 
lated Residents of the District Taken Home—Crowds 
Assemble But All Passes off Peaceably. 








New York, N-Y., Feb. 15.—For the 
first time since the days when he was 
Governor of the State of New York 
President Roosevelt yesterday re- 
visited the heart of the cast side. 
He was guarded by inounted police 
and sceret service men. The district 
through which the President drove 
and in which he dined in not the 
safest in the great city, and the po- 
lice took no chances. So stringent 
were the precautions that not a 
flashlight photograph was allowed to 
be taken, and uniformed police, plain 
clothes men and detectives fairly 
swarmed inside and out of ‘Little 
Hungary.’’ 

‘They were stationed on roofs and 
fire escapes in the neighborhood, and 
for two blocks on either side of East 
Houston street, a cordon of police 
cut off the crowds, Ordinary police 
cards permitting entry into fire lines 
and similar places were suspended by 
order of Police Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo, agd no one without an invi- 
tation to the dinner and specially 
issued police card was permitted to 
pass the tautly drawn line of | pa- 
trolmen. 

The night was bitterly cold, but by 
6 o'clock East Houston street 9 and 
the intersecting thoroughfares for 
several blocks in all directions were 
blocked by as cosmopolitan a crowd 
as could be gathered in any city in 
the world. At that hour the police 
began to clear the streets and «draw 
their lines through which admission 
was guined only by special ticket.

Tho commotion created among poli- 
ticians, and some commercial men, on 
account of the action taken by the 
United States authorities In allow- 
ing a draw-back of tho duty paid on 
Canadian wheat, when imported by 
United States millera for grinding In 
their mills in bond for exportation, 
is not a little strange, particularly 
when it is, or should be, known to 
all of them, that the principle of 
giving a drawback of 99 pcr cent. 
of all duties paid upon articles im- 
ported into the United States, and 
mannfaptured into articles for cx- 
port, has been the policy of the 
United States for over a quarter of 
a century. : 

The present decision of the United 
States authorities appears to Le xim- 
ply an extension of the principle, by 
allowing foreign wheat to be mixed 
with pative grown wheat, ground in- 
to flour, and a drawback allowed on

Tt is soméwhal difficult to under- 
stand the reasoning of Mr. W. F. 
McLean, M. BP. for South York, who 
argued when debating the subject in 
the Commons, that Canadian indus. } 
trial development might be checked 
as a result of the United States sys- 
tem of granting a drawback of duty 
on imports of raw material, to be 
exported again as manufactured pro- 
duct, and then aArgtted strongly for 
export dutics on wheat. 

In what way such a policy would 
check the industrial development of 
% Canada, is not made clear; one thing 
is certain, the granting of drawbacks 
materially assisied the “industrial 
development” of the Dominion. Mad 
it not been . for thin policy the 
export of  mampfactured articles 
from Canada, would never ‘have 
grown to the extent it bas. This 
fact was at an carly period of Liberal 
rule, laid before the Cabinet, and the | 
result «was 2n Teronsed drawback 
paid aa already pointed out, from 90 
per cent. to 99 per cent. 

The imposition of an export duty 
on wheat would be a suicidal poticy. 
Wheat-is not like timber ot Miner. 
als, these articles aro taken from 
the forest and mine, and is not. re. 
produced in a season, as is wheat. The 
latter can be reproduced every sear, 
and that, too, in larger quantities 
than a previous year, while timber 
and mines are gone, in one case for- 
ever, and in the other for half a 
century, if not entirely. 

Let’s exercise a little practical 
common sense in dealing with such 
matters, and the result will be less 
political fads.

Is the Japanese tlect now going af- 
ter the vessels of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky in earnest? Tho news. that 
Vice-Admiral Togo ‘has sailed with his 
squadron from Kure, and that be is 
Procesding south, leads to the ibe. 
Jief that the Russian {lect is defin. 
itely located and that the Japaness 
propose ‘to at once give battle. No 
doubt the fast scouts of Admiral Toge 
have been in touch with the scat- 
tered Itussian squadrons for somg 
time, and that now is consigered a 
{tting opportunity to attack, 

it nas been regarded as-Lkeiy that 
the Mussiun Aduural, avoiding ihe 
Malacca Straits, wili buvigate his 
slups cither through ~ Sunda Strait, 
Yau Scrat (the extreme southeast 
pomt- of Java, o¢ througu © ‘Ssmor 
Straits. Nono of these routes pre. 
ACMtS any special difficulties, and all 
are equaily good lor the purpose in 
view, Once through these Straits, 
there are «so many routes availubic 
between the islanus that it is” im. 
bossible to suggest which would be 
adopted. The most likely route of all 
thougy, is through the Sunda or Bali 
Strats into the Java Sea,tand then 
through the Spice Islands. 

The recent arrival of Japanese ships 
near Latavia did not indicate thac 
the Japanese fect would attempt to 
mcet tho Russians in the {Indian 
Ocean. Admiral Toyo has retained his 
main force much nearer home and has 
sent out fast cruisers towards the 
Straits mentioned to report the first 
news of the arrival of the  Baitia 
Ficet. Once the Japanese get to 
know by which route the enemy is 
coming, their course will be com- 
paratively an casy on. 

‘the most recent estimate of the 
cost of the war is that $800,000,000 
have been expended by the two bel- 
ligerents, and it is used as a peace 
argument that a campaign so de- 
ttructive to life and Property must 
soon cease. Financially, however, both 
sides are in a condition to carry on 
the combat for some time to come. 

Cold and exposure are iatreasing the 
sickness in the Mussian ranks. The 
condition of prisoners and bodles of 
the dead indicates that the Russians 
are short of shoes and winter clothing. 
The Japanese, on the other hand, 
With a near base of supplies, are plen- 
tifully supplicd with food and cloth- 
ing, and while they have undoubtedly 
suffered in the recent fighting, sick- 
ness among the troops is decreasing, 
ant there is probably less sickness 
now than any Jarge army in the field 
over experienced at any season. —

SALMON NURSERY. 


Most Successful One in the Werld Is in 
Canada. . 


On the shores of the Bay of Fundy 
—at St. John, N.B.—is the most suc- 
cessful salmon nursery in the world. 
The situation of the pond is unique. 
it is in the very heart of the  sea- 
Port, on the West side of the harbor, 
where the larger part of the Cana- 
dian winter port shipping is done, 

On all sides city streets bound the 
pond, which covers about four acres, 
and the streets are among the busic¢st 
in the city. None the less, the splen- 
did game fish which it contains thrive 
as do no impounded salmon on this 
or,any other continent. From the lat- 
ter part of May until the middle of 
August salmon run in the St. John 
River and are caught by Canadian 
fishermen in the weirs. The Canadian 
Government buys fhe fish for $2 
apiece and employs from six to ten 
| inen every season to convey them 








{rom the weirs to the pond. 

The bay itself is naturally adapted 
for the retaining of fish, as it is con- 
nected with the great tidewater of 
the Bay of Fundy, and fills up every 
twelve hours. After the nuniber of 

| salmon wanted by the department is 
‘ secured, all but two of the staff of 
employes is discharged. ‘These, one 
by day and one by night, are kept 
to watch the pond. 
| The stripping of the salmon usual 
ily commences about Oct. 23 and con- 
tinues to Nov. ¥. This year 1,022 
fish were placed in the pond. ‘They 
( Were so Well cared for that the loss 
{ Was only 44 per cent. Of this number 
{ G90 were female, from which | were 
taken about 5,400,000 eggs. The 
eggs Were sent to hatcherics in vari- 
ous paris of the provinces, After 
they were stripped they were taken

| Edna Dow Cheney, author, preacher 
and reformer and famous in days of 
yore as a journalist and a stirring agi- 
tator in women’s movements. Edna 
' Dow was born fn Boston June 27, 1824. 
In 1853 she married Seth Willis Che- 
ney, the artist. Early in life Edna Dow 
came under the influence of Margaret 
' Fuller, Emerson, Alcott, Clarke and 
Parker. She aided in forming the Bos- 
tou School of Design For Women, the

‘Women's Medical college, the New 
England Hospital For Women and the 
Horticultural School For Women. Dur- 
ing the civil war she was secretary of 
the Freedmen’s Aid society. 

She was president of the Massachu- 
setts Woman Suffrage association in 
1879 and has long been identified with 
this reform. She is a vice president of 
the Free Religious associdtion. Her 
Uterary work, which is considerable, is 
devoted largely to philosophic and re 
ligious subjects. 





Hints on Success In Cakemaking. 

Of course all eggs are washed before 
being used in order that the clean 
shells may be utilized for clearing 
soups and coffee. Eggs should never 
be beaten in a tin dish nor with a tin 
spoon, as the metal imparts an un- 
Pleasant flavor to the egg. When dil- 
rected to be “slightly beaten” the yolk 
and white are not separated and only 
given about a dozen strokes with the 
whisp, but “well beaten” means until 
very light and of a pale yellow color, 
Eggs should be very cold to whip well 
and a narrow dish used when only one 
or two are required. 


Cakes in which the yolks of eggs are 
used require less beat than cakes made 
with the whites, since the yolks are so

rich they burn quickly. 
cakes it is not absolutely essential that 


eggs and each ingredient as added be 
beaten separately, but all materials can 
be put into a dish at once, and one 
long drawn out stirring will satisfac 


torily blend the whole. 
Butter should be creamed for a cake 
before any sugar is added.

When 
King George was Elector of Hanov- 
er he befriended the young unknown 
musician Handel and made him court 
musician, But after Handel had won 
musical fame he tired of the Hanov- 
er court and hied himself to Lon- 
don. This greatly enraged the Elcc- 
tor. When he became King of Eng- 
land as George I. he would have 
nothing to do with his old favorite. 
But one day the King gave a great 
fete upon the River Thames. As the 
royal barge moved along another 
barge followed, playing twenty-five 
concertos of music. ‘These con 08, 
gathered together under one musical 
head, are known as tho celebrated 
“‘water music’’ of Handel. Eyvery 
musical instrument then known was 
utilized in the orchestra. *;Ah,"* said 
King Gcorge, *‘no one could compose 
such music as-that but my old court 
musician, Frederick Mandel!’ — At 
once tho King restored Hani to 
favor and gave to him a salary of 
$1,000 per year. But though Handel 
upon the River ‘Thames was able to 
play himsclf into the good graces of 
an earthly king our divine peace, like 
a river, shall yet open for us a more 
triumphant entry into the royal 
courts of heaven. There we shall not 
have to play as Mandel played, but 
wo shall have all the celestial choir 
which sang for the shepherds above 
the Judacan hills sing for us the 
hallcluinh chorus of a royal and di- 
vine welcome. 

But I think myself of one sugges- 
tive fact nbout this; same liver 
‘Thames, ‘Though Handel by sweetest 
harmony may have played himself in- 
to the good graces of an carthly 
king, yet he was playing his ‘‘water 
tousic’’ upon the stream which wash- 
ed the iron gratings of the ‘“‘trait- 
or’s gato”’ of the old Tower of Lon-, 
don. Through this gate the English 
Kings sent their enemies for incarce- 
ration or decapitation, Oh, my 
friends, can it be that you or I 
must ever pass through the traitor’s 
fate, which is to-day swinging over 
tho river of death for those who love 
not God? Can it be that there shall 
ever come a time when God shall 
speak to us an cternal condemnation 
with the following words: ‘‘Oh, that 
thou hadst hearkened unto my com- 
mandments; then had thy peace been 
as a river and thy rightcousness as 
tho waves of the sca!’’ Oh, for the 
peace, tho everlasting peace, of God, 
which is like a river!

THAT CATTLE EMBARGO. 








High Cemrulssioner's Office Issues aa 
Oficial Statemen*. 


London, Feb. 16.—(C.A.P.)—The 
High Commissioner has issued an of- 
ficial statement regarding the cattle 
embargo. After touching briefly on 
the events leading up to the passing 
.of the act of 1896, for which the 
statement adds there was no’ neccs- 
sity, it adds that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment ‘regretfully accepted an ac- 
complished situation.” 

The statement goes on to say: ‘It 
is felt by the Canadian authoritics 
that it is not for any Canadian pub- 
lic man to interject himself into 
political controversy in the United 
Kingdom, and this if the view of the 
people of Canada on tht subject. But 
while this is the policy of the Do- 
minion Government, it must not be 
assumed that the embargo is regard- 
ed with complacency in Canada. On 
the contrary, the Government and 
people of Canada are fully alive to 
the serious loss and waste inflicted 
upon the cattle producers and ship- 
pers of the Dominion by the present 
law."

You must not think that the glossy © 
black and brown birds so plentiful 
around southern California barnyards 
Guring the) winter months are cow- 
birds, for they are not., They ‘are call- 
ed “grackles” and seem to be more like 
crows than blacRbirds. You can find 
their nests, big; bulky affairs, in the 
orange and cypress trees of almost ‘any 
of your ranch homes.’ There are many, 
many members to the blackbird family, 
the sweet volced meadow lark’ and the 
gorgeous golden orloles as well as the 
more sober colored blackbirds and 
grackles, and of all these but one 
forces the batching of her eggs and 
the feeding of her young on to another 
bird mother. 

In England the cuckoo has this same 
habit, but the American cuckoo builds 
her nest and sits on her eggs as nicely 
as any robiil or dove could do. Some- 
times our road runner so far forgets | 
herself as to lay her eggs in the nest 
of_a quail or a meadow lark, but not 
often, but when she does the bird upon 
whom Mrs. Road Runner tries to im- 
pose generally breaks the strange egg 
or else goes away and Icaves the nest 
alone. Then the field mice and the 
wood rats hare a feast, to which some- 
times the road runner comes herself, 
for b is very fond of eggs as long as 
they? are not her own. 

But the cowbird never makes any 
such poor job as that. She always se- 
Iects the nest of some smaller bird—In 
regions where warblers are plentiful 
the home of one of these little singers 
is most frequently chosen—and there 
as many eggs as she thinks the owner 
of the nest will submit to are laid. 
Sometimes the warbler goes right on 
incubating the intruder, but now and 
then the two old birds get together 
and dump the egg out on the ground. 
Nests have been found in which the 
warblers put a mud floor over the first 
nest and built another one on top of it, 
leaying their own eggs to spoil because 
they knew no other way to rid them- 
selves of the cowbird. If the cowbird 
comes back by the repaired nest she 
will put another egg in it, and gener- 
ally this egg {s hatched and raised by 
the foster palr on whom it has been 
forced. 

It requires about ten or eleven days 
for the young cowbird to break the 
shell, while most* other birds of its 
size are two or three days longer, and 
thus he has a good start on the other 
nestlings in point of growth. When 
hatched the cowbird is larger than the 
sparrow or the warbler and conse- 
quently gradually crowds them into 
the background, taking all the food 
that should belong to them. As they 
grow weaker from this he grows stron- 
ger, and it is not long until he tips 
them out of the nest and is sole mas- 
ter of the two old birds, who work 
ceaselessly to satisfy his’ awful appe- 
tite. In a very few days he gets too 
large for the little nest and goes out 
into the branches, where the old birds 
still continue to feed him in a way 
they never do their own young after 
they have left the nest. In Mexico 
and South America there is a cowbird 
that sometimes builds a nest of her 
own and sits upon and hatches her 
own eggs, but no such thing ever hap- 
pens among the black hoboes of the 
oriole family found farther north. 

How many eggs a cowbird lays no 
one knows, but as many ‘as seven 
have been found in one nest of the 
oven bird, a kind.of thrash found’ in 
the eastern states Usually, however, 
only one egg is lald in each nest, ca- 
pecially if the birds to whom the nest 
belongs are small and the nest too 
little to hold more than one of the cow- 
bird’s young in comfort. The parent 
cowbird never disturbs the eggs of any 
of the birds in whose nests she leaves 
her own, knowing full well that if she 
did so the nest builder would In all 
probability desert her home or throw 
the strange egg out. Oftentimes more 
than one cowbird lays in the same 
nest, and, as no two eggs of these 
birds are ever exactly alike in color, 
you may be sure that no cowbird 
knows her own egg halt’ a,minute aft- 
er she has lald it.”

Which Prejadice Prevails.

In many London restaurants,, parti- 
cularly in Soho, says Tho London 
Globo, snails now figure on the daily 
menu. ‘This is an © imported’ ‘taste 
from France, but in the West:Coun- 
try snails are highly esteercd by the 
lower classes. As a mattcr of ‘fact, 
the snail is extensively caten in 
Somersct ‘and Gloutestershire, both 
as-a dainty and a’ medicine? © ‘There 
are men who make ao; living. by ‘col- 
lecting snails and selling: them under 
tho name of ‘wall fish."’ ) Boiled in 
their shells they aie picked out ‘and 





caten with’ bread’ ant butter, being , 


t luxury and ‘very 
nourishing: In.piimonary; diseases 
they popularly rank as a specific. 

Frogs are a dkinty. which projudice 
denies tothe Englishman, though in 
the United*States and Canada they 
aro esteemed as highly as in France. 
Spasmodically a sturgeon’ is offered 
for salo in ‘London, and the accident 
of its capture affords a novel dish 
which should-not be passed by, for it 
is generally sold at 8d. a pound. Cut 
and cooked’as a cutlet it tastes rath- 
er like veal, without a suspicion of 
fish about it.

| favored, and «smoked bear tongues, 


hams cnd sausages are both appetiz- 
ing and expensive. Ever since Paris, 
in the siege of 1870-71, was driven 
to eating up the animals at the Zoo, 
camel's flesh has been demanded by 
French gourments, markably . like 
beef in appearance, it is as tender as 
veal, and there are Parisians Who im- 
port it-regularly from Algeria. On 
the se:ne testimony, lion steaks are 
reported to be only moderaté catifig, 
while tiger is both tough and 
sinewy. Jaguar flesh, however, is de- 
lightfully white and toothsome, and 
alligators and crocodiles rovide a 
meal of the most delicate flavor mid- 
Way between. that of veal and pork. 
Beef and mutton, with pork, so en- 
tirely make up the menu that lamb 


and veal are actually regarded as 
distinct dishes. Why should not 
goat flesh be i * -oduced into 
the vill of fare? It is 


good cating, as Robinson Crusoe and 
Don Juan testify. In France it is 
largely eaten, Paris alone requiring 
100,000 goats annually for the 
table. The donkey, 
when killed young, resetnbles that of 
the turkey, is of much finer flavor. 
‘Though a hippopkagic banquet ar- 
ranged by the late Sir Henry Thomp- 
Son was held in London so:ae years 
ago, it is still almost dangerous to 
Suggest horse flesh to an English- 
man as food. In reality it is very 
excellent eating, 
can gainsay the fact. Old and worn- 
out horses cannot afford either 
nourishing or palatable meat, but 
that of a horse reared like an ox for 
the table, has a finer fibre and favor 
than beef, though darker in color. It 
is served in the best French restaur- 
ants, as well as being largely eaten 
by the people. 


“It was in Paris,"’ wrote Mr. Van- | 


dam, the author of ‘‘An Englishinan 
in Paris," “that I learned how the 
cat had been misjudged. Call the 
dog the friend of man if you like, but 
don’t eat him, Fry him, stew, boil 
or bake him, do what you will, His 
flesh is and remains oily and flabby, 
with a strony flavor of castor oil. 
Dut I declare that stewed puss is far 
finer than stewed rabbit."

numbers of men who desert 
from His Majesty’s navy and army 
are clever enough to escape  detec- 
tion, but ‘the majority enjoy very 
few ‘days’ freedom, owing to the cute- 
ness of the police, who, as n body, 
seem to have a natural aptitude for 
jarres ting deserters. £ 
is s0on as a company tin 
[the army discovers that Ta. soldier 
}under him has broken leave, the fact 
is reported to adjutant, . aod in 
the course of a few - hours’ ‘the- 
man Is entered.as a defaulter. A 
‘summary is taken of his kit, and all 
the missing articles are listed as 
“lost by noglect.”* 
The military police are next given 
information concerning the missing 
i soldier, and after so many days’ ab- 
seence, ho;is classed as a deserter, 
_ printed descriptions being circulated 
among tho constabulary forces 
throughout the country, and inserted 
in the police organs. } 

Policemen have the credit of re- 

“markable smartness in arresting de- 
serters, .but as a matter of ‘fact, 
their cuteness in this direction does 
not equal their; cleverness ini making 
{friends in the right quarter, among 
a class that can give valuable: infor- 
mation, and are not above s"peach- 
ing on ae pal,’ as they term*‘it, 

There is, in one-of Britain’s ‘large 
garrison towns a detéctive who has 
errested over fifty deserters in re- 
cent years, ond has made quite a 
good thing of the rewards which are 
given by the authorities) to those 
who effect arrests. _ ; 

That officer ofthe law has soveral 
touts who frequent pablic houses and 
low lodging-houses,-and learn from a 
man's own lips that he is a desert- 
er, They take on early opportunity 
to warn the detective, for the sake 
of a shilling or so which he hands 
them for their trouble, and within 
@ vory few minutes the deserter is 
under arrest. 

Constables adopt various measures 
to find out whether a man whom 
they suspect as a deserter is the in- 
dividual required. 

The practice mostly put in use is 
to walk quietly behind the suspected 
Person, and suddenly call him to 
“Attention!” It frequently happens 
that the man responds in a soldier- 
like manner, and so gives himself 
away. D 

In naval ports there are special po- 
licemen engaged solely to search for 
and arrest deserters from the navy.

A True Noblemaa, 

The late Lord Rowton was a not- 
able Englishman who devoted mind 
and money to the practical service 
of humanity. Hie will be best remem- 
bered for the establishment of sever- 
al houses im various parts of London 
where the existence of hundreds bas 
been softened and brightened. 

One of the most charming charac 
teristics of Lord Rowton was his da 
votion to children, which was nol, 
less than the remarkable devotion of 
childrer to him, One who knew him 
Well says that he was the life and 
soul of any gathering of small people, 
and always the centre of their fun 
aod happiness in their every-day 
play. And this applied to the child- 
ren of the slums as well as to those 
of his own social rank, for lke all 


‘genuinely charitable souls, Lord 
ton wax democratic. 
Another beautiful characteristic— 


o¢ it may be censidered an extension 
of the same one—was Lord Rowton's 
interest in the welfare of working 
men, hundreds of whom frequented 
his houses. It was his habit to go in 
and sit down quictly Uke one of 
them, play a friendly game of 
draughts, or chat in front of the fire. 

Ile was adverse to all adulation 
and praise, and the men know it. 
Outsiders were less discriminating, 
and to all who gushed over his char- 
ity he gave the same emphatic re- 
ply: 

“This is not sentimental charity, 
but one placed upon a sound  busi- 
ness basis. These are paying institu- 
tions.** 

Notwithstanding such disclaimer, 
Lord Rowton put considerable seati- 
mient into dry details. He once asked 
a friend to inspect one of the houses 
and report the result to him. So his 
friend went to the house in tho or- 
dinary way with the other mea. 
Shortly after he told Lord Rowton 
that he had been to the house. 

“*Woll, what is the out?’’ 

“The pillows are rather too well 
stuffed,’’ was the reply, ‘‘and conse- 
quently too hard to the heads of the 
olf men." 

Lord Rowton said nothing, but the 
same day he issued orders for the 
removat of more than eight hundred 
pitlows, and substituted as many of 
a softer quality.

My Dear Sir,—I have directed ‘the 
police constables to discover the'dogs — 
whloh ‘attacked the’ little boy! réfer- 
red to ty your columns, and 1 have 
directed them fo shoot the dogs which’ 
did the Rot, und ¥ have’ just, learned 
the dogs huve beon killed by their 
owners. This is my twenty-first yoar 
of pcecupancy of the police court’ 
wench, and during ull these yeurs T 
have never discovered n jaw awhich 
would permit me to direct’ a dog to 
be killed.

Ifa dog ts dis- 
covered attacking a gnan ho may be 
killed if, after reasonable efforts te 
drive dim awny, he persists in the 
attack, if the person attacked ‘hag 
good rsensons for believing his per- 
wiour life is endanss ed. If a iran 
is driving a nervous and restive 
horse, which is attacked by. a dog, 
which persists in the attack, and if 
the driver has reasonable grounds for 
betieving that his home will run, 
away and ‘thus endanger his life or 
property, he may do. whatever ap- 
pears to him necessary to repel the 
dog. <A dog may furtowsly bark and 
cause ‘some alarm, 6ut mo man has 
aright to take the tife of thedog 
unless he ‘reasombly belleves it ia 
necessary so to do to protect his per- 
von and "property. 

{ presutne it is clear law that the 
Council may repeal or amend the 
present by-law und iznpose a greater 
tax upon dogs. Thore ure many dogs 
which are possessed of: such ferocity; 
that it is dangerous to enter the 
yard or ‘house where they, are. ‘Ani< 
mals of such a chwracter have no 
right to be at large. No matter how. 
treat Ube ‘affoction of the owner, yet 
the animal is dangerous, and should 
be muzzled, or destroyed. This ques- 
tlor of increased tax has more than 
one side to it. The poor man and his 
dog have a right to be ‘considered. T 
know many poor pcople, who have 
very little property of any kind. but 
have a dog, the pet and camnpanion 
of the tatire household. It is hard 
enoush Xo feed the deg and pay the 
present tax, but if the tax is inereas- 
ed many wilh have ‘to deprive them- 
selves of the pleasure derived from 
their dumb but loving friends.

TALK OF IMPERIALISM 


Mr. Asquith Presses His Amend- 
ment To the Address. 








He Distiaguishes Between Mr. Chamber- 
Tala’s Followers and Pare Balfearians— 
Mepiied to By the Chancellor of the 

+ Exchequer—The Importance of Dect- 
sles On Future Generations—The Debate 
Continaed Till Midsight.

London, Feb. 16.—The discussion 
in the House of Commons was rob- 
bed of interest by the unexpected and 
unusual calling of a second Cabinet 
meeting, which sat two hours last 
evening. It is believed that the 
meeting hay no connection with Par- 
liamentary affairs,

to the receipt of important — des- 
patches from the Far East‘ eonnceted 
with the possibilities of peace, but 


nothing reliable is known on the 
subject. 
London, Feb. 16.—(C.A.P.)—Tn the 


House yesterday, Right Hon. il, Ay 
quith, M.L., tneving his amendment 
to the address asking that an appeal 
should be made to the electo~tte on 
the fiscal question, asked Preinier 
Balfour whether or uot he syinpa- 
thizes with the eflorts the ‘'Mission- 
ary of the Empire’ is making to 
“dispel the Cabinet clouds which pre- 
vent our people looking for fiscal 
salvation in that particular direc- 
tion.”’ Distinguishing between the 
followers of Mr. Chamberlain and 
the “pure Balfourians,"* he said the 
Balfourians will soon leave the un- 
promising subject of terifsto draw 
the only arrow left in the shape of 
the colonial conference. He asked, 
where the representatives at such @ 
conference to have unrestricted au- 
thority to entertain any proposal in- 
volving the taxation of food coming 
from abroad? He asked if a scheme 
were arrived at whether the next 
Parliament would disabled from 
dealing with the maWer until after 
another general electi@n and a series 
of elections all over tle Empire, Ev- 
en Chamberlain had n objections 
to this prepostcrous proposal, which 
would tie up the trade of the Em- 
pire for years. Thus he came to the 
main issue before the House, namely, 
What were to be the instructions to 
the members of the conference? ‘This 
could only be solved by a prompt 
and direct appeal to the electorate. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
replying, alealt especially with the 
Imperial side of the question, which 
required- the dixpa%sionate attention 
of Great Britain. Me could conceive 
no subject more fraught with good 
or evil for the Empire. A wrong de- 
cision in this would bring certain 
disaster and a heavy weight of re 
sponsibility in’ the eyes of future 
generations. Ie deprecated Mr, As- 
quith’s assertion that the delegates 
to the conference should be instruct- 
ed beforehand, emphasizing in that 
case the absurdity of inviting our 
colonial kinsmen to a conference at 
all, when the subject of most inter- 
esl was tabooed. He hoped the Op- 
position would see what was at 
stake, a@d take its share in endea- 
voring to maintain the bond of un- 
ion within the Empire. The debate 
continued till midnight, when the 
Ilouse adjourned.

Every day he rises at an early 
hour,’ generally at six o'clock, and 
spends at least two hours -in the 
study and despatch of State docu- 
ments which require his signature. 
Then there is his private correspon- 
dence to personal friends at home 
and abroad, and the sbperintendence 
of his household, every detail of 
which is under his personal super- 
vision and instructions.~ 2 

In the morning he gencrally re- 
ceives one or two Cabinet Ministers, 
with whom he advises on matters of 
Imperial and national. importance, 
the Ambassador of Bomoe powers 
with whom the nation fs engaged in 
some new diplomatic agreement or 
treaiy, One or two Kings-at-Arms or 
heraids, who are busy with the ar- 
rangements for some State cere 
mony, and any foreigner of high dis- 
tinction on a visit to London whom 
he «nay honor with an invitation. 

The royal function has come to be 
a function for conferring royal favor 
upon any subjects who have done 
good things in the service of the Em- 
pire, and many a distinguished 
young officer or colonial administra- 
tor, or attache, or sculptor, or in- 
ventor is astonished gnd delighted 
to receive a morning or two after 
his arrival in London from foreign 
parts a ‘‘command’’ to Buckingham 
Palace or Windsor Castle.

— HNepresen- 
tative Townsend has introduced in- 
to the State Legislature a Himited 
marriage bill, and the club women of 
Denver have cahed upon their sis- 
ters throughout the State to join 
them in an effort to kill it.

“Previous to appearing before such 
officer for the sazninms of sald con- 
tract of marriage a heense shall be 
obtained by the parties to such con.

“tt sald contract. is for a limited 
term it must be for not Jess than 
three years, mor more than ten years. 

“Should the parties to such mar. 
riage contract decide to have any 
additional ceremony performed — be- 
fore a clergyman it is hereby per. 
mitted and allowed.

ited marriage contract: have expired, 
should said parties desire, they may 
appear before the said officer, if 
ahve, and in office, and if not before 
any other proper officer, and deliv. 
ering up the limited contract afore- 
said, may make another and new con- 
tract, and whica shall, in all cases, 
bo a contract for life and not for 
another term of years. j

The last Qoral emblem was a 
Wreath of white roses, to which was 
attached a card bearing the followiog 
inscription: “trom the Order of the 
White Rose.

The Thames Valley Legitimist Club 
placed on the statue a wreath of 
bright flowers, which bore a card 
thus inscribed: “For God and the 
King. — The Thames Valley Legiti- 
mist Club, Loyal je serai durant ma 
vie. Loyal je cerai’ Beneath tho 
portrait on the same card were the 
words, “Ye Royal martyr King 
Charles ye First.” Another wreath 
had this inscription: “From the 
White Cockade Lexitimist Club, Uoly- 
well, Huntingdonshire.

The foregoing wreaths had been 
submitted to the Commissioner of 
Woods and Forests for approval be- 
fore being placed on the statue. This 
practice has been rendered neces- 
sary since a wreath bearing what 
was regarded as 4 seditious sentiment 
was placed on the statue by s too ur- 
dent admirer several years ago.

A Pineapple Plantation.

scetions of wood are placed in con- 
tact with « photographie plate and 
both are kept in absolute darkness 
a picture of the wood is obtainkd- 
These photographs usually slow the 
tnnual rings of the stem section; 
sometimes it is the spring growth 
which ix most active on the plata 
and sometimes it is the denser au- 
tuion growth which has the greater 
tlfect. The wood of all trees does not 
thow the same degree of activity, 
suing Woods bang nearly imect; thus 
the wood ol oat or beech is active, 
that of elm or horse-chestnut com- 
paratively inactive. The wood secms 
to be the omy part of the trev tvhich 
has this peculias power, since no ple. 
tures are given by the bark ant 
stem, 

Haperimenis have shown that it is 
the resinous principles of the wood, 
whieh are the effective agents in this 
phenomenon. The common resins are 
all active on the photographic plate 
in the dark, although the true gums, 
ike gum-arabic or cherry Gum, are 
quite inactive. It is also said that 
it resins be dissolved in alcohol and 
the alcoholic solution be painted on 
to paper, the paper will te active on 
the sensitive plote. 

If a section of wood is exposedt to 
bright sunshine for five or ten min- 
utes and then allowed to act on a 
plate its power is found to be great- 
jy increased. This increase “in power 
persists for several days and even 
weeks. Aa artificial light has the 
same effect to a smaller extent. If 
the wood is exposed to sunlight which 
has passed through colored giass in- 
stead of to the full white light, the 
results obtained differ with the 
different colors. Red light has no 
activating power on the wood, green 
light but aero: blue light 
ix but little loss @ffestive than white 
Ught. [t is worth noticing that the 
colors which are inactive on the pho- 
tuxraphic: plate are the ones’ which 
havo little or no power to increpse 
the picture-making power of wood.

The hotel ts the homo of the 
traveller, and hotel proprietors are 
responsibie to n greater or less ex- 
tent for the protection of their guests’ 
money and valuables, The bar ix a 
separate and distinct place apart from 
the hotel proper. Bars ‘have to be 
cloved at certain hours and the hotel 
part can remain open night and day 
If the proprictor wishes.

If business colleges have a charter 
from the Government, and hotels have 
to pay a license to the Government,

AFTER TRAFALGAR. 


One Cruiser of Modern Type Coald Deatrey 
the Whele of Nelee:’s Fleet—An 
Interesting Comparisons, 


For close upon a century, says The 
London Express, Britain has cnjoy- 
ed, undisputed, the supremacy of the 
sea, won for her, by Nelson's glorious 
victory at Trafalgar ninety-nine years 
ago. Nothing is more remarkablo 
than the complete revolution which 
naval construction and naval warfare 
have undergone in the intervening 
years. If the great Admiral's flect 
could be restored as it was in 1805 
a eingle cruiser would blow it out of 
the water in an hour without cver 
coming within range of its guns. 
Steam. propelled vessels were, of 
course, unknown in Nelson’s time, 
and the {issue of a battle depended to 
a great extent upon scamanship and 
the vagaries of tho wind. 

The range and destructive power of 
the guns were then so small that of- 
ficers and men wero often killed by 
rifle fire from picked shots placed in 
the enemy’s masts, and, as all know. 
Nelson himself met his death in this 
way. In modern naval warfare na Ue- 
cislve battle may be fought, as at 
Chemulpo, without tho combatants 
coming within four 
other, 

If we compare the nary at the com- 
Mencement of the nineteenth century 
with the navy of to-day, the follow- 
ing interesting comparison is ob- 
tained:

The actual average number of guns 
to each ship, it is interesting to note, 
has fallen from fifty-five in 1803 to 
about fifteen this year. In striking 
this average torpedo craft are taken 


{nto account. ‘This reduction, of 
course, has been rendered possible by 
the enormous increase in the range 
and destructive power of the modern 
gun. Comparing Nelson's Sagship 
Victory with the newest 16,000 ton 
battle ship of the King Edward VIL. 
class, it will be found that while the 
Mictory’s heaviest shot was sixty- 
elght pounds, the twleve-inch guns of 
the King Edward VII. will fire a pro- 
Jectile weighing 850 pounds. 

With the invention of armor plates, 
the first of which was made for the 
Crimean War, the cost of warship 
construction has increased enormoua- 
ly. A 100-gun man-of-war in Nel- 
son'e time, coppered, masted and 
rigged, but excluding armament, cost 
$338,000, The King Edward Vil. 
without its cuns and ammunition 
cost the immense sum of $6,842,060, 
or twenty times as much as. Nelson's 
Victory. 

Britain’s naval predominance over 
other Powers was much more pro- 
nounced five years after the battle of 
Trafalgar than jt is to-day. It will 
be seen from the appended table that 
in 1810, so far as gun power {s con- 
cerned, she could have made a good 
fight of it had all the other naval

If the ships and the guns of the 
navy have undergone a_ revolution 
since Nelson's day, so also have the 
inen. So difficult was it to obtain 
sufficient seamen to man tho ships 
toward the close of the eighteenth 
century that bountics amounting to 
as much a8 $350 had to be offered to 
induce men to serve. This naturally 
led to the introduction of tho riff-rafl 
and ne‘er-do-wells of every class. 

There is a striking difference, in- 
deed, between these ruffians and the 
smart, kind-hearted men of King K- 
ward VII.’s navy. Though men were 
dificult to obtain in Nelson's time, 
‘tho supply of officcrs was scldom do- 
ficient. So great, in fact, was the 
competition among tho upper classes 
to enter the navy that the names of 
children were often entered in the 
ship’s books before they were out of 
the nursery. 

A striking instance was Sir Kd- 
ward Hamilton, who was born = on 
March 12, 1772, and was entered os 
midshipman on Muy 21, 1779, when 
he was only seven years old. It is 
stated that ho actually took part in 
en action on board his father's ship, 
the Hector, one year later. 

The famous ‘Thomas Cochrane, 
tenth Earl of Dundonald, whose name 
is associated with as many daring 
and successful exploits as that of al- 
most any naval officer, was born in 
December, 1775, and entered as cap- 
tain’s servant when five years old. 
Nelson himself entered the navy at 
the age of twelve and immediately 
went west on a voyage to the West 
Indice. 

It was the custom in those days, 
whether In the navy or army, for 
young gentlemen to scrve their ap- 
prenticeship as page to somo man of 
note or position and work their way 
up, partly.by influence and partly by 
talent, to the higher grades of their 
profession. 

A preliminary training on land was 
not so impprtant for Nelson’s officers 
as it is to-day,-when a battleship is 
filled with complicated machinery 
from end to end and manual labor 
has been reduced to a minimum.

The orator whispered loud 
enough to be heard by all, ‘When 1 
am made a bishop. my lIord.’’

The British Parliament. was opens 
on’ Tacsday jast by King Edward in 
person, and much interest attaches 
to this session because it ls expect- 
‘ed to be the last of this Parliament, 
that! dissolution’ will take place and 
an appeal be made to the covatry in 
the coming sutumn.. This may well 
be the case, according to the history 
of parliaments. While the legal 
limit is seven years, it has . 
very raro that tho life of uny Par- 
liament in recent times hus exceod- 
ed five years, and the present Parlia- 
ment (the first of King Edward Vil.) 
was clected, as the fifteenth Purlia- 
ment of Queon Victoria, in October, 
1900. If therefore, a dissolution should 
take place in tho coming autumn, the 
ordinary parliamentary limit of tlve 
years will have b.ca reached, and 
there are no doubt other reasons for 
a general clection. The Cuwunberiain 
campaign of education on fiscal mat- 
ters, hus set the whole country o- 
thinking, and hus, apparently, pro- 
vided the great issue for the next 
general clection whe neter it muy 
come. Premier Baltour bin held it to 
be his duty to stand aivol from the 
Chamberlain fiscal relorm during the 
life of the present Parlicment, and 
that course of officially standing 3- 
loof from a movement with which he 
is known to be in full sympathy has 
placed the Prime Minister in a posi- 
tion of such difficulty that it would, 
have been quite untenubic for any 
leader of ess adroitness than Mr. 
Balfour. Even for him, a most con- 
summate master in clear thinking 
and ready sperk.ng, it hus proved a 
rolv so difficult that he cannot wish 
to prolong it beyond what is really 
neediul — that is, beyond a date 
when Mr. Chambeslain should have 
had a fairly adequate iuterval for 
his campaign of fiscal education. 
Whetber by neat fall Chay 
will be adequate in the sense of being 
Successful in securing fiscal reform 
at the polls cannot be foreseen, but 
it- scarcely seems. practicab’s to pro- 
long such a sirenuous campaikn be- 
yond that period to any real udvan- 
tage.

-pleting his course in law, entered the Bar. When he made his début in politics 
in 1871 as a member of the Quebee Assembly, his magic eloquence, the fear- 
lessness, strength and finality of his words, and tho mastery by which he 
brought order out of chaos, light out of darkness, thrilled his audience. 

Three years later he resigned from the Legislature and was returred to 
the House of Commons on the overthrow of the Macdonald government. In 
1876 he became minister of inland revenue, and two years later changes in 
politics deprived him of this position. ‘He was the acknowledged leader of 
the Liberals who were the Opposition party until 1896, when after eighteen 
years of waiting, the reins of government again came into thelr hands and 
in the frst flush of triumph they made him Premier. 

His statesmanship’has been-broad, liberal, far-sighted: his patriotism 
and his love of liberty are manifest in every act and word. He loves and 
cherishes the British Empire, and glories {n the part that Canada tales in- 
it; but ag a Power of great possibility, sharing with the United States tho 
golden future of the American ‘continent, he demands of England and the 
world the recognition of Canada, not as a babe in the swaddling clothes of a 
colony, but as a full grown nation of virility and assured triuniph.

Inc's convoy, the Hazard, from stem 
to »lern. Dense volumes of smoke 
were scen immediately pouring out of 
the only outlet in the hapless sub- 
marine. 

The rescuors report that It was only 
by superhuman cfforts that they were 
ablo to force their way through the 
stifling fumes. They were repeatedly, 
driven back, ‘and when, ‘finally, they, 
reached the lower part of fhe boat 
they, encountered a terrible spectacle 
of the wounded’ and dying’ crew. On- 
ly eae was able to speak coberontly, 
and he was begging to be saved. 

The resouers were forcing up the 
second marihole forward when the 
second explosion occurred, blowing 
one of them 20 feet upwards. Ho 
fell in the water and was resoucd. 
Others were slightly wgunded. 

The Hazard sent a fresh party fo 
tho rescue and one by one the dead 
and Injured were brought up. the 
rescuers In cach caso returning, pros- 
trated and faint, with the fumes of 
gasoline. Licut. Skinner was delir- 
lous and tried to tear himself away 
from his rescuers. ; 

As the submarine was on fire she 
was towed to the dockyard basin, 
where blue jackets made gallant of- 
forts to get tho only body. remaining 

* below, that of an engincer. They 
were almost asphyxiated before they 
succeeded. Afterwards the ‘fire was 
extinguished. The cause of tho explo- 
slon is unknown,

W. F. Maclean, M.P. Makes 
Vigorous Plea For Restrictions. 





Declares Thht the AttHude of the Menici- 
" palities Jestify 1¢-sir Wilfrid Lawtier 
Sympathises With Views But Adberes 
te the Necessity of Recogalsins Vested 
Rights—Member Fer Seuth York Would 
Mave General Law Regulating Trafic. 


Ottawa, Feb, 18.—The feature of 
yesterday’s session of the House was 
a discussion on the rights of the 
Bell Telephone Co. 

Since Parliamept opened there has 
been a steady ‘stream of petitions 
asking for legislation to restrict the 
rights of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany on the streets of municipalities. 

Yesterday W, F. Maclean voiced the 
public sentiment bekind these peti- 
tions when he urged the Government 
to bring im a general act to remove 


the many grievances which oppress 


the public. 

Mr, Maclean declared that tho Bell 
Telephone Company should not be 
allowed to erect poles on streets and 
highways without first obtaining the 
consent of the municipalitics. He con- 
tended also that telephone companies 
should be obliged to interchange traf- 
fic and called for an amendment of 
the law which enables railway. com- 
Panies to refuse independent -tele- 
Phone companies access to their sta- 
tions. 

He received considerable support, 
notably from Henri Bourassa, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not deny 
the seriousness of the situation, but 
he emphasized the sanctity of ‘‘vest- 
ed interests." In so far as Parlia- 
ment could proceed without — in- 
fringing on ‘‘vested rights,"’ the 
Prime Ministe® stated his willingness 
to promote legislation. ‘For wy 
part,” he said, ‘1 think there’ is 
great force in the demand that has 
been made in this house and which 
has been presented to us in nuuicrous 
petitions. — I confers that to a large 
extent I sympathize with the member 
for South York when he says that 
the time has come when we should 
have a general law regulating tele- 
phonic traffic and the interchange of 
traffic between telephone lines."* 

Mr. Maclean, in calling attention 
to the telephone situation, said that 
as the law stands it would — appear 
that a telephone company could ov- 
erride municipal rights and enter 
upon the streets of any municipality 
without asking the consent of | the 
corporation. ‘This had been found a 
very substantial grievance. 

Recently when a delegation of re- 
presentatives of leading municipali- 
ties waited upon the Government the 
Minister of Justice asked them to 
draft a clause to put in the general 
law. The municipalitics all over the 
country, feeling that their rights 
were being encroached upon by the 
wide powers taken by the telephone 
company, had prepared another pe- 
tition demanding the purchase by 
the Government of the long-distance 
lines, the amendment of all existing 
charters, so ax to provide that no 
companies should erect poles or con- 
struct conduits on any road or any 
strect in a municipality without the 
consent of the council of such muni- 
cipalify, ‘‘and upon such terms as 
such council may approve.”* 

Mr. Maclean continucd at length, 
and eaid that the railway companies 
had made contracts with the Bell 
Telephone Co. which were inimical to 
the interests of the country. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. in reply, re 
ferred to the City of Toronto's de 

and that Parliament should pass 

w to abridge the power given by 
Fariiament to the Dell Telephone 
C&@npany in regard to the com- 
paity’s right on public streets, point- 
ed out to the mayor and to the so- 
Neitor, that, in his judgment, such 
abridgment would be interfering with 
rights which had been: given by Par- 
liament. They thought it would not 
be an interference but thate a clause 
could be framed whereby the act 
Should be so amended:s0 as it would 
not infringe upon the vested rights 
they had in the city. ,‘Thercupon the 
Government asked the solicitor and 
the mayor to frame an amendinent 
for consideration. ‘If such draft leg- 
islation were received it would be the 
Government's duty to consider it. If 
such an amendment: could be framed 
without interfering with any vested 
rights of the Bell ‘Telephone Com- 
pany thera would be no objection to 
such a law being introduced, 

“But if,’ sald Sir Wilfrid, ‘such a 
law cannot be introduced without in- 
fringing upon rights which have 
been granted to the company by this 
Parliament there would be a serious 
objection to such Jegislation. I pass 
no judgment at this moment upon 
the question which has been raised. 
I have been waiting and am still 
waiting for news from the City of 
Toronto upon this subject,’’ 

Mr. Bourassa strognly supported 
the idea of regulating the telephone 
company. 

Dr. Sproule said it should not be 
left to a private momber to vring In 
a bill to remedy this grievance be- 
fore the House members, It was 
absolutely the duty of the railway 
company to deal vith all people who 
use the railway upon the same prin- 
eiple and to give them equal facili- 
ties. 

Mr. Boyce of Algoma strongly up- 
held the demand for telephono Iegis- 
lation and gave. instances of hard- 
ships borne by the public under ex- 
isting laws. .

He never 
acknowledges that 
either a sin or a crime. He belleves 
@ man {s a wicked ruler. He cannot 
strip this ruler of his political influ- 
ence except by killing him. That is 
the only political path which in the 
past has been open to the Radicals. 
“So they have tried it. Not one of 
them would dream of killing a man 
for his purse.

Sergius Rests In Moscow, 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—It has now 
been definitely decided that the re- 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
Present, but instead will be placed in 
® temporary receiving vault of the 
cloister of the Chaudoff Monastery, to 
awalt the completion of alterations now 
in progress in the Romanoff mausco- 
Jeum in the Cathedral of St. Peter and 
8t. Paul, where the permanent inter- 
ment will occur, among the tombs of 
his ancestors. 

The revolutionists have decided upon 
further assassinations at the earliest 
opportunity. 

Royal Family Must Stay Indoors. 

Evry member of the Royal Family 
has been warned to stay Indoors, and 
extraordinary precautions have been 
adopted to prevent assassins reaching 
them. 

‘The Czar has called an extraordinary 
meeting of the Council of the Empire 
to deal with the entire situation, Ku- 
ropatkin has been ordered to make a 
dembnstration against the Japanese in 
order to distract attention from the 
reign of terror at home, but the Jap- 
anese report having checked Kuropat- 
kin's movement. 

Other Crimes Expected. 

St. Petersburg. Feb. 20.—The public 
ts greatly concerned over the develop- 
ments of the immediate future. Other 
terrorist crimes are generally antici- 
pated. According to reports, many cl- 
tes and towns are in a kind of poli- 
tical ferment and several officlals have 
been assassinated In Southern Russia. 
According to a telephone message from 
Moscow, the students there are afraid 
to appear on the streets fn thelr unt- 
forms. In addition, the strike situation 
has again grown menacing, especially 
in the matter of the rallroads, three 
of which entering Moscow are almost 
completely tled up. In St. Petersburg 
the strike has assumed the form of a 
lockout. Forty thousand men ate out 
of work.

} at Moscow, The JIjit Shimpo expresses 

its sy:mmpathy at his cruel death, but 

declares the act Is attributable to the 
high-handed manner of the Russian 
rovernment in suppreseing.the recent 
labor demonstrations. The paper saya 
that oppressive mensures against ex- 
pression of national wishes invite such 


ottrages from the oppreased. The war 
in the far east resulted fram the ag- 
gressive action of the Russian govern- 
ment, with which the Russian peopl: 
have little sympathy. The Jiji Shim- 
Po adds: “In one sense Japan is wag- 
ing a war against the Russian nation- 
al wishes, arising from oppression by 
the autocracy, but Japan is fighting 
the government, and not the people of 
Russia. The paper predicts a better 
understanding with increased sympa- 
thy between the two peoples after the 
war is ended.

Finding that 
the cabin im which he was confined 
was close to the magazine, he forced 
his way into it, and, laying a train 
from it to the outside, he fired it. 
The ship was blown to pieces, kill- 
ing the 800 or 400 persons who 
were on board. 





‘Trivial Causes of Wars. 

The Immediate cause of the great 
wars of history has often been a sur- 
prisingly. trivial accident. It is said 
incidentally that no two wars have 
ever been brought about in exactly 
the same way. Mere jests have often 
caused dreadful wars. In tho time of 
William tho Conqueror, for in- 
stance, it was a jest pure and simple 
that brought about the war between 
England and France and ultimately 
cost the great William his life, One 

hin contemporary _Philip of 
France delicately remarked at dinner 
that-William was “like a fillet of 
beef on castors and ought to be cx- 
hibited at a prize monarch show.”” 
William heard of this and in a furi- 
ous rage ordered his troops to in- 
vade at once. This was done, and a 
war commenced, which ended in the 
English King being thrown from his 
horse and killed while superintend- 
ing tho siege of Mantes. A more re- 
cent case ia told of Frederick tho 
Great, who nearly caused a war with 
England vy referring to King 
George as ‘a bloated ox.’ 
In a recent war between the army 
of Ecuador and that of a nelighbor- 
ing State considerable damage had 
boen done before any explanations 
were forthcoming. Then it transpired 
that the rival armies had been 
“"“nanocuvring’’ on the frontier rath- 
er too near each other, and could 
not resist the temptation to try con- 
alusions, The only recent case in 
Europy of @ formal declaration of 
war made before actual operations 
were begun was that of the Franco- 
Prussiar. war in 1870. The first inti- 
mations of the intentions of the 
Boers in their war came out of the 
muzzles of thejr Mausers.

LOST ON 'THE LAKE FOR THREE 
DAYS BETWEEN COCKBURN IS-

Thessalon, Feb, 18,—Alex. Brooksby, 
who drrived in this country last June 
from Leeds, England, and who ‘has 
been recently working at Cockburn 
JMand, started from she island at 
noon on Saturday, the Ith, to walk 
to Thessaton on the lee. After tramp- 
lngy till Sunday night he arrived af 
an Indian eneampment on the shore 
Drummond Isiand. ‘The Indian

On ‘Thursday anorning he started 
again for hessaton, and was picked 
up about three iniles from Thessalon 
in an ulnost unconscious condition Ca 
Lhursday afteruoon by Fred Bento 
and .Win. ‘Tebo, fishermen, who were 
out lifting Jheir nets. He was admit- 
ted to the Victorian Hospital, Thes- 
salon, and is now under the care of 
Dr. ‘faylor, and, afthough his feet 
were frozen, he is doing well, and the 
doctor anticipates there will be no 
serious consequences. How he escap- 
ed death during the intensely cold 
meather of this week is a marvel.

ON GEORGE WASHINSTON,

Traces His Achievements te a Higher 
Seurce—Never Failed te Ac=acwledge 
That It Was By the Help of God That 
He Wena His Vietories—Heaventy Coherts 
Weaght in His Behalf—New He Over- 
came.

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 19 —The 
preacher takes occasion, in view of 
the approaching ‘celebration of Wash- 
ington’s birthday, to remind the na- 
tion of its indebtedness to God 
throughout its history for the same 
care and protection that he vouch- 
safed to his people at a crisis of 
their national affairs. The text is 
Joshua x., 12: “Sun, stand thou 
still upon Gibeon, and thou, moon, 
in the valley of Ajalon.”’ 


I choose to-dlny this story of 
Joshua as a topic for our thoughts 
because it emphasize with Oriental 


imagery the great lesson of Wash- 
ington’s career, The matcrialist who 
would exclude God from his universe 
is met here in ancient and modern 
history with the sublime truth that 
the Divine sympathy is on the side 
of righteousness and that God is 
able by his infinite power to give 
the victory td the weak who trust 
in him. 

One reason given for the non-inter- 
ference of God in human affairs is 
that man is an infinitesimal. Though 
man as a finite cannot drop a fath- 
om line long enough to seund the 
bottom of God's deep seas of mys- 
terics, that does not pfove that 
these “Divine mysteries’ are not 
true. Because many of the leading 
scientific men of England doubted 
the practicality of George Stephen- 


son’s invention, that did not make 
the iron traces within which was 
harnessed the locomotive any less 


strong. Because for years and years 
Cyrus Field’s attempts to marry 


the old world to the new with the 
wedding ring of an Atlantic cable 
was the butt and ridicule of thou- 
sands of unbelieving tongues, that 


did not make the possibility of send- 
ing a message under the seas any 
less an attainable fact. Because we 
cannot explain to the satisfaction of 
the skeptic this ipiracle of the 
standing still, shall we abandon our 
faith in God's providence? Shall we 
not rather remind them that in our 
own national history his interference 
on behalf of the weak was displayed 
no less conspicuously and no less 
effectively? 

. God has) omnipotent power over 
the forces of this world—the social- 
istic, the atmospheric and the angelic 
as Well as the astronomical—and 
time and again he has compelled 
them to bend the knee for the aid 
of men. In this sermon I am going 
to show you that, though man may 
seem to be insignificant, yet he is 
not so in reality, Man is so import- 
ant in God's eyes that God is ready 
to do everything possible in his in- 
terest and for his salvation, He has 
not shrunk from the sacrifice of Mis 
only begotten Son, who is yet to be 
come Kings of kings and Lord of 
all. 

Let us first see how God has cx- 
alted man’s throne above the stars. 
Let us study from the astronomical 
telescope how man, instead of being 
& mere nondescript, a being  un- 
thought of, an unrecognizable, a for- 
gotten pigmy in an unknown world, 
swinging out upon the outskirts of 
the universe, is more important than 
all material worlds and more im- 
portant than any other creature liv- 
ing this side of the New Jerusalem: 
Let us enter “the throne room of the 
heavens and see how in the past, for 
man’s good, the stars have wheeled 
into line and obeyed God's behests, 
even as a torchlight procession 
might march past the. reviewing 
stand of a King or a President. 

Man a mere nondescript on the 
outskirts of the universe? If he is, 
Row can you account for the order 
of the creation? As a bridegroom 
prepares a home for his bride God 
prepared this world for the habita- 
tion\of man. He made the sun and 
the moon, the one to light the day 
and the other to guard the night. 
Ile spoke, and the dry land appear- 
ed. He swung out into the heavens 
the myriad of stars. Ie upholstered 
the sky with curtains of blue. He 
carpeted the fields with grass. Ile 
made the hillsides great woodland 
temples. Then God made the  song- 
sters to sing. Alter God had created 
the heavens and the earth and all 
that is in them he said: “Let us 
make now our masterpicce. Let us 
make finan alter our own image."* 
“So God created man in His own 
image.’’ He crowned him with honor 
and glory and made him to have do- 
minion over the works of his hands, 
of which the moon and the stars were 
only the works of God's fingers. ‘Thus 
We find that all the worlds were in 
one sense Created for the great cil- 
max of all earthly creations, the ad- 
vent of man. Is it increditle that, 
in order to work out His purpose 
for the human race, God should use 
these lower creations at His will. 

If{man is not more important 
than the stars, how can you account 
for the fact that. Jesus Christ camo 
to this world-to die for man? There 
are billions upon billions of worlds. 
‘There are worlds above worlds. 
‘There are constellations upon” con- 
stellations. These worlds are born; 
these worlds die. Every night the 
telescopic cye of the astronomer can 
seo their funcral pyres burning. Yet 
it was not to reanimate perishing 
worlds that Jesus died. It was to 
retleem immortal man that Jesus 
left heaven and suffercd upon the 
cross. Our earth is but a speck in 
the universe, ono of the smallest of 
the millions of worlds that are vis- 
ible in the winter's sky, yet it was 
for the redemption of its inhabitants 
that Jesus gave himself to suffer and 
die. Docs not this prove the import- 
te 
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ance of man? If e man {s not mors 
important than the stars, how can 
you account for the fact that weeks, 
perhaps months, before Jesus was 
born in the manger at Bethlehem 
God sent a stellar messenger to guide, 
the wise men from the east? Would 
a star step out of its course and 
with finger of light become a guide 
to man? Does not the fact that a 
star was a messenger to man at the 
first Christtoas morn prove to you 
that God has enrolled among the as- 
tronomical hosts mighty forces which 
if nece » are ready to serve us 
and our interests? How this ‘‘star of 
the east’’ was able to slip ita chains 
and run down the boulevards of the 
heavens we know not. Some of the 
astronomers dcclare the ‘‘star of the 
east’’ was not a single star at all, 
but in order to lead those wise men 
God wheeled into line two, three, 
Perhaps fifty, a thousand, stars and 
focused all their lights upon the 
stony crib. But, whether the star in 
the east was a single star or twenty: 
or a hundred stars, one fact we! 
know—‘God made the heavens, with 
their constellations, and they are at 
his command; they are his servants, 
and they do his will.’ 

But we are not compelled to put 
our world in harmony with worlds 
millions and billions of miles away 
to find some of the mighty forces 
God is able and willing to command 
for man’s life and service, for man’s 
safety temporal and safety spirituat. 
We can hear God speaking to man in 
the voice “of the storm. Wo can sce 
Him smiling in laughing eyed sun- 
beams. Furthermore, we may learn 
that this voice and this smile in an- 
awer to believing praycr will come 
for man’s blessing if we only ask 
Him for an atmospheric blessing. 
When one of the Princeton students 
once asked Dr. Alexander, ‘‘Profes- 
sor, do you ever lose your faith in 
God?"" he replied, --*‘Never, - except 
when the wind is from the east.’* 

God's power extends to all mete- 
orological phenomena. Not yet have 
the wonders of the storm been re- 
duced to a system. The weather bur- 
eau's  prognostications _{requently 
fail. As with Washington, as with 
Joshua, as with Moses, God's hand 
is outstretched for the rescue of His 
pecple, What incident in history is 
so astonishing as that of the  pas- 
sage of the Red Sea? The children of 
Tsracl, fleeing from Egyptian en- 
slavemnent, were caught in a trap. 
In front of then was the sea. Bo- 
hind the carth was shaken with the 
revolving chariot Wheels and the 
thundering cavalry hoofs of the pur- 
suing soldiers of Pharaoh.

God's 
rescuing voice is heard .in the growl 
of the storm; God's smile is seen in 
the incubating sunshine, and if it is 
best for us God's storm and God's 
sunshine are seen and felt in answer 
to obr believing prayers. 

Bur i find the mighty forces not 
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only astronomical and atmospheric 
but also ‘socialistic, subserving God's 
children. I'use the’ word socialistic 
not in its nurrow sense. I allude to 
it in its broad sense of man’s rela- 
tionship to man. In the triumphs 
and defeats of nations, in the sup- 
remacy and the overthrow of throncs, 
I find that the great onward move- 
ments of the world have been em- 
ployed for the rescue and salvation 
of God's peoples for all time. 

What is the meaning of that verse 
Galatians iv, 4, ‘When the fullncss 
of, time was come, God sent forth his 
Son, mado of a woman, under the 
law, that: we might receive the adop- 
tion of sons?*’ Was not one time in 
the sight of God just as favorabic as 
any other time? Oh, no. There were 
certain prophetic conditions which 
had to be fulfilled,’ Not the least of 
these was that Josus had to be born 
in Bethlehem of Juddea. How was 
this to be accomplished? After the 
wholo civilized’ world was brought 
under the domain of the Roman 
scepter God prompts Gacsar to order 
that a Jewish census be taken. What 
was the result? In order to obey 
that command, Joseph, "the carpent- 
er, who was married to Mary, had to 
take a trip-to Dethichem. He was 
one of the descendants of David, and 
all his family had to be counted in 
the village where the royal shepherd 
boy once lived. ‘Then through Joseph, 
through Cacsar, through a foreign 
cominand, Jesus was born where pro- 
phecy said Christ should be born. It 
is folly for you and I to say, *‘God 
might have fulfilled prophecy in a 
different way.’" Yes, he might. But 
God's way was a true way. And in 
order to accomplish that way Cacsar 
must conquer and Rome must rule. 

Can wo not in the same way sce 
the finger of God in-the discovery of 
America, in the birth of our con- 
stitution, in the awful tragedy of 
the Civil War, in the strange ac- 
quisitions of Porto Rico and of the 
Sandwich and Philippine Islands? 
Can we not feel that the booming 
guns at Port Arthur and the suc- 
cess of one political party over an- 
other aro the voice of God heard in 
the same words that Paul spake 
when he said that God is working 
out his plans through the movements 
of the nations? Because with our 
nearsighted vision we cannot. see the 
end from the Deginning that does not 
lessen the workings of God's move- 
ments for the salvation of nations, 

Man's throne is higher than the 
stars, God has made him a Uttle 
lower than the anyels, Yes. But on 
account of Jesus’ sacrifice for us God 
has sent his angels to re-enforce us 
in the awful struggle against sin aud 
temptation und in the battle for the 
World's redemption. He has. sent 
them, not here one and there one. 
“The chariots of God are twenty 
thousand, even thousands of angels. 
The Lord is ationg them as in Sina!, 
a8 in-the holy: places’ ‘These angels 
are everywhere, willing to minister 
unto us and care for us. 

Mighty angels for our protection! 
Oh, my brother, in the struggle of 
life can you afford to be downhearted 
and slothful? Have I not said enough 
to encourage you to do anything and 
everything in God's name? When the 
King of Syria sent his horsemen and 
chariotcers to capture Elisha the 
Prophet's servant was sore afraid, 
Elisha was not. Why? He saw re- 
enforcements the frightened eyes of 
his servants could not see. At. last 
the prophet cried to his servant: 
“Look, man; look! Look at the re- 
enforcements God is sending to us to 
fight against these men of flesh and 
blood." Then the young man look- 
ed, This is the account of. the 
Bible: ‘‘And the Lord opencd the 
eyes of the young man, and he saw, 
and, behold, the mountains were full 
of horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha.’ They were the ange- 
lic hosts. Those angels are about 
you to-lay. They aro messengers 
sent from God for your protection 
and triumph. Will you not take 
courage? Before your reviewing stand 
march the nations, while at your left 
and right, before and behind, stand 
your protecting angels. Astronomi- 
cal, atmospheric, socialistic and an- 
gelic forces are now ready to fight 
for your cternal welfare. 

Thus when I began the study of tho 
tragic ovents of Joshua's life 1 did 
not think they were very unusual. If 
‘Joshua by the strength of his own 
arm had won the battles they would 
have been wonderful, but the victor- 
jes Were not won alone by the Jewish 
captain. ‘They were won by the Lord 
God Almighty, who said to the new 
leader: ‘“There shall not any man be 
ablo to stand before thee all-the days 
of thy life; as 1 was with Moses so I 
will be with thee." When L see the 
destruction of the city of Ai, I know 
it was not Joshua’s work, but God's. 
When I hear the crashing of the walls 
of Jericho, 1 know it was not Jos- 
hua's act but God's. When I read of 
the combination of the five kings 
against Joshua, I expect to find that 
he was overwhelmed, but when I 
read of his victory 1 know that the 
God whom the sun and the stars 
obey must have fought for him. In 
the history of our own nation has 
not God fought for us? How other- 
wise would the inexperienced general 
whose birth we are about to cele 
brate have triumphed over his 
haughty foe? 

One of the crucial battles of tho 
east was decided by the movements 
of the sun and moon. The Phoeni- 
cians were sun worshipers. ‘Their 
enemies worshiped the moon, When 
this ®attle was at its fiercest the 
moon slowly passed in front of the 
sun. The Phoenicians thought their 
god had turned bis face away from 
them, and they turned in wild ter- 
ror and fled. Their ignorance and 
superstition lost them the battle. We 
smile at their credulity, but we need 
to beware lest we fall into the op- 
posite mistake. We are in danger of 
forgetting the God who controls nat- 
ural phenomena and who governs the 
affairs of men. Through his power 





and his protection our nation has 
survived and flourished. Let us 
serve and obey him who was with 
Washington in his battk and bas 
been with us in ry cr of ovr 
history lest he turn his face from us 
and we peris!

She Js a Cunarder and has‘a sister 
ship, the Carmanis, which is to be 
ready to crows in July. "Besides their 
ereat size the nem tslearers are al- 
so to recapture for the British flag 
the blue ribbon of the Ajlantio for 
flectness in transporting passengers 
ueroxs the great stretch of swuter. 

As the Caronia and Carmunia are 
to be exactly alike it will be enough 
to speak of the Jormer. She is con- 
vtructed under British admiralty 
plans, built with Government aid, and 
Will te available for cruiser work in 
case of war. 

Some yeurs ago the Campania and 
Lucania were the fleotest, passenger 
steainers, and ‘“fted the honors of the 
Atlantio for England, but then came 
the Hamburg-American greyhounds, 
which, since then, have held ike su- 
premacy. 

The new Cunarders are ‘to have 25~ 
knots speed, and this wll make rhom 
the speediest passenger travellers on 
the ocean, unexcclied by any eraft, 
in fact, except Lorpedo boats and de- 
wtroyers, or toy, motor racers. . 

The dimensions are: Length over 
all, 675 feet: breadih, 72 fect, G Inch- 
es; depth of xheiter deck, 32 feet: 
depth of boat deck, 80 feet: depth 
to bridge, 97 feet; gross tonnage, 
21,000 tons; dixplacement, 30,000 fons. 

The Caronia was built by John 
Brown & Co. Ltd., Ciydebank, Glas 
ow.

How the Dominion of Canada Takes 


a Share 





Government of Canada Has Agreed to Maintain and Pay for the 


Therein 





Imperial Sefences at Halifax and Esquimalt—Means an 
Expenditure by the Dominion of $2,000,000 
Anaually—The Order Passed on Saturday. 





Dttawa, Feb. 21.—On Joly rst next 
the Canadian Government will assume 
control of the fortifications at Halifax 
and Esquimalt. Negotiations between 
the Canadian and Imperial Govern- 
ments have been in progress for some 
time past with the result stated above. 
The Imperial authorities would have 
preferred from Canada a yearly contri- 
bution of about $250,000, and to have 
themselves retained control of the for- 
tifications. But the Canadian Govern- 
ment insisted upon having contro! of.~ 
the expenditure of their own money, 
and at last the home authorities ac- 
ceded to thelr wishes. On Saturday 
another stage in the matter was 
reached, when an order in Council was 
passed, specifying the terms and condl- 
tlons upon which the transfer will be 
made. 

Cost Probably $2,000,000. 

The change marks a further step in 
the progress of Canada towards nation- 
hood. The cost to Canada will probab- 
ly not be much less than $2,000,000. The 
maintenance of the Halifax fortifica- 
tions will require the greater part of 
this sum. 

The present garrison at Halifax in- 
cludes the Sth Battalion Royal Garri- 
son Regiment, Companies Nos 18 and 
40 Royal Engineers, No. 103 Company 
Royal Garrison Artillery, and Compan- 
les of the Army Service Corps and 
Army Ordinance Corps.

The Imperial Government will likely 
name what force it will be necessary 
for Canada to maintain at both points, 
There will undoubtedly be a regiment 
of infantry at Halifax and probably at 
Esquimalt also, as well as engineers 
and garrison artillery. The Imperial 
troops will be withdrawn gradually so 
as to permit thelr places being taken 
by trained Canadian soldiers. The cost 
to Canada of the third special service 
battalion, which was maintained’ for 
over twelve months at Halifax, was 
under $360,000, For some years past, 
Canada has devoted tn the neighbor- 
hood of $120,000 a year towards the 
Exquimalt defences.

“Tt do not know,” he sald, “whether 
the article is inspired{er not, especi- 
ally the last clause of it. As far as I 
am personally concerned, I would be 
very sorry that Great Britain should 
80 far forget her duties to the Empire 
as to surrender Halifax and Esquimalt, 
and, secondly, I would say that if Can- 
ada {fs to contribute to Imperial defence, 


(and I trust at no far distant day she 
will) in place of Ing Halifax 
and Esquimalt, she [be found gar- 


risoning Portsmouth, Gibraltar, Malta, 
and other places, and #e will contri- 
bute our fair share towatds the defence 
of the Empire.” 3 

Article Not tnspired. 

Sir Frederick Borden dented that the 
article was inspired. It was true, he 
said, that Canada a short time ago re- 
newed the offer which\was made to 


-the Imperial Government In 1902, at the 


time of the Colonial Cofiferencé, to re- 
Neve the mother countfy from all ex- 
Penditure in maintaining the garrisons 
at Halifax and Esquimalt, and that the 
offer had been gladly accepted by the 
Imperial authorities, Correspondence 
was now golng on, and negotiations 
were pending, by which the transfer 
could be carried out. {The principles 
upon which this transfer, is to be made 
are these: 5 
Nature of the Tfansfer. 

First, that the Dominién Government 
will bear all the expendfure connected 
with maintaining them.} In 1902, sald 
Sir Frederick, it was st§ted in general 
terms—and there was no doubt ax tuo 
the meaning—that, while Canada was 
not able to accept the suggestions of 
the Imperial Government, the War Of- 
fice and the Admiralty, particularly as 
to the method by which)Canada would 
ald in the defence of the Empire, the 
Govermment and people of Canada 
would be desirous of relieving the 
British taxpayer, so far as that could 
posgibly be done. 

Sir Frederick sald he thought Col. 
Hughes was differing from the views of 
a large majority of the people of Can- 
ada. Col. Hughes. while he was not 
willing to take over the expenditure 
In connection wth the garrisons at 
Halifax and Esquimalt, wished to 
send troops to Malta and other places 
outside of the country, | 

“Charity begins at home,” sald Sir 
Frederick. “Let us incut. our own ree 


sponsibliities within our own borders 
Srat" 
Mr. Borden's Question. 

“Wilt these two ports—Halifax and 
Esquimalt” asked It. L. Borden, “be 
maintained in the same state of efii- 
clency as they have been in the past.

Mr. Borden sald: “It had been sug- 
gested that the malin reason for main- 
taining the defences, which exist there 
at the present time, is the fact that 
Halifax is a naval base for the North 
Atlantic Squadron. If it was not to be 
& naval base in the future, would that 
modify the attitude of the government 
in regard to these fortificatigns?” 


Sir Frederick replied that, far as 
the negotlations had gone, the as no 
indication of any intention on the part 
of the British Government to abandon 


Halifax as a naval base. 

“But have they not dismantled 
dockyard?" Mr. Borden enquired. 

“Well, they have removed some men 
from there,” answered the minister, 
“but I do not think they have dis- 
mantied it In that sense. I think it is 
to be continued as a naval base,” 

Commenda Canada’s Action. 

London, Feb. 21.—(C. A, P.)—The 
Morning Post, commenting on the tak- 
ing over of the charge of Esquimalt 
ond Halifax by the Canadian Govern- 
ment, says: “It ix a commendable pro- 
duct of the realization of her growing 
strength, and the wish to take a pro- 
per footing in the commonwealth of 
the Empire.” 

Referring to the importance of Hall- 
fax In the contingency of war with the 
United States, The Post says, it is vi- 
tal to ask what guarantees the Impe-

mal Government are taking that the 
Present standard of defence, both in 
personnel and material. will be fully 


maintained on the transfer of the for-

Though expressing no desire to be- 
ttle the fighting qualities displayed by 
Canadians in South Africa, The Post 
says the Dominion Government, with 
commendable frankness, has shown by 
its yearly publications that the Cana- 
dian forces as a whole are Iamentably 
defictent In training, organization and 
administration, and that thelr system 
of administration has far more regard 
to political considerations than prepa- 
ration for war. . 

The Post thinks {t is to be regretted 
that the Imperial tle should be dis- 
severed by the removal of the Impe- 
rial troops from Canadian soll. It 
thinks our alm should be not to en- 
courage the colonies to bulld up separ- 
ate armies and navies, but rather to 
encourage the blending of British and 
Colonial troops Into one great Imperial 
force for the protectfon of the Empire 
as a whole.

THE COMBINE IN GREAT BRITAIN 
1S TROUBLESOME. 


Toronto, Feb. 21. — The Bureau of 
Mines is in receipt of an-enquiry from 
London, England, concerning YPort- 
land coment. The writer says a com- 
bine practically exists ju Britaln, and 
he asks if the Canadian material 
could not be shipped thence. It is 
thought at the burean, however, that 
the price he mentions, 20 shillings a 
ton, would hardiy pay Canadian 
manpfacturcrs, 

In this connection it is stated that 
alt Canadian plants until recently 
inade cement from iuarl, but onc re- 
cently erected at Hull, Que., and one 
now in course of erection st Lelle- 
villo will follow the United States 
method, which is not so costly, of 
using solid limestone. An American 
recently visited the bureau and ask- 
ed for and obtained information re- 
garding limestone deposits which 
would warrant the erection of a 
cement factory. 

One of the latest developments of 
the industry is the manufacture of 
cement from blast furnace slag. This 
is said to be the cheapest of all me- 
thods, and the material obtained 
gives complete satisfaction.

She was the first Catholic woman 
ever a member of a public body in Ill- 
noils and served two terms of. three 
years each as a member of the board of 
education in Chicago. During that 
time she caused to be passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the board of education ° 
to provide a public kindergarten sys- 
tem. The city council concurred. A 
Petition was then necessary, signed by 
2 per cent of all the legal voters of 
Chicago, This Mrs. O'Keefe with her 
aids provided at her own expense. The 
petition was approved by the county 
court, and the proposition was ordered 
placed on the ballot. Mrs. O'Keefe 
personally spoke at several public gath- 
erings, got the women of Chicago in- 
terested, especially the poorer classes, 
and at the following municipal election 
the proposition carried by an over- 
whelming majority, over 90 per cent 
of the vote cast having been recorded 
in its favor, : 

Mrs. O'Keefe is 2 woman of exceed- 
ingly pleasant manner and of the most 
refined and cultured taste, a woman 
of broad and tolerant views. She com- 
mands a fluent pen and fs a graceful 
and forceful public speaker. She is the 
mother of two daughters and says she 
prefers ber home circle to all else. Mrs. 
O'Ketfe Is the wife of Patrick James 
O'Keefe, a prominent lawyer of Chi- 
cago and one of the most widely known 
Catholic men and’ advocates of the 
country. He was formerly for many 
years a journalist.—Boston Globe. 





Dried Albumen. 

Sometimes when a great amount of 
nutriment Is required in its most con- 
centrated form the home nurse is at a 
loss to know just how to obtain It 
Dried albumen, which may be dissoly- 
ed in any lquid, solves the problem. 
To prepare, follow these explicit direc- 
tions given by a writer: “Scald,” she 
snys, “a large china plate. When cool 
and dry just cover the dish with the 
whites of fresh eggs. Set this in a 
warm place (about 125 degrees F.) 
until the water in the white of the 
ecg les evaporated and the albumen 
is dry. It should then look like 
pleces of gelatin, Treak it apart and 
place in sterilized jars, cover tightly, 
and it Is ready for immediate or future 
use. This is of much value when nu- 
triment is desired in a concentrated 
form. In heating the lMquid in which 
dried albumen has been dissolved the 
temperature must pot exceed 130 de- 
grees or the albuffien will coagulate.”

THE FARMER'S ICE HOUSE. | 
The season of the year ‘bas arrived - 
when the icc house may be filled. 
There is no reason why most farm 
houses “may not have a ‘continuous 
suppty of fee throughout the summer! 


Where a stream or sheot of water 
is within reach, the cost is but 
trifling. 


An ive hous can be constructed 
very cheaply after the following 
fashlon:'Large posts six or vight in- 
ches in diamoter may be tsunk into 
the ground to support the frame werk 
forming the walls. For a small ice 
house two, or, at the most, three 
posts on each side, would be suffi- 
clent. Inside the posts two inch 
piank nay be nalled on, the posts and 
the plank completing the wall« of 
the storage. & door mimy ve con- 
structed of short pleces of plank, 
kept in place on the inside by ihe 
Ice itself and on the ‘outside by the 
posts. As the ico is used tha beards 

‘ closing the doorwuy may be taken 


down vne after the otber, The moet 


may Le made after any fashion to 
suit ihe ‘builder, The shanty roof 
shingled would perhaps be as cheap 
and satisfaciory as any. : 

In ‘the filling of the ice house yhe 
focr should be covered about n fcot 
deep with saw-dust or dry chopped 
*traw. The tce may then be laid upon 
this, leaving a space all around dx 
tween the ice and the wall about one 
foot wide. As the ioe is filled in, this 
space should be filled with siw-dust 
or straw, whichever is used. As cach 
tayer ef tee is completed the crevices 
tetween the blocks should be filled in 
With ice chips and soft snow, so us 
to exelude all air from um the 
jcc. After the full supply of ice jis 
in place the top should be covered a 
foct deep with straw or saw-dust. 

The site for the house should be 
carefully chosen, so that good drain- 
is pro ed. It is important that

Besides, it took st least an hour a 
day to éare for the brooding hens, 
when I can take care of hatcher in 
ten minutes per day, The chi¢ks from 
hens are also quite apt to be lousy, 
whilo those from tho hatcher are al- 
ways free from vermin. I use a hat. 
her heated by bot water circulation, 
from which E have hatched as high 
as ninety per cent, of fertile eggs in 
three consecutive hatches, Most 
any of the machines made to-day will 
hatch if one has fertile eggs of strong 
Vitality.

The main features of | a 
broodcr are, net too mach bottom 
heat, good ventilation, and so ar- 
ranged that the chicka will not crowd 
into corners to get smothered, 

For my broodcr I get dry goods 
boxes about three feet square, raise 
bottom up about one fout, saw a 
Nircular hole in contre for heating 
drum, which should be cight inches 
in diameter and ten inches high. with 
a three-inch hole in centre of bot- 
tom for lamp chimney, and a small 
hole near side of top end for a small 
tin tube (such as aro used for cur- 
tains on doors, about tho size of a 
lead pencil)” which must reach 
up throurh top of brooder to allow 
the lamp fumes to pass outside. Place 
bottom of heating drum even with 
bottom of floor by tacking a couple 
of strips under the same, and place 
2 Jow hand lamp with a medivum-siz- 
ed burner, so that chimney will not 
enter hole in bottom of heating dram, 
Cut door in one end at bottom of 
brooder to slide lamp in place, and 
bore an inch hole im door to give 
air to lamp, Make a slide door on op- 
posite end even with floor, for 
chickt to pass ont on to a runway 
to ihe ground. Pat a gable roof on, 
with one side hinged at top, anda 
9x9 ‘ach glass in each gable for light.

Cover with building paper. Make a 
cireular hover two feet in diameter 
with a slit ‘eight Inches from outer 
edge towards contre to allow hover 
to go by the fume pipe. ~ Tack cloth 
on edgo of hover so same will hang 
an inch or two from floor, and slit 
every two or three inches. Before 
putting in chicks, cover floor of 
brooder with about half an inch of 
dry sand, heat to 90 degrees under 
borer.

I liko to leave them at night with 
their beads nicely peeking out from 
hover, which is about right. Now 
wo have our brooder made and atart- 
ed. Bo careful not to crowd it, Fifty 
chicks is about right for the above 
size brooder. 

The next thing we must do is to 
get these chicks to the groand,; which 
will'do more towards making tbem 
healthy than all the fancy chick 
chick foods money can buy. Give each 
brooder ‘a nice ran with one-inch 
mesh wire. netting, enclosing some 
tender grass, and keep the chicks 
teratching for something between 
{ceds, 

First three or four days the unfer. 

Lile eggs boiled hard and mixed with 
bread crumbs in a crumbly maus, fol- 
lowed by pinbead oat meal and mil- 
let seed. When wings begin to fea- 
ther I feed fine wheat bran six parts, 
corn meal three parts and oj) meal 
or animal meal one part, mixed to a 
crumbly mass (with scalding water 
to prevent fermentation in chick's 
crop). When about four weeks old I 
feed cracked corn and wheat and give 
free range. I always keep a drink. 
ing fountain in corner of brooder (a 
quart glass can inverted in a saucer), 
and a gallon jar inverted in a pie tin 
in the yards. Also keep fine grit in 
brooder and on feeding boards, 

Care should be taken not to allow 
the young chicks to become wet or 
chilled. Clean brooders often and 
avray lime water and ‘carbolic acid. 
When chicks are large enough to 
roost, coax them into their winter 
quarters. T have excellent success 
with above treatment.

Resolutions of First Joint Meet- 
ing Ever Authorized. 























Russian Students Suspend Studies, 
Tear Up Czar’s Portrait and Shout 
for Freedom—Scholars, Professors 
and Directors Hold Rousing Meet- 
Ing in 8t, Petersburg—Decide to 
Close.Universities Till Fall. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 21—with the 
decision of the student body of the 
University of St. Poteraburg yesterday 
to suspend studies for the remainder of 
the university year, almost the; whote 
educational system of Russia en- 
tered upon “a period of stagnation. 
Other universities, gymnasia and even 
grammar schools already were cn 
strike, and the military throughout the 
Empire has been’ obliged to be resort- 
ed to to restrain school boys of tender 
years, who are juining the general 
movement. 

The meeting of 2,000 St. Petersburg 
students, besides voting solidly to sus- 
pend studies until Sept. 1, adopted. o 
set of political resolutions demanding 
the formation of a constituent assem- 
bly, and characterizing the" proposed 
summoning of the Zemsky Sobor as 
inadequate for the emergency. A large 
faction voted to stop the war. A strong 
revolutionary feeling was manifested, 
the red flag was waved, and thé Mar- 
selllatse and other revolutionary songs 
were chanted. A large portrait of the 
Emperor was torn in strips. The po- 
Uce did not interfere. 

Strong forces of Poles and Coxsacks 
had beeit posted outside the building to 
make an expeoted street demonstration, 
but none occurred. Many professors 
and instructors tn the university were 
present, most of whom were in full 
sympathy with fts objects. Two tu- 
tors and a small number of students 
who wished to obtain thelr diplomas 
this year, made an ineffectual attempt 
to stem the general tide. 

Closed Till Fall. . 

The first joint meeting of students, 
professors and directors ever autho- 
rized assembled at noon yesterday to 
dixcuss the question of Joining the gen- 
eral strike inaugurated by ‘similar In- 
stitutions in Russia, and decided to 
close the university ull fall. Over 4,000 
students attended, but the room would 
not hold one-fifth of that number. 
Strong specches were delivered in sup- 
port of the demand. for freedom of 
speech, conscience and the press, and 
for. the convocation of a national ae- 
sembly and the professors were unable 
to stem the storm. 

Sull more extreme addressex were 
delivered at ‘overflow meetings, and 
the foreign newspaper correspondents 
Present were amazed at thelr incendi- 
ary character. Wild scenes followed, 
the students singing the Russian Mar- 
selllaise, which begins, “You fell vic- 
tims to love of your country.” A red 
flag was unfurled,“on which wax writ-

“Manchuria, as far north as Harbin, 
to be restored as an integral part of 
the Chinese Empire.” ‘2

Petersburg is that, in view of the In- 
ternal situation and the enormous dif- 
feulty in carrying on the war, peace 
en the terms outlined will be concluded 
within a comparatlyely short time, if 
the Indemnity question can be ar- 
ranged, but it Is quite. possible that 
Russia will risk another battle before 
a decision is reached.

160 MINERS DEAD. 





Desolation in Alabama—Harrowing 
Scenes Among Helpless Families 
of the Dead. 


* Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 22—Although 
160 bodies are believed to be buried 
therein, thus far only 50 bodies have 
the mines at 
Virginia City—victims of Monday's 
mysterious accident. 

The recovery of these bodies pre- 
cludes any idea that any of .the en- 
tombed men still are alive. With the 
first ominous rumble of the coniing cat- 
ustrophe, by common impulse, every- 
one in the village rushed to the mouth 
of the main slope. 

The scenes at the mines yesterday 
Were the most harrowing that were 
ever witnessed in the mining section of 
Alabama. The corpses are mangled 
and disfigured frightfu'ly, and identi- 
fication Is almost Imposcible. Many of 
the bodies are so bruised, twisted and 
discolored that negroes cannot be told 
from white men, 

All day long at the mouth of the 
nine were walling and moaning wo- 
men and children, whose relatives were 
among the unfortunates. One hun- 
dred families and three hundred chil- 
dren are loft dbstitute and without the

REDMOND DEFEATED. 
Imperial Government Sustained on the 


- Home Rule Amendment by Fifty 
Majority—The Issue Stated. 










amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne was de- 
feated in’ the House of Commons last 
night by 286. to 236, after a two days’ 
debate on the Irish situation. The 
amendment declared; in effect, that 
“The present system of government of 
Ireland is opposed to the will of the 
Irish people,” 

The net result of the debate showed 
general agreement that the present 
system of government of Ireland is un- 
satisfactory, but there was a distinct 
disagreement concerning methods by 
which discontent might be abated and 
Ireland cease to be a disturbing ele- 
ment In tho politics of the United 
Kingdom. _ , 

At the opening of the discussion yes- 
terday, John Dillon and Timothy Healy 
supported the amendment. 

Mr. Healy’s Speech, 

Referring to the claim of Irish-Am- 
ericans that they had laid the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty, “Mr. 
Healy sald: “God bless the Irish in 
America, They are faithful to their 
country, regardful of its interests and 
are determined that if -you make a 
treaty of peace with the United States 
it shall be abiding and lasting.” 

Mr, Healy bitterly assailed the Ul- 
ster Unionists, and eloquently appealed 
to the Conseravtive party to concede 
the wishes of the Nationalists in tho 
Interest of Imperial ‘policy. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman sald 
that he supported the policy of a thor- 
ough fundamental alteration of the 
whole system of Irish government. 
“The Irish people,” he sald, “deserved 
@ defter government, springing from 
and controlled by themselves.” - 

W. 8, Kenyon-Slaney (Independent 
Conservative) directed his speech 
against home rule. 

Premier Balfour Enigmatic. 

Premier Balfour, in winding up the 
Gebate, said that every Unionist and 
every one of the ministers agreed that 
the broad lines now existing as to the 
government of Ireland should not be 
preserved. 

Beyond these expressions, neither the 
leader of the opposition nor the Pre- 
miler committed themselves concerming 
home ruic. Sir Henry supported Mr. 
Redmond’s amendment in the division, 
but was unable to secure the support 
sufficient to achieve the real object of 
the amendment, namely, the defeat of 
the Untonist Government. 

The second day's debate brought out 
no striking speeches, and there was an 
absence of anything approaching the 
excitement that frequently is attend. 
ant on debates of the Irish question. 
Throughout the afternoon and night, 
Sir Antony MacDonnell, Chief Secre- 
tary Wyndham and the Earl of Dudley 
were the chief centres around which 
the attack and defence turned. Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman demant- 
ed the publication of the correspond- 
ence between Secretary Wyndham and 
Under Secretary MacDonnell, and Mr, 
Balfour, who, at considerable length, 
defended MacDonnell and Wyndham, 
said he profoundly regretted the mis- 
understanding but refused to entertain 
the suggestion that it touched In the 
smallest degree the honor of any of the 
Principals concerned. 

Burying Home Rule Decently, 

Mr. Balfour’s speech frequently was 
interrupted by hooting from Irish 
Members and the Speaker was abliged 
to intervene to request order, while 
Mr. Balfour, who calmly walted until 
the disturbance was over, on one oc- 
casion said that he was not being 
treated with the courtesy which had 
been extended to Irish members, and, 
referring to Lord Hugh Cecil's state- 
ment that home rule was dead, sald 
that home rule was being buricd de- 
cently. He viewed without fear the 
end of the battle, if the great party in 
favor of union remained undivided, but 
{t was vital that all smaller controver- 
sies should be sunk ip this great na- 
tional and Imperial issue. 

The announcement of the division 
showing an unexpectedly large reduc- 
tlon of the Government's majority, was 
greeted with prolonged opposition and 
Irish cheers.

For a Secret Ballot. 


(Hamilton Herald, Ind.) 

One-of the reforms which Mr. 
Whitney bas promised is the abolition 
of the numbered ballot in Ontario 
elections. It is interesting to notice 
with what complaisance Libera} jour- 
nals now regard the prospect of this 
change. During the long Liberal re- 
gime they had asserted that the On- 
turio ballot was virtually secret, and 
that the numbering of it was a wise 
precaution which would enable judges 
to trace electoral irregularities. The 
desirability of a change was vigor- 
ously denied. Now that the Tories 
are in office, Liberal journals are 
willing to admit that achange would 
do no harm. The Globe, for example, 
now explains that “the Ontario ¢lec. 
tion was not intended to be absolute- 
ly secret,” and asks: “How could it be 
of any usc in the conduct of a serg- 
tiny if it were so?” But scrutinie 
sare not common now, 
says the Globe, the numbered ballot’ 
can‘ safely be displaced by one which 
is absolutely secret. 

In some quarters this complaisance, 
will bo regarded as evidence that th: 
numbered ballot was useful to the 
party in power, enabling it to Intiml- 
date license-holders and other classes 
of voters who looked for favors from 
the Government. And there can be 
little doubt that such use was made 
of the common belief that the ballots 
might be secretly scrutinized In order 
to find out how particular persons 
voted. That such a thing was done 
is yery unlikely. But the possibilty 
of its being done was sutficient to 
ronvineo many people that it was 
donc, and this belief enabled party 
workers to play upon the fears of 
certain classes of voters. Thus the 
numbered ballot was the source of 
abuses not less than if the govern. 
ment agents had actually been guilty 
of scrutinizing ballots for purposes 
of intimidation. 

Mr. Whitney might retain for his 
party the advantage which the Ljb- 
eral party enjoyed from the ase of 
the numbered ballot, and-—it must 
stand to his credit that he has decid- 
ed to forego this advantage and give 
the people a ballot which they will 
know to bo absolutely secret.

It is made of x double 
layer of galvanized iron, the space 
between the two layers being pack- 


ed with a substance like fuller's 
carth, which retains the heat. An 
vluminum shell placed within this 


>| case makes the pans fit closely and 


prevents spilling of the food. This 
aluminum sbell rests upon a soap- 
stone heater in the bottom of the 
pail. Five enameled pans and a nickel 
soup receptacle fit, one above an- 
other, inside this shell, and a ecop- 
per-lined lid covers the whole, Some 
of the pans are divided, so that meat 
may be placed on one eide and gravy 
on the otber, or a pudding and its 
sauce kept separate. 

The packing hour is a busy time, 
but there is none of the confusion so 
common and almost unavoidable in 
the kitcben of a restaurant. The 
Wwarming-table consists of a shallow 
sink, made, like the busket, of gal- 
vanized iron, This table ls wide 
enough to allow a row of five pans 
to be placed crosswise within it. 
Norrow strips of the iron divide the 
table into compartments, cach one 
just wids enough to admit one row 
of pans. Over each compartment is 
a card- giving the patron's name-and 
the number of meals tu be sent, and 
the shelf directly avove contains the 
covers for the pans. The water in 
the warming-table ix kept hot by 
means of lamps placed underneath, or 
by several gas burners. As cach por- 
tion is dished It is set In its proper 
sompartment, to be kept hot until 
tume for packing the bucket. The 
weals are usually packed so that the 
dish to be served first comes on top, 
the olhers tollowing in their proper 
order. The food thus sent out can 
be kept hot and palatuoie a number 
of hours if necessary. 

The must popular meal is ove serv- 
ed for about tweuty-five cents per 
plate, which ronsiste of soup, meat, 
potatoes, a. Vegetable and a dessert. 
The ordinary bucket hold sulticient 
food to serve four persons, | ~ When 
a case must be sent out with only 
one meal the price is a little higher 
than when three or four sre ordered, 
A slight reduction is made to regu- 
lur patrons who pay by ths week or 
month, and special orders, of course, 
come higher. 5 

Coffee and tea are not furnished 
With meals uniess ordered. ~ read 
ix sold as an ectra and furnished by 
the loaf. Patrons are by nu meuns re- 
Btricted to the simple bill of fare 
mentioned. Dinners in as many 
tyurses as desired muy be hud by 
making application a few hours be- 
forehand. Requests for an extra 
number of ameils, or countermmands, 
must be received three hours before 
time of serving. A sepurate force of 
cooks is kept for the Special orders, 
so that the regular mows are in no 
Wise interfered wath. 

Party orders are made feature of 
the service, und waiters are algo fur- 
nished when desired. Where such a 
plant exists, it it already ‘quite the 
thing for a sleighig” party to carry 
their hot supper with them, or for a 
summer picnic party or «4 golfing 
club to order supper from the plant. 
Not long ago a prominent public man 
Was to tako a_journcy by automobile 
He took his dinner with him Jn one 
of the patent buckets, and, to his 
great delight, ate it fifty miles from 
homo, the mashed potatoes and chic- 
ken pic being just as touthsome as 
when packed four hours before. 

This new field prescuts a favor. 
able opening to the capable woman 
who must support herself. It is 
very much more profitable than tho 
ordinary boarding-houso business. 
There is no waste. Tho exact nam. 
ber to be served is known before- 
hand, and cach receptacle is filled by 
measure, so that all are uniform. 
The same fire used for cooking serves 
also to heat the soapstones, which 
should be baked for three hours in 
order to hold the heat well. The 
Yonfusion of preparing and serving 
a largo and varied menu is avoided, 
and tho irregular hours nnd the thou- 
sand and one annoyances of Serving 
the meals are done away with. It is 
much easier to procure and keep holp 
at tho cooking plant than at the or. 
dinary restaurant, und if desired the 
helpers may all be hired by the day, 
going to their homes at night. 

The expense of starting such a 
plant is considerable, on account of 
the cost of the buckets, which

pans used in cooking. If luncheon or 
dinner must be delayed for some 
member of tho family who is late, 
there need be no cause for anxicty— 
simply Ieavo the edibles in the case 
and thoy will remain in perfect con- 
dition. 

Breakfasts are not, as a role, fur- 
nished by the plant. In the average 
family this’ mea} cunsists of eggs, 
rolls, coffee’ and one of the ready- 
cooked breakfast foods, and js 
casily prepared at home. 

If this plant proves as successful 
as its promoters hopo, the American 
housckeeper will certainly find her- 
self one step nearer the solution of 
the vexed servant-girl problem. 
Washings and ironings may be sent 
out, and sweeping hired by the day. 
If only the voracious family appetites, 
which absolutely refuse either to be 
sent out or to i done up'on Thurs. 
days to last for a week; can be sat- 
isfied by this new method, all will 
be well and peace wi well within 
our borders.

THE DISHCLOTH. 


A Hemely Subject, but an Important

A dishcloth is a homely subject and 
a very little thing, but one that is of- 
ten a menace to the health of the fam- 
ily. Nowhere should care and cleanli- 
ness be more strictly observed than in 
this homely household necessity. Don't 
use just anything for a dishcloth. No 
one can tell what germs of disease 
cling to an old garment, even If it has 
been well laundered. As a’ rule old 
garments form the base of the formu- 
la after which the dishcloth is put to- 
gether. 

The best dishcloth is one of a 
coarse cheesecloth, made of several 
thicknesses, quilted with stout thread

and the dishcloth should be cleaned 
after cach process of dishwashing 
with boiling water and dried quickly 
{fu the sun if possible. The same care 
should be given the dish towel, which 
is also usually a made over utility. 
The dishcloth shorki not be thrown 
indiscriminately Into the laundry bas- 
ket with soiled clothing, but, with the 
towel, should be kept apart and wash- 
ed separately, that Its absolute cleanti- 
hess may be assured. And when It be- 
comes frayed and unshapely it should 
be burned—burned hot and forever. 
Many a family would find less sickness 
within its midst if these homely In- 
structions were observed.

In 1875 the Territories had been 
Riven Separate Schools ,as in Ontario, 
“To that I will refer at a later stage in 
my observations.” 

Four Great Questions, 

Going on to deal {n detall with the 
history of the Territories’ Govern- 
ments, Sir Wilfrid declared that the 
Northwest had already full ministerial 
responsibility and constitutional gov- 
emment. Another step must be taken, 
but an easy one. “We must put upon 
it the seal of Canadian nationality.” 

Two years ago the west had usked 
for immediate autonomy. An election 
Was imtoinent, and the time not op- 
portune. 

In the recent negodations, Sir Wil- 
frid xald there were four dominant 
‘uestionx—the number of Provinces,’ 
the control of lands, the finances, and 
the school question—“Iast, but not 
least in importance, by any means.” Ax 
to the first question, the Territories 
comprised a larger area than all the 
seven Provinces. Consequently, there 
must be two Provinces, not one. 

No Manitoba Extension. 

“We propose to give autonomy not 
to the whole Territories, but from the 
American boundary north to the north- 
erly- limits of Athabaska. The area is 
£59,340 square miles, and you will have 
two Provinces of 275,000 miles each, 
with 250,000 souls jn each." 

Sir Wilfrid referred incidentally to 
the demand of Manitoba for an exten- 
sion cast and north of its territory. The 
demand had bern made in 1884, and 
categorically refused. It could not” be 
Kranted then, and it could not now. The 
Legislature of the Territories will not 
consent, 

Manitoba, however, asked to have tts 
northern boundary extended to Hud- 
son Bay. So also might Ontario, Que- 
bee and Saskatchewan ask. Accord- 
ingly, the district north of Lakes Mani- 
toba and Winnipegosis was to be left 
alone for the present. 

The Premier here announced that 
representatives of Ontario, Quebec and 
Saskatchewan were to be called to Ot- 
tawa to consider the extensions of 
those Provinces north to Hudson Bay. 

A Regina an& Edmonton. 

The provisional capitals of the two 
new Provinces are to be Regina and 
Edmonton, There will be a Parlla- 
mentary representation of 23 for each 
Province, 

The ownership of lands will remain 
with the Dominion Government. The 
Dil goes into effect on July 1. 

Sir Wilfrid announced that, In re- 
turn for the revenues which the Pro- 
vinces would otherwise get from pub- 
le lands, they were to have generous 
and liberal grantr.

International Commission Decision 
in North Sea Case 





Declaration that Rojestvensky Legitimately Believed His Squadron 
in Danger, and that He Was Justified in Doing as He 
Did— Report to be Sent to Russia and Britain 
Prior to its Publication. 








Paris, Feb. 23—A semt-official state- 
ment appeared last night relative to 
the work of the International Commis- 
sion which has been considering the 
North Sea incident. It is as follows: 

The commisston gives no opinion on 
the question of the presence or absence 
of Japanese torpedo boats ia the North 
Sea, declaring that the Russian Admir- 
al quite legitimately believed that his 
squadron was endangered and that he 
had the right under the circumstances 
to act as he did. Tho Commissioners 
refer to the Russian Government's en- 
gagements to indemnify the victims of 
the deplorable incident. 

The report will be sent to-day by 
special messengers to the Russian and 
the British Governments, not because 
it Is Mable to modifications at the in- 
stance of one or other of the Govern- 
ments, the Commissiqn'’s decision being 
without appeal, but the Commissioners 
do not wish the powers interested to 
simply learn through the press of the 
the last public action and the conclu- 
sions arrived at. There is nothing in 
this preliminary communication or re- 
port except an act of deference. 

The public sitting for the reading of 
the conclusions will probably be held 
on Saturday. 

Members of the commission who 
were seen last night refused elther to 
confirm or deny the statement; but of- 
ficlals having favorable opportunities 
to judge of the results of the enquiry 
consider the report to be substantially 
correct.

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BRITAIN INDIGNANT. 
London Newspapers United in Sound- 
ing Note of Discord. 


London, Feb, 23.—A strong chord of 
indignation 1s sounded by the London 
dally newspapers this morning over the 
semi-offitial statement relative to the 
decision of the North Sea Commission, 
siving to Russla the victory, but it 
1s still hoped that the publication of the 
full text of the Commission's report 
may modify the impression produced 
by the preliminary version, which is 
one of intense disappointment. 

The Daily Mail goes as far as to de- 
clare that the decision has dealt a 
death blow to arbitration. Some of the 
Newspapers blame the Government 
strongly for ever consenting to subject 
such a matter to arbitration, while 
some of the Governmetn organs find 
that the cold comfort in the fact that 
the Government by doing so avolded 
war with Russia. No question ts raised 
that the decision must be respected,and 
Great Britain's share of the hcavy costs 
will be ruefully paid; but it is consid- 
ered that the decision leaves the ques- 
tion of a neutral rights on the high 
seas in a deplorably unsatisfactory 
state, and creates*a dangerous prece- 
dent.

The Premiers of all the Colonies, with 
tho exception of Canada, scem to have 
carried out the spirit and direction of 
the lutions, and there appears to 
be no} manner of doubt anywhpreq 
that all these other Colonies are 
ready to do and approve all that 
thess resolutions recommend and 
call for. But’in the case of Canada 
the matter is entirely different. 
Sir Wilfrid has positively and  per- 
sistently refused to suffer the

Uruguay imprisons Canadians. 

D, D. McKenzle of Cape Breton drew 
the attention of the Government to the 
tight of several Nova Scotians who 
are prisoners of the South American 
Repultic on the unproved charges of 
poaching seals. The facts of the case 
scem to be that the schooner Agnes 
}. Donahue, formerly owned in Hali- 
fax, left Nova Scotia last autumn for 
firitish Columbia via Cape Hom, to 
engage in the sealing business. En 
reute the vessel captured seals in the 
South Seas, was selzed by the Govern- 
ment of Uruguay and taken to the port 
of Montevideo, where, since November 
11th, the captath and crew of nincteen 
men “have been detained as prisoncra 
on board their vessel. 

There was no charge proved against 
them, although there had been a sort 
ot trial before the Sufgeme Court of 
Uruguay. Mr. McKenzielobserved that 
ax an international questifn this might 
seem a small matter, but ® was a seri- 
cus affair for the parties concerned, 
and he hoped the Government would 
see that justice was secured, alxo as 
compensation was likely to be made to 
the owners, it was only right that the 
crew should be considered, ax the men 
Were not on wages but on shares, The 
charge alleged against them was 
poaching xcals, but there were no laws 
in Uruguay on the subject of xealing 

Preparing a Law. 

Mr. Prefontaine sald that while the 
veubject was a new one to the House, it 
Was not new to the Department. About

selzure was recelved, and the Depart- 
ment at once communicated with the 
llome Government, with the result that 
after exchange of one or two cables 
the men had been released.

Mukden, Feb. 23.—A secret order is- 
sued by General Oku has been cap- 
tured.

“Through all fights, all, from the 


chief to the last soldicr, have done their 
duty.

enemy everywhere. Nevertheless, we 
have not'yet been able thoroughly ‘to 
defeat the enemy. The most difficult 
and heaviest fighting is yet before us, 
and the end of the war is far distant. 
Let commanders instruct subordinates 
that any hesitation or frresolution in- 
creases the loss, and a determined at- 
tack causes less. It is, therefore, im- 
perative to advance with determina- 
tion. Commandects must punish the 
unworthy without the slightest mercy. 
There must be no following personal 
foclinations, but in the strict Mne of 


duty.” 
Telis of a Panic. 

Lieutenant-General Mistchenko,com- 
mander of the Eastern Cossack Bri- 
gade, who was wounded in the knee 
during the attack on Sandepas last 
month, permitted the following Import- 
ant statement to pass the censor last 
night: S 

“On Jan. 27, I saw for the first timo 
& real panic among the Japanese. We 
penetrated Into the Village of Saerpon 
and captured 200 men. The rest fled 
tw» the next village, where they were 
atrongly reinforced. The Cossacks, 
who followed the Japanese, were re- 
celved with volleys. 

“tl was standing in a- square and 
called up a battery, which opened fire. 
We were short of ammunition, while 
the Japanese were all the time recely- 
ing reinforcements, and the place be- 
came too hot for us. 

“I gave instructions to have tho 
Altches of the village well examined 
to avold abandoning wounded men, and 
then ordered the battery to retire and 
began slowly retiring myself with the 
Cossacks. At that moment a bullet hit 
me In the leg.” 

Cossacks on a Raid. 

A company of Cossacks, which hax 
retumed from a long and perilous re- 
connaissance toward Korea, penetrat- 
ec by mounjain paths, as far as Ha- 
geumin, eighteen miles northwest of 
the Yalu River, where they burned a 
large depot of Japanese provisions, 
Yurning south, the Russlais captured 
a transport of supplies, of which the 
amall command was in great need.

Advises German Court that War Will be Pushed With the Utmost 
Energy, the Domestic Situation Being Under Control — 


Thinks it Cowardly to 


Give Up While Pos- 


sessing Essentials of Victory. 


Berlin, Feb. 24—The Emperor of 
Russia has elected to continue the war. 
‘ His position is absolutely firm, and 
the German court bas been advised in 
that sehse. 3 

The war will be pressed with the ut- 
most energy, the domestic situation be- 
ing now within the control of the au- 
thorities. 

Those who have advised peace, and 
suggested enquiries for Japan's terms, 
the French and British Governments, 
are for the present silent, and are 
likely to remain so unless events of 
4n extraordinary character shake the 
Russian Emperors resolution. The 
considerations that Ied to the Emper- 
ors decision, as understood here, are: 

Why He So Decides. 

First—The judgment of the chiefs of 
the army that Field Marshal Oyama 
not only cannot defeat General Kuro- 
patkin but stands In danger of defeat 
himself. How cowardly, therefore, for 
Russla to ask for mercy, with all the 
men and money essential to a success- 
ful war. 

Second—All the forces of criticism 
now directed against the Government 
for having fought rather than yield to 
legitimate interests, and for having 
failed to win victories, would be con- 
tinued with added fury against the 
Government that accepted war and 
then betrayed the country. A Govern- 
ment that would crave peace of Itus- 
sia’s enemy while still capable of win- 
ning victory would be giving the party 
of change genuine grounds for a re-

The Russians 
made a vigorous counter-attack and 
occupled the Village of Dapindu, forc- 
Ing the Japanese temporarily to aban- 
don thelr advance. 


FUNERAL DAY OF SERGIUS. 


Dowager-Empress Says She [fs Not 
Afraid of Assassins. 
St.. Petersburg, Feb. -24.—All the 


members of the Imperial family who 
attended the requiem for Grand Duke 
Sergius at Tsarskoe Selo yesterday re- 
mained to a family council in the even- 
ir. The Dowager-Empress, who has 
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been at Tsarsko¢ Selo alnce the évent- 
ful Red Sunday, Jan. 22, becoming im- 
Patient at the restraints which were 
advised by the police for her safety, 
rebelled against the alleged necessity 
of remaining at Tsarskoe Selo, declar- 
ing that she {s not afraid, that the 
sands of her life have almost run out, 
and that if assassins want her life they 
may have it, The Imperial family and 
authoritics implored her not to return 
to St. Petersburg, and she finally yield- 
ed. General satisfaction 1s exp: 

even among the Liberals, that the fu- 
neral day of Grand Duke Sergius 
Passed off with no untoward incident. 
Even the extreme Radicals respected 
the day of grief of the Imperial family. 
The police precautions, both here and 
at Moscow, though extensive, apparent- 
ly were not needed. 

The public is discussing with aston- 
ishment the sweeping statement of the 
Metropolitan of Moscow, attributing 
the guilt of the assassination to the 
entire Russian society, critics saying 
that {f this be true it justifies the con- 
tention of reformers that all Russia 
is at odds with the present system. The 
wisdom of such statements at this 
crisis is generally questioned. 

Grand Duke's Body Blessed 

Moscow, Feb. 24.—The solemn cere- 
mony of blessing the remains of Grand 
Duke Sergius was performed at 10 
o'clock yesterday in the midst of the 
tolling of bells from all the churches 
and monasteries of the ancient capital. 
Immense crowds thronged the epen 
squares in front of the palaces, and 
there was a considerable display of 
troops in the streets. -Grenadlers of 
the Kieff Regiment furnished the guard 
at the Chaudoff Monastery, the scene 
of the funerah services, 

Service in London. 

Londonz Feb. 24—A memorial ser- 
vice for Grand Duke Sergius was held 
yesterday at the Rusisan Church con- 
nected with the Embassy, and was at- 
tended by Count Benkendorff, the Rus- 
sian Ambassadorto Great Britain, and 
the other members of the Russian Em- 
bassy, representatives of King Edward 
and the Prince of Wales, Ambassador 
Choate, and other diplomats. Sir Bern- 
ard Erle Barrington, private secretary 
of Lord Lansdowne, the Forelgn Sec- 
retary, represented the Forelgn Office.

Moscow, Feb. 24.—The police last 
Night arrested Leontde Androff, a well- 
known author of the Gorky school, and 
two other less-known writers. No 
Statements of the rensons for the ar- 
rests Is obtainable. The pollee refuse 
to say whether It Js in connection with 
the axsassination of Grand Duke Ser- 
stus or for complicity with Gorky and 
other Liberals at St. Petersburg In con- 
nection with the alleged revolutionary 


conspiracies. Androff, who ts known 
at “Little Gorky,” recently has attract- 
ed much attention by a powerful sketch 
entitled “The Red Laugh.” which t« 
appearing in a magazine, and which 
resembles, not only In name, but alse 
{n vigor‘and vividness, Stephen Crane's 
“Red Badgo of Cournge.” The xketch 
was written under the inspiration of 
the tragedy of Jan. 22, first depicting 
the ghastly merriment of pools of blood 
in Manchuria at finding themselves re- 
peated in the streets of Russian cities. 
One critic characterized the sketch as 
“A Vercstshagin In Prose.” 








STRIKERS FIRED ON. 


Worgmen on Strike in Polish Russia—

kowsha District. 


Warsaw,Feb, 24.—The workmen have 
struck fn all the factories of the Czerl- 
nakowsha district, the chief manufac- 
turing suburb of Warsaw. There have 
been serious disturbances and strong 
forces of police and troops were sum- 
moned. The soldiers fired, but no casu- 
alties are reported. The police arrest- 
ed many persons, but the threats of 
the mob compelled them to release 
thelr prisoners,

A CITIZENS’ LEAGUE 


Tho citizens of St. John, NB, have 
formed a Cjtizens' League and adopi- 
ed a platform in connection there. 
with. The said platform is — one 
which, we think, should commend it- 
self to the approval of good citizens 
everywhere, and for that reason it 


is published. Perhaps the cizlzens of 


Eelleville may some day feel callzd 
on to form a Citizens’ League. They 
might do worse. The platform fol. 
Jows: 

1. We advocate the separation of 
municipal affairs from provincial and 
Dominion politics, with the object of 
securing the best possible adminis- 
tration, irrespective of any consid- 
eration’ except the city’s interests. 

2. We advocate the appointment as 
heads of all’ civic departinents — of 
(hproughly competent, well paid men, 
who shall devote their whole time and 
energy to the management of such 
departments; and further-- 

3. The delegation to auch heads of 
Hepartments of as nearly as possible 
absolute control, including the hiring 
and direction of al} Necessary labor 
as well as the purchase of all sup. 
plies, holding them responsible for 
results; also (by contract whenever’ 
practicable), 

4. That such results be embodied 
in full and detailed monthly reports 
Prepared by the — various depart. 
ments to be placed before the Coun- 
cil, and Sate 

5. That any action on such reporis 
be taken only through the heads of 
the different departments submit. 
ting them. 

6. We consider it necessary and 
expedient that public officers paid by 
or through the city should be ap. 
pointed by the Council, thus becom. 
ing through them responsible to the 
Citixens for results, or lack of re- 
sults, 

7. We advocate a thorough revj- 
sion of the city charter and all legis. 
lative enactments relating to the 
city and their codification In proper 
form; the revision and publication of 
the civic by-laws, the abolition of 
those which have not been found 
tracticable, and the enforcement of 
all others. 

8. We advocate an equitable qin. 
tribution of the burdens of taxation, 
believing also that public franchises. 
should contribute to a larger extent 
than at present, either through civic 
ownership or otherwise, and that 
such arrangements should be made 
as will givo an increased revenug 
from our harbor facilities. 

9. Believing that many questions 
of mémeptous itnportance and seri- 
‘ously affecting the city’s interests 
are certain to criso in the near fu-

for dancing it pn one memorable oc- 
casion at the Palace of (Holyrood at 
Edinburgh. It was the “waltz u trois 
temps,” which originated in Provence 
and had been introduced from thence 
at the Court of King Henry I. of 
France at Fontalnbicau by the Camte 
A Saultc. Towards the end of the 
venteenth century it owas danced 
throughout Southern Germany and 
Austria, the famous waltz tune and 
popular song “Oh, Du Lieber ‘August- 
in.” ‘dating from 1670. But it wus not 
until the beginning of the ninetecath 
century that it mads its appearance 
in England, when it was ulternately 
denounced und Inuded by the poeta 
of the epoch, one bard delivering bim- 
self of the following opinion: 
“While waltzing females* with un- 
bluyhing face 
Disdain to danoe but in & man’s em- 
brace.” 
Whereas, on the other hand, Lord 
Ryron writes as follows: 
“ Endearing waltz, to thy more meit~ 
ing tune 
Bow Irish jig and ancient Rigadoon. po! 

An fact the prejudice against ihe 
Waltz, on account of its alleged im- 
propriety, was so strong that it was 
not until Emperor Alexander danced 
it at the” ultra-exclusive Almack’s, 
bis example being followed by Lord 
‘Palmerston, the Princess Lieven and 
a few other bold spirits that it real- 
ly became the vogue. . 

For many years it wan barred from 
the programmes of the state balls at 
mot continental courts, and it was 
only after the death of old Empress 
Augusta. with whom the interdict 
had originated. that the latter was 
removed ut the Court of ‘Rerlin. Her 
distaste for the waltz arose from the 
fact that her dauzhter-in-law, the 
late) Emprexs Frederick, shortly af- 
ter her marriage, had, while waltzing 
with u young officer of the Guards, 
slipped and fallen té the ground at 
the very feet of the Empress. The 
Jatter, horrified, declared that she 
would not countenance dances which 
were of a nature to place Princesses 
of ths. Rlood in such terribly undig- 
nified positions, and her views on 
the subject were adopted at nearly 
all the German courts, remaining in 
vogue at that of Stuttgart until the 
present Queen of Wurtemburg. short- 
ty after her husband's succession to 
the throne, induced him to remove 
the ban, belng like his daughter by 
his first marriaze, Passionately fond 
of dancing. 

The waltz played ngreat role aii 

the Tulleries throuzhout the reigwof 
Napoleon Hf. and furnished the Em- 
peror with the opportunity of mak- 
ing ‘one of his most tactful little 
speeches. A gallant. gray-halred col- 
onel had tripped whilst walfzing at 
a court ball at the Tulleries and fal- 
len awkwardly with his partner. The 
unfortunate officer was searlet with 
mortification ond confusion. which 
noting, the Emperor, remarked to 
the Indy. as he gallantly assisted her 
té her feet : 

“Madame, that Is the second time 
‘that I have seen the colonel fall. On 
the former oceaslon it was on ‘the 
battleficld of Solferino.” 

The waltz is aow danced at every 
European Court and Emperor (Wil- 
liam has shown" himself quite severe 
nbout any awkwardness. on the part 
of dancers, rendering the coloncls 
commanding the various regiments of 
guards responsible for the terpsioh-

CULTURE FOR THE POOR, 


W. T. Stead’s Idea. 0 of an Endowed 
Theatre for Unfortunate Class— 
The Conditions Required. 


W. T. Stead, who 1s 54, never raw 
a performance In a theatre until this 
winter, says a special cable despatch 
from London. Now he believes ‘the 
theatre ought to be made an agency 
for the spread of culture and clviliza- 
tion, He favors a state endowed the- 

re. 

he famous editor gave his impres- 
sions of the theatre, speaking as a tyro, 
to a club of theatregoers. He sald he 
belleved in the ideal theatre, whose 
success would depend upon these con- 
ditions: 

“Tho creation of a fellowship of the 
theatro to correspond with the mem- 
bership of a church. 

“Free performances at least once a 
week. 

“A sixpenny gallery and shilling pit, 
all places to be booked In advance, 

“The production of the best works 
of the world’s best dramatists.” 

Mr. Stead appealed to four classes of 
theatregoers for the endowment of his 
ideal theatre—royaity, aristocracy,plu- 
tocracy and journalists, Arguing that 
the theatre ls now for the classes and 
not the maxses, Mr. Stead sald: 

“The theatre at present it one of 
the perquisites of the middle clasxes, It 
ought to be the common inherftance 
of the whole people. One of the signs 
of the advent of a new era would be 
that the poor would have the theatre 
opened to them. 

“When I think of what the theatre 
could do as an agency of culture and 
civilization, and when I sce this mniser- 
able derelict vessel, which might have 
been a veritable ark In which religion, 
morality and art might have found ref- 
uge, converted Into a mere haunt of the 
selfish folk, Intent solely upon ‘passing 
the time.’ my heart burns hot within 
me, and I could almost weep over such 
abominable negicct, such absolute sac- 
tlege. 

“I have not found the theatre an ab- 
ominable thing. It is the good side of 
the theatre that makes me sad, because 
the better the play the more mon- 
strously wicked it 1s to confine it to 
the handful who alone can afford to 
pay the modern prices. 

“The poorought to have the theatre 
opened to them. Is it to be belfeved 
that out of.our rich play-loving popu- 
lation there are not those with suff- 
cient of the enthuslasm of self-sacri- 
fice to raise whatever ammount of moncy 
is necessary to establish at least one 
ideal experimgnigh theatre”.

“I remember how. we wero watching 
the battle—disengaged, as it were, 
waiting for orders, about 600 of us. We 
could see the guns of the Russians 
about a mile and a half away. 

“Lord Cardigan was in command of 
us, when Nolan. came with the orders 
to charge the guns. “There must be a 
mistake,’ sald Cardigan. ‘A hundred 
thousand men. couldn’t go through that 
awful crossfire and get back alive.’ 

“And then he looked at us ahd passed 
the word to the bugler to blow the cav- 
alry charge. I think he must have un- 
Gerstood that it was a sacrifice. In big 
battles they. sometimes sacrifice men 
—the way they loxe a knight or a 
pawn at chess—and when Cardigan re- 
alized that his ight horse were to be 
sent to certain death he took his fate 
like a man. He had lost a brother at 
Alma two months before. ‘The last of 
the.Cardigans,’ sald he, and we were 
charging down the valley. 

“And new we knew it was all a bad 
mistake, But the man who brought 
the order was one of the first to receive 
a bullet, and his horse went galloping 
along with Nolan hanging by his stir- 
Trup straps—lifelessa, 

“My God! but it was awful! Six 
hundred men against 50,000, and not a 
tree nov a hill to shield us. There were 
@ thousand shots fired to every man 
in the light cavalry. Things happened 
so fast that I couldn't keep track of 
them—shells were bursting in the air, 
on the ground in front and behind us. 

“On we went. A man would bo 
blown from his horse and the horse 
‘would plunge madly along; a horse 
would be blown into atoms and the 
rider would be thrown 50 feet away.

The dis- 
tance was only a milo and a half, and 
we @iad lost a man for every, 15 feet of 
the way. 

“Me? I have a pleco of shell in my 
left leg, but it docan’t bother me ‘very 
much. I think it Is very strange, 
though, my boy, tat the good Lord 
should let me live through the charge 
of the Light Brigade at Balaklava and 
his people should make it so very hard 
for me to find work now. 

“What can I do? Why, I was a but- 
ler for 30 odd years. I have served the 
Duke of Cambridge and His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales, now tho 
King, at Aldershot. 

“I could care for horses, tend to fur- 
naces, or do any gencral work. No, 
sir, I never touch a drop of liquor. 
| “I am not sure about it, but I think 
I am the only man ts Boston who was 
fn the ight cavalry which made the 
charge at Balaklava, 

“Some day I will tell you about the 
campaign in India,” and Willlam Mc- 
Cormack, soldier of the crown, sald 
“good-bye” to the interviewer. 

In addition to being a ler, Veter- 
an McCormack is a member of the Ma- 
sonic Order, his adintssion to that body 


dating back over 40 years. He is equal- , 


ly proud of his Masonic pin, but fs re- 
luctant to speak of it except to say 
that ho 1s one of the oldest Masons in 
Boston. 

He has no home. He has no rela- 
tives. Ho has no steady employment, 
At the present time he lives at 6 Mel- 
rose Place, in the west end, and every 
day finds him earnestly looking for 
some work to cke out enough moncy 
to pay for his lodgings and meals.

A normal winter. A year ago, of 
course, the storms were unusually 
severe and the outlay of money ran 
more than half a million. So far 
this winter there have been no 
figures compiled to show what the 
expenflitare has been. Until ten or 
twelve days ago few complaints were 
heard from. the operating de- 
partments about the  difficul- 
ties of runuing trains‘ on schedula 
time, but since the snowfall’ has be- 
come so heavy and the gales so rough, 
the officials who direct the move- 
ments of both passenger and {reight 
trains have been burdened With trou- 
bles which tbe* public searcely com- 
prebends So accustomed have they 
become to an annual battle: against 
snow, ice, wind ‘and skect that they 
prepare for winter storms while au- 
tumn is still reigning. At terminal 
points on their systems, snow 
ploughs are placed ready for service, 
portable and perinanent snow fences 
are built along main lines, snow signs 
are eretted, and section men are 
given instructions on keeping open 
awitches, crossings and sidings. There 
are many kinds of snow ploughs and 
shovels in use. Among them are th: 
rotary, uscd mostly in catrem: cases, 
snowbank cutters, ice cutters, wing. 
ed wedge, and double track ploughs, 
car flangers, snow pilots, snow

TRUTH OUT SATURDAY 


Meanwhile Both Britain and 
Russia Stand to Lose. 








Semi-Official Predictions of North dea 
Award—Associated Press Says De- 
cision Will Be More Acceptable to 
British Public and Prese Than 
They Have Been Hitherto Led to 
Believe. 


Paris, Feb. 24—The International 
Commission appointed to enquire. into 
the North Sea incident practically con- 
cluded its work last night by finally 
agreeing to the report, which Will be 
publicly announced on Saturday. Con- 
cerning the general nature of the re- 
port, the following statement was made 
in a most authoritative quarter to the 
Associated Press: 


“When the text of the decisfon be- 
comes known it will be far more ac- 
ceptable to the British press and pub- 
Uc than they have been led to believe. 
The semi-official summaries appearing 
while more or less accurate, tend too 
strongly to show Russian success, but 
a3 a matter of fact the Admirals have 
sought a middle und and the dge- 
cision is not a pronounced victory for 
elther side. It is of such a character 
as to preserve self-respect and at the 
same time to give the British public 
mQch ground for satisfaction. If any- 
thing, the decision is rather more fav- 
orable to Great Britain than to Rus- 


sia.” 
Semi-Official Statement. 

On the other hand, the Havas Agency 
last night confirms its sem!-officlal 
statement of Wednesday night. It says: 

“ “The conclusions, as a whole, are 
quite favorable to Russia, recognizing 
that Admiral Rojestwensky could legi- 
{imately consider himself in danger and 
act as he did. However, the report con- 
tains reservations calculated to sat- 
Isty Bridsh susceptibilities, the most 
important being that the Commission 
esteems that the Russian fire lasted too 
long, and also that Rojestvensky should 
have speedily notilled the British ma- 
ritime authorities of the deplorable in- 
cldent. = 

“Upon the question of the presenco 
of torpedo boats, the Commission frees 
all navies from the imputation. The 

Commission rejected a motion of Ad- 
miral Beaumont (Great Britain), blam- 
ing the crews, The conclusions are 
sald to be in the form of questions, 
whereto the Commissioners state their 
answers, elther unanimously, or as a 


majority.” 
An American Opinions.

Mr. G. F. Marter | 
introduced the deputation, ’ ; 

Among those who spoke were F. S.i 
Spence, Rev. Dr, Carman, J. A. Austin j 
and Rey. William Frizzell The depu- 
tations asked for a measure abolishing 
the barrooms, the treating system, ; 
drinking In clubs and imposing upon 
the Hquor traffic such restrictions as 
will curtall existmg evils. 

The Premier’a Reply. 

The Premier, who was received with 
hearty applause, after expressing pleas- 
ure at meeting the deputation, sald: 
“The seriousness of the subject which 
You have come here to discuss, together 
with the position or situation which in 
my opinion the members of this Gov- 
ernment are as trustees for the people 
of everything which makes for the 
benefit of the people, renders the occa- 
sion one of more serious satisfaction to 
myself and my colleagues. As some 
of you have indicated, we have occupled 
our present position for but a. short 
time, and each one of you understands 
fully that, up to the present moment, 
we have been unable to give our 
thought to any question of policy which 
will be carried out on any subject. We 
have been unable to devote more than 
an hour a day so far to the work of our 
different departments, and we have not 
Yet got down to serious thought on any 
question. We believe, however, our 
first duty Is to the people whose ser- 
vants we are. Our first duty being that, 
in our opinion, we consider that every 
other consideration should give place 
to opportunities such as these when 
those who represent a section of a cer- 
tain body or group within the popu- 
lation of the Prolynce, desire to lay be- 
fore us what the opinions are which 
they represent. 

In a Receptive Mood. 

Tam therefore glad to say that this 
Government stands to-day with refer- 
ence to the objects of thix deyutation 
fn a receptive mood. (Applauxe). We 
Delieve it to be our duty on all occa- 
sions to endeavor to get at the core of 
the public mind, at the feeling of the 
people of this Province, and when we 
have heard opinions on this and other 
questions of varying opinions—al- 
though there can be nb vatying opin- 
fons az to the desirability of measures 
Being adopted,which will, as far as pos- 
aible, minimize the evils of the drink 
traffic; that ts my opinion—(applause) 
—we can act. As far as my opinions 
are concerned, they hare been known 
for years, and sometimes I haye been 
credit for them, and oftener discredit 
for the manner In which I have ex- 
Preased them, but they have never 
changed and never will, I shall ge 
along, assured that as Jong as I do that 
wkhich I believe to be my duty, credit 
Will be given sooner. or later. (Ap- 
Plause.) That being 20, we will receive 
the expression of opinion from different 
Dodies on different questions, and con- 
sider it our bounden duty to keep the 
ifatters before us, and give them our 
earnest consideration. That is a term 
T would not have mentloned hrd ft not 
been mentioned before In regard to this 
as well as other matters. 

Truly a New Era, 

You will easily understand that it will 
be Impossible to do much at the com- 
ing session with regard to any Import- 
ant subject, but we will not only be 
ready to receive, but we will be anxious 
to receive from yourself, or those you 
repreaent, at any time tn the future 
rugeestions with regard to the ques- 
tlon you have presented here, 

1 wish to be understood as being 
thoroughly In earnest on that potnt. I 
may say that, as far an we have been 
able to touch ypon it, or to give it con- 
alderation, we have done so as to the 
dest manner to carry out, for the mo- 
ment at any rate, the provisions of the 
exiating law. Ido not profess to have 
any more public virtue than my nelgh- 
bors or political opponents, but 1 do 
say this, that the  statements—not 
Plodges or promises, for I was never;

At Sandringham she led the life of a country lady, finding her pleasuro 
in her children, the house, the grounds, her pets, and {n ministering acts of 
mercy. Serene, gracious and beautiful, her life has been eas though with

He could only be an ora- 
tor In tho sense of being the Crown 
Prosecutor, engaged in the flagella~ 
tion uf guilt. 1 had evon been doubt~ 
ed, by the London Spectator, whee 
ther a nchoolmaster could be a true 
fentleman during school hours, and 
the varlous definitions of a gentle 
man as given by Aristotle und Cur- 
dinal Newman were given to show 
thal the@ge was xomething in this con- 
tention, for a true gentioman never 
Infliets pain, and avoids clashing and 
collision. The schoolmaster, there- 
fore, can scarcely profossionally af- 
ford to be 4 truo gentleman, in that 
sense, but he can bare falth and hope 
and he ean, shoula have, and often 
has, all the virtues of » good man, « 
ood pricst, and a good marent after 
the xplrit, Fruitful and Paithful,” 
strould be his' motto. 

Long continued applause followed 
tho literary treat which it was the 
privilege of Pellovillians to enjoy 
through the good work of the Grad- 
vates’ Club, whose public-spirited ser- 
vices to Belleville in this regard is 
heartily recognized by all.

SOILED CARPETS, 


Hew They May Be Cleaned and Thelz 
Colors Brightened. _ 

Carpets which have grown dirty, 
hare Jost thelr color and have become 
dull and old looking can be nicely reno- 
vated in the following manner: Cut up 
Into very small pieces about an ounce 
of soap and make it into a lather with 
a pint of boiling water; then add anoth- 
er quart of water and an ounce of 
borax. 

Put this mixture ou the range and 
bring it to a boll; tlien remove it, and 
when {t is quite cool add an ounce of 
| icobot, one of ammonia and half an 
ounce of glycerin. Do but a small por- 
tion of the carpet at a time, and reno- 
vate it by wetting a clean flannel! cloth 
in the above mpixture and rubbing in 
vigorously until the spots are removed 
and the color brought back. Another 
way to bring the colors out may be 
used, and it may be accomplished In 
the ordinary sweeping If salt or dried 
tea leates or a mixture of both be 
thickly sprinkled on the carpet an hour 
before the sweeping Is begun. Use a 
good, stiff broom when sweeping, and 
the whole appearance of the carpet will 
be marvelously Improved.

Felix Doyle, Near Burford, ‘Ar 
rested on Awful Charge. 





Weak and Morbid-Minded Nature of 
the Crime Threwn« Strong Suspi- 
cion on Man With Tendericy to 
Frenzy Fite—Told Twe Stories of 
Mother's Death, Which, It Is Said,

. Brantford, Feb.25.—Cownty Constable 
Montgomery left’ Brantford ‘Thursday 
night with a warrant for the arrest of 
Felix Doyle for the murder of his mo- 
ther, Coroner Jo opened an in- 
quest at Burford “yestérday, but ad- 
Journed the enquiry until Monday night. 
‘There Is no doubt that the aged woman 
cruelly done to death with an ax. 
While there is an utter absence of mo- 
Uve known, yet Doyle is sald to be of 
that state of simple mimledness which 
renders such a crime on his part more 
than probable. He has lived all his life 
on the farm, is of weak intellect, and 
is subject to fits, a sort of frenzied out- 
break resulting from overindulgence in 
morbid mopings and imaginings, Fellx 
Doyle is about 40 years of age. The 
murdered woman, who was twice mar- 
ried, was $0, They have lived for years 
in a small one-storey frame house. 
Doyle’s Story. 

Doyle claims that he was awakened 
early Thursday mormming by what he 
thought were noises caused by dis- 
turbances among his horses. 

“After lightining the lainp,” he says, 
“I noticed the door leading out ‘to tho 
woodshed open, as well as the wood- 
shed door leading into the yard. Lying 
on her back in the woodshed, with her 
hea@ slightly turned, I found my mo- 
ther, lying in a pool of blood, with 
two heavy wounds on the back of her 
head. She was not dead, but she did 
not know me. She was uriconsclous. I 
quickly picked her up and carried her 
into .her bedroom, placing her on the 
bed? 

“I tried to do the beat I could myself. 
TI thought perhaps she had just fallen, 
an she was very feeble, and that she 
would likely be aU right in a few min- 
utes. I washed her head, which was 
bleeding terribly, but she got no bet- 
ter. About 8 o'clock I went over to Mr. 
Elvidge’s house to get help, but could 
awaken no one, and when I returned 
she was dead.” ¢ 

Elvidge knew nothing of the occur- 
rence until nearly 9 o'clock, 

Murdered in Bedroom? 

In the woodshed, a cane used by 
the woman was found with blood upon 
it. There were a few spatters of blood 
elsewhere. Between the shed and the 
bedroom there Is no trall of blood, bi 
the bedding 1s :Bturated, and blood ts 
seattered over the room. The ax Is coy- 
ered with blood. 

Thirty years ago Mr. and Mra. Doyle 
kept a hotel here. After separating 
from her second husband, Monahanshe 
again assumed the name of Doyle. 

Doyle, according to neighbors, has 
given two versions of the affair. Felix 
seems to genuinely feel hia mothers 
death, 





KING AGAINST CABINET. 


London Daily Chronicle Discovers an

London, Feb. 25.—The Dally Chron-

No Justification For Rojestvensky’s | 
Broadsides. 


No Japanese Torpedo Boats Among the British Fishing Trawlers— 
Admiral Who Saw Things That Were Not There Let Down 
Easy by the Commissioners —Findings Received in 
Koaden With Gratification. 


Paris, Feb. 27.—The decision of the 
International Commission of Enquiry 
into the North Sea incident was public- 
ly annéunced at the closing session of 
the Commission Saturday afternoon, 
The, decision set forth at considerable 
length the circumstances and incidents, 
and gives the opinion of the Admirals 
on the various important points in- 
volved. 

The decision says the delay of the 
Russian transport Kamschatka fol- 
lowing the breakdown of her machin- 
ery was perhaps the cause of the in- 
cident. The commander of the Kam- 
schatka signalled to Admiral Rojest- 
vensky during the evening that he had 
been attacked by torpedo. 

No Justification. 


The Admiral therefore had reason to 
believe he might be attacked and gave 
orders for strict vigilance against the 
possible approach of torpedo boats. The 
majority of the Commission considers 
that Admiral Rojestvensky’s erders 
were net excessive in time of war, un- 
der the circumstances, and he had ev- 
ery reason to consider the situation 
very alarming. 

“The Commissioners,” the decision 
says, “recognize unanimously that the 
fishing fleet committed no hostile act. 
and the majority of the Commissioners 
are of the opinion that as there were 
not either among the fishing boats or 
in their vicinity any torpedo boats, the 
opening. of fire by.Admiral Rojestven- 
sky was not justified.” 

The Russian Dissident. 

The decision further says the Rus- 

stan Commissioner did not share tn the 





latter opinion. 


“In any event.” the decision con- 
tinues, “the Commissloners are glad to 
recognize unanimously that Admiral 
Rojestvensky¥ personally did all he 
could from the commencement to the 
end to prevent the trawlers being the 
object of fire by the Rusisan squad- 
ron.” 

Concerning the squadron's proceed- 
ing without assisting the damaged 
trawlers, the decision says: 

“The Commissioners are unanimous 
that under the circumstances preced- 
ing and following the incident that 
there was such uncertainty concerning 
the danger to the squadron as to war- 
rant Admiral Rojestvensky in, continu- 
ing his route. However, the majority 
regrets that the Admiral did not in- 
form the neighboring maritime powers 
of what had occurred.” . 

Whitewash for Rojestvensky. 

The decision concludes as follows: 
“The Commiasioners declare that their 
views as formulated are not of a nature 
to cast any disrespect upon the military 
valor nor upon the sentiments of hu- 
manity of Admiral Rojestvensky and 
the personnel of his squadron.” 

‘The closing session of the Cemmis- 
sion presented a“brililant scene. The 
spacious salon of the Ferelgn Office 
was crowded with prominent officials, 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, in- 
cluding Russian, British and American 
Ambassadors, members of the Japanese 
Legation, officers of the army and navy, 
judges of the highest French ceurts 
and many wives and other relatives 
of members of the Corpmisison. The

Admiral Baron Von Spaun, in behalf 
of the Admirals,thanked Admiral Four- 
nier for his courtesy and France for her 
Kencrous hospitality and requested Ad- 
miral Fournler to express the Commis- 
sioners’ sense of gratitude to I’rest- 
dent Loubet and Forelgn Minister Del- 
casse, The session lasted half an hour.

Gratification in London. 

Londén, Feb. 27.—The findings were 
received in London with every sign of 
gratification, which was all the more 
marked because of the premature re- 
porta that the decision of the Admirals 
had been of an anti-Hritish character. 
The whole report I» regarded here as 
discrediting the Russian cause; even 
the phrase that the firing was not un- 
duly prolonged, which seems to afforg 
akcertain justification for opening the 
filing, is at the samo time taken as im- 
plying that the Russians continued to 
fi ter they had discovered their mis- 
také. The definite finding of the Ad- 
mirals that no torpedo boats were at 
the scene of the Incident gives consid- 
erable satisfaction, and it is pointed 
out that the British contentions were 
further upheld in the finding that the 
trawlers Crane and Aurora were the

Osler's remark 
that mon abovo forty are compara~- 
tively uascloss and that above sixty 
they are uscless and that it would 
be an insaiculable benefit to com- 
mercial, political and professional 
life if, as a matter of course, men 
wtopped work at this age. It is casy 
to do as Dr. Osler did and cite cx- 
amples to prove his case, and it would 
be exactly as easy to4upply an equal 

t number to establish that he is wrong. 
It is quite true that a great many 
evils may be traced to sesacgenarians, 
but the monopoly of creaiion of evil 
by no means rests with them. It is 
quite true that sexagenariins have 
inade many great political and social 
mistakes, but wncn of thirty bave, 
eonsidcring their opportunities, been 
equatly guilty. Men of sixty have 
written some very bad poems, but 
the work that Longfellow and: Tenny- 
won did after they has passed sixty, 
while it may not be up to tho level 
of some of their carlier productions, 
would have earned 2 respectable posi- 
tiou in the world of literature for 
any other man To say that most of 
the bad pietures and a majority of 
the bad notels have come frum men 
ever sixty is quite as foolish as to 
aay that all the novels that hava 
been written and all the pictures 
that have been painted by men un- 
der sixty are good. Men who achiev- 
ed their [ame in the years of their 
greatest mental powers have Icft 
behind them work in which the de- 
cay of old age is plainly visible, yet 
still bearing traces of the fire of 
genius. It suffers in compirison with 
their best, but to say for that rea- 
son it would have been better that 
it had not been produced at all would 
be equivalent to aaying that the man 
who has made a pronounced success 
bt ot 4 should forever cease to labor because 
of the improbability of his ever im- 
proving upon that effect. Ur. Osler 
ix himself rapidly nearing sixty, but 
if he now imagines that his usefal- 
ness will be gone in a few years he is 
apt to suffer a change of mind, a 
change which will be warmly wel- 
comed by those who refuse to sub- 
scribe to the opinion be now holds. 
This is the day of the young man, 
but it is not yet the day when one 
may sit at the fert of the man who 
has reached tbree score years and 
fail to profit.

The Jupan- 
ewe charged the Mussian delenwa 
with ther usual impetuoxity and 
pertinaGiy, dud althoush ut preat lon 
tu theaveives bave driven General 
Kuropatkin's forces back. It is s@- 
nificant that all the details of thes 
Intest engagement, admitting a Rus- 
stat defeat, come trom Russian soure- 
es, fram St. Metersburg and Mukden. 
Marshal Oyaipu has said nothing so 
far. Probably when his successful 
muvement In competed he will for- 
ward one of his terse reports an 
huuncing a comiplete viciory. 

‘From adviews from the trot it is 
difficult to say bow severe the Igases 
Lave Leen or how severe thie reverse, 
and Whether the Japanese are hkely 
to attempt to drive in ihe Kussian 
felt much farther. General Kuropat- 
kin evidently bad been trytums to os 
tablish his left flank far in advance, 
to command the crossings of jhe 
Taltze River, the vperation being a 
counterpart of Gen. Gripenberg's 
movement on the right Mank to se- 
cure the fords of «he Hun River 
preparatory to fhe breaking up of 
the lee in the spring. The scence of 
the operations is SU iiles southeast 
of Mukden, beyond Da Dass, an in- 
fertant defile commanding she road 
te Fusin. Both parties occupy ap 
parently Lapregnable poxtions on the 
centres. General Kuropatkin evident- 
ly planned to inaugurate widely- 
sweeping operations on both [hnks, 
but the Japanese centered hard. 

in his report. of the engagement 
General Aikharoff, General Kuropat- 
kin’s Chief-of-Stalf, states that in 
attacking Peresnel{ Hill, one of the 
prominent positions in - the engage 
ment, the Japanese advanced over the 
bodies of their own dead, in the face 
of exploding aoines, through barbed- 
wire entanglements, to be reewived 
with pyroxylin band grenades Evi- 
dently nothing stopped them. The 
Russian wounded are commencing to 
arrive ut Mukden, and no doubt 
their reports of (heir losses are mini- 
mized. 

To add ta General Kuropatkin's 
troubles comes the news that the re- 
inforcements coming to his assistance 
are much delayed and will now hard- 
ly reach Mukden before May. The 
Tremicr of Japan, in a puble an- 
nouncemeng, states that he considers 
Russia's postion in the Far East is 
now hopeless, but that Japan willin 
no wise relax her efforts to bring 
the war to a successful conclusion, 

‘Despatches from the front indicate 
that the weather is fine and favor- 
able for operations, and that all” is 
quiet on the. Russian right wing. 
According to a Vindivostok despatch 
the entranoe to that harbor is open, 
and the squadron, whioh is scawor- 
thy, ls apparently taking no risks, 
but Is saving its strength for co-op- 
eration with Viee-Admiral  Rojest- 
vensky Hf the latter ever succeeds in 
reaching there.—The Globe.

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KEPT DICKENS’ BIRTHDAY. 


MEMORY OF THE GREAT STORY 
WRITER STILL GREEN IN LON- 
DON — WORK THAT HE ACCOM- 
PLISHED. 


On the recent anniversary of the 
birth of Charlés Dickens a number 
of floral and other wreaths were 
placed on his grave in Pocts’ Corner, 
Westminster Abbey. Que of them was 
inscribed, “We caanot forget you, 
and the honourable company of mu- 
tual friends.” 

Other celebrations in London were 
vonducted at St. Bride Lustitule and 
at tho Savoy Hotel, where the “Boz" 
Ciub dined. 

Lora James, of Heraford, took the 
chair at the latter function, and was 
supported by "che Lord Chanclior, 
the Amer.can Ambassador, the 
Speaker, Lord Rothschiid, and Mr. 
litnry Dickens. 

Tho chairman, speaking of Boz" 

a social yeformer, said that he fics 
wntroduced and described the evil 
system he was attacking in «4 man- 
ner that attracted the interest of the 
reader. He then introduced charac- 
ters who represcuted the evil in a 
state of activity,and with that dread 
weapon, ridicule, he utterly demol- 
ished ali power of defending the in- 
stitution he sought to destroy. 

Lord HU: alsbury,, replying to the 
toast, said that whatever anyone 
else might say to the contrary, Dick- 
ens Was a party politician whom he 
admired. Ue was a Liberal verging 





towards the Radical, One of the 
most’ extragrdinary arguments: he 
ever heard to prove U,ckens to be 
impartial,” was that he (Wickens) 
himseli said be was. It | was one 
thing to denounce an eVil system, 
but a much barder thing to remedy 


it, and it was not generally recog- 


nized what difficulties bad to be 
overcome by statesmen. The Chan- 
ccllor instanced education. This was 


one of the greatest problems which 











had faced statesiacn, The works of 
Dickens, he declared, Were gre 
pieces of poetry, for he spoke the 
truth in theta, like every yreat 
poet. 


Mr. Choate spoke of the apprecia- 
tion and interest Which bis country- 
men took in Charles Dickens as ex- 
celling that of any uation in the 
world.

As the great Chopin lay dying bls 
soul was ushered out by the song of 
the beautiful Countess Delphine Po- 
tocka, who had been his dearest confi- 
dante and friend. The romance of their 
friendship, one of the sweetest In bis- 
tory, is related by Gustay Kobbe in the 
Delineator. The last tragic scene in the 
ilfe of tlie composer has often been de 
scribed and has been painted by Bar- 
Hos, but It is so touching that one may 
well read another version of it. Mr. 
.Kobbe writes: 

“Then came what {is perhaps the 
most touching scene that has been 
handed down to us from the lives of 
the great composers. When Delphine 
entered what was soon to be the death 
ebamber Chopin's sister Louise and a 
few of his most intimate friends were 
gathered there.

DETECTIVE STORIES. 


The Literary Weakness In the Nevel 

ef Crime and Detection, 
, 1 know of one good reason, and only 
one, which really prevents detective 
stories standing nmong the noblest 
forms of art. Most of the objections 
raised against them by the vague mind- 
ed world of modern culture (probably 
the most vague minded world that has 
ever existed) are quite narrow and 
childish, To say that the detective tale 
is sensational is simply to say that it 
is full of feeling or is aesthetic. Aes- 
thetic is the Greek for sensational. 
Sensational is the Latin for aesthetic. 
To say that the thrit which it gives 
is connected with bald and positive 
sin, with bald end positive death and 
' 





not with any of the fine spun drawing 
room emotions which it is now the 
fashion to consider “deep,” is to pay it 
a high compliment. 
The Bible is concerved with these 
great plain sins and judgments. So 
are the great Greek dramas, so are 
tho tragedies of the Elizabethans, so 
are the old ballads, and so are all men 
anywhere who live Ives sufficiently 
real to have ever seen the great plain 
sins and Judgments. 
There 1s one good argument, as I 
have said, and one only, against the 
police mystery, and that is that police 
mysteries exist to destroy mystery 
when they bave'created it. A sad tale 
should be saddest when we finish it; 
a happy tale should be happiest when 
We finish it; a stirring tale Bhould be 
most stirring at the end, a fantas- 
tie tale most fantastic at the end. 
But this “kind of mysterious tale is 
not most mysterious at the end. It 
1s then least mysterious, or, rather, 
| not mysterious at all. Instead of mak- 
H ing a commonplace thing mystical 
| (the aim of all good art) the detec- 
tive reverses the process and makes 
Ja mystical thing commonplace. And 
: from this comes that one fatal wenk- 
ness in the sensational novel of crime 
and detection, the one thing that does 
separate It, I am ofrald, from great 
fiction, the fact that there is no im- 
pulse to read ft again. A detective 
tale we have read is an empty bottle 
of wine, an exploded shell, a thing de 
strosed. The mystery of the sanity of 
Hamlet {fs allve and kicking stillL—G.

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AGRICULTURAL GRANTS. 


The resolutions passed at tho con- 
vention of the Ontario Association of 
Fairs and Exhibitlons, held In To- 
xonto, February Mth and 16th, are 
likely to have far reaching effects. 
The agricultural societics of tbe 
Province for many years havo been 
xeceiving mixed grants from the 
Government, irrespective of the 
work they were doing. At the  re- 
eent convention, as a result of in- 
formation furnished by Provinelal 
Supekintendent H. B. Cowan, a re- 
solution was adopted recoinmendiny 
that in future grants should be dis- 
tributod to societics in proportion to 
tho amount of money they expend 
for agricultural purposes, 

It is probable that tke Agricultur- 
al and Arts Act will be revised and 
this change made within a year or 
so. Should this be done, it will re- 
sult in many of the smaller societies 
in the Province being cut off and so- 


cietios in the © Province which 
are doing good work being 
Strengthened. An official ox. 
amination ‘of the returns mado |... 


to the Department of Agriculiure by 
some of the societies of the Pro- 
vinee shows how such a ecbange is 
likely to work out. In 4 county in 
Eastern Ontario, where the district 
society has been devoting a «reat 
deal of attention to horse racing, 
thin society will los: $140 from its 
grant, which money will go to a 
township society farther back in the 
county, which ix being conducted on 
agricultural lines, In another Eastera 
Ontario county the district society 
will receive an increase in its grant 
of $101, which will be taken from the 
grants of three sinall township so- 
cieties. This will probably mean that 
two of the small societies will have 
to go out of existence and that the 
third one will be strengthened, leav- 
ing two stroif sucieties in the rid. 
ing instead of four at present. 

In yet another county the yrant 
to the district sucety will remain 
about as it is, while two small town. 
ship socictios will lose 888, whieh will 
go to a third township suciety In 
this county it will probably also 
mean that two small township socie. 
ties will have to give up holding ex- 
Mibitions, while the second township 
fair will be strengthened. Thix will 
mean that all through the Provinces 
the best societies will be strength- 
ened, while the weak and struygling 
ones Which are doing little or no good, 
will go out of existense. Such a 
change in the Act will do away with 


pau distinction between township 


and district societies, and will place 
ali societies on the same footing as 
regards their Government grants. 


| The convention adopted a resolution 


requesting the Department of Agri- 
culture to enforce the Act by cutting 
off the grants to all societies which 
permit, games of chanee at their ex. 
hibitions, and pledged its support to 
the department in any measures it 
may take to suppress such features 
at fall fairs,

The Ontario Weekly Reporter, a 
legal journal published in Toronto, 
Bives the full texte of the judinnent 
in the now celebrated lot case of 
Phillips ¥s.

1897 ch. 234, 
see, 184 (3). Under ‘this statute, as 
amended by GL Vict. ch. 25, we. h, it 
became the duty of the Council of 
the municipality to sell such lands 
Within 7 years, and, pursusnt to this 
requirement... the lots in question 
Were offered to be sold, and sealed 
tenders invited from two competing 
private bidders, one of whom is plain. 
tiff, suing for himself and all rate. 
payera of the city, and the other is 
one of the defendants. 

Tt"does not seem Very material to 
dwell on the Prelitninary offers and 
the action of the executive committee 
thereon, for the matter wax brought 
before the Council, and the result 
Was, a8 [ have said, that sealed ten. 
dera were called for: both parties re. 
sponded, — plaintif€ offering £326.50, 
accompanied by a eheque marked 
good, and the defendant offering 
$265 as cash. The Councit re. 
solved to accept the lower offer, 
against the protest of the higher 
bidder. The only apparent. reason 
assigned is, that Caldwell threatened 
tigation If some offer he had made 
Was not carried oui -but it is sald 
that plaintiff also threatened liliga. 
tion.

The minority 
advised that the highest offer xhould 
be accepted, and, if uo nood reason 
can be given against Us course, It 
is the proper course for the Council 
as Crustces to adopt. It is not advis- 
able in dealing with corporate (trust) 
property to dispose of it in a private 
Wway—but some steps should asa rule 
be taken to ensure competition, 
whether by inviting tenders or ex. 
posing to auction, with, it may be, 
a reserved bid. This method is re- 
tognized by the Jeékislature in re- 
Kulating the municipal power to ac- 
quire and dispose of “wet lands." 
When it is deemed expedient to sell, 
ccpart with, or dispose #f the same, 
it is to be, “by public auction in lke 
manner as they may by law scll or 
dispose of other property :” R. &.

from Ure gate down the lane, where 
be found ft. He says the club was never 
in the house. He admits it ts a piece 
of his wagon, and once sald it might 
have been in the yard. He told the 
jury how he and his mother always got 
on well together. County Crown At- 
tomey Wilkes has the case in hand, 
while A. Baird of this city appeared on 
behalf of Felix. 

Motive for Crime. 

The authorities think they have dis- 
covered a motive for the crime, if it 
were perpetrated by Felix. The son 
had three notes against him, amount- 
ing altogether to something over $200. 
It ts alleged he forged his mothers 
mark to the3e-notes. The handwriting 
of Felix and his mother ts exactly the 
same, There is a witness to the sig- 
ngtures, but he sald he had put his 
name there after the other two, and 
not in the old lady’s presence. Fellx 
is not as yet under arrest, though he 
is held at the home of County Con- 
stable Shaver near Burford. 

Inquest Goes On, 

The only other witness at the inquest 
was Dr. Dunton of Paris, who made the 
Post-mortem examination. He told the 
nature of the wounds, and was of the 
opinion that they might casily have 
been made by such a weapon as the 
club. The inquest continues at 1¢ 
this morning.

JURIES IN GERMANY 
THEY ARE ONLY PEAMITTED TO ACT 
IN CRIMINAL CASES, 








4 Unanimeus Voto Is Net Requires 
In Finding « Verdict; Oaly a Ma- 

\ ferity of Two-Thirds Is Necessary. 
Jurors Serve Without Pay, ; 


It may not be generally known that 
under the original constitution of the 
United States provision is made for the 
trial of criminal cases by jury, but not 
of civil cases. This in:1789 caused dis- 
satisfaction, the people claiming that 
the omission was intended to abolish 
trial by jury in civil cases, and the sey- 
enth amendment was soon adopted, se- 
curing the rights of trial by jury in 
sults at common law where the value 
in controversy shall.exceed $20. 

In many countries Juries decide by a 
majority. In France since 1831 a ma- 
jority of two-thirds is required. This is 
true also in Germany, where the opera- 
tion of the institution is so complicated 
and witha! so interesting that it is es- 
pecially valuable to note some of the 
methods adopted in the land of the kai- 
ser to secure justice and protect the 
rights of the accused. 

According to German law, trial by 
jury is limited to criminal procedure 
and to cases within the competence of 
a single court composed of three judges 
and twelve-jurors, The juror recelves 
no pay for his services, because the of- 
fice of juror is an honorary one. 

Many classes of persons are excluded 
from jury service. Among these may 
be mentioned not-enly such persons:as 
have suffered a criminal judgment or 
such as are on trial on criminal 
charges, but such also as are restricted 
in the use of their property by judicial 
decree. 

The law enumerates also certain 
classes of persons who ought not to be 
summoned for jury service and who 
are meant to be excluded, but whose 
presence on a jury does-not of itself 
becessarily invalidate a verdict. In 
this group are persons under thirty 
years of nge, persons who within three 
years have received support from pub- 
lic charities for themselves or their 
families and persons who are em: 
ployed aos servants. 

A great many people are as a special 
privilege exempt from jury service in 
Germany. These include officials, per- 
sons employed fn a public capacity in 
the service of religion, persons in ac- 
tive military service and teachers in 
the public schools, but attorneys are 
not numbered among these so privi- 
leged. Physiclans, however, and apoth- 
ecaries who have no assistants, persons 
above sixty-four years of age and per- 
sons who show that they are unable to 
bear the expense of this unpald jury 
service are among the privileged. 

The basis of the list from which the 
jury is selected {is a list of persons who 
are eligible to service as lay members 
of local courts. None of these lay mem- 
bers serves more than five days in a 
year, and this provides a large list for 
jury selection, 

The presiding official in each com- 
mune must cach year prepare a list, 
which Is exhibited for public inspec- 
tion for one week, at the end of which 
time the unprotested names are sent 
to a judge In the district to which the 
commune belongs. 

Eventually from each “year lst” are 
selected thirty Jurors who constitute 
what Is known as the “verdict list.” 
In any given case these thirty jurors 
are brought before the president of the 
court, who tells them the name of the 
accused and the nature of the offense 
charged. The names of the thirty 
jurors aré written on tickets which are 
Placed In an urn, from which the final 
twelve jurors are drawn by lot, There 
may be as many challenges as the 
names in the urn exceed twelve. 

One or more persons may be drawn 
by lot to act In the place of regular 
jurors in the event of the disability 
of any of the latter. They sit in the 
case, take part in the trial, ask ques- 
tions if necessary, but assist In ren- 
dering n verdict only in case any of 
the regular jurors be suddenly in- 
capacitated. 

The jury determines the degree as 
well as the fact of guilt and {s:in no- 
wise bound by the Instruction of the 
presiding judge as to whetber a given 
act falls within the definition of a 
crime under the law. 

The jurors elect their own foreman, 
but only after they have retired to the 
jury room to agree upon a verdict. A 
unanimous vote {fs not required In find- 
ing a verdict. Only 2 majority or two- 
thirds is necessary—that is, If the vote 
is seven for conviction and five for ac- 
quittal the defendant is acquitted; if 
it is elght to four be 1s convicted.

Next it was,used to mean bloated or 
puffy of the flesh of men or animals, 
and finally, as applied to ale or air, it” 
meant thick, and our modern fog was 
derived back from this “foggy.” Skeat, 
however, goes straight to the Danish 
“fog.” as in “snee fog,” a snowstorm, 
from “fyge,” to drift. The worst of 
London fogs fs that they do not drift 
fast cnough.—London Chronicle.

J feed her 
one quart of meal and 11-2 quarts of 
bran mixed with warm water every 
inprning, and 2 quarts of meal and 
21-2 quarts of bran mixed warm 
every cvening. During the day she 
has all the clover hay she can cat, 
with about 3 quarts of chopped-up 
cazrots and yellow turnips, with all 
the potate peclings from the house. 
Daily she drinks from 5 to 6 pailfuts 
of water, With the chill taken off. 
Why does she noc have any cream 
in her-milk, and do fou think she 
is giving all the milk she should with 
the feed she getsf! A. H. (Your 
cow is well fed, and the feed is in no 
Way responsible for your failure to 
ket cream. The yield is all that you 
cculd reasonably capect after hav- 
ing been in milk so long; during the 
summer it was only ordinary.

fieulty when the cow has been in 
milk for a tony time. Pat the milk 
in tho pan ax soon as possible after 
it is milked, or better still, set the 
pan o¥er a veosel of hot water on 
the stove till it begins to “crinkle,” 
and you will have no difficulty in 
getting the cream.)

BRICKLAYERS IN NBW YORK CAN 
EARN SIXTY-SEVEN DOL- 
LARS PER WEEK. 

‘New York, Fel. 27.—Oyer 9,000 
bricklayers in this city, fh accordance 
with thea agreement with the Mason 
Builders’ Assoc'ation, will have their 
wages raised from 65 to 70 conts an 
hour on Wednesday, the highest 
Mures ever guid to the briokliyers in 
this country, says tho Timea. Under 
the rate of wages it will be possible 
for a bricklayer to make $5720 a 
week. Eiht hours, with 70 cents an 
hour, is $5.60, and in the busy seanon 
almoxt without exorption bricklayers 
work 12 bours aday. For every hour

4,000 DESPERATE MEN CANADAHASTHEPOWER 


In Warsaw’s Population of 80,- 
000 People Cause Anxiety. 








M urdera of Policemen Have to Be Con- 
tinued Untit Number Killed Equals - 
Total Number Killed in January 
Disturbances—Poland Peasant Re- 
volt, if it Spreads, Will Cause Tre- 
mendous Disorder. 


Warsaw, Feb. 28.—Murdcrocs at- 
tacks daily occur on solitary policemen 
and small patrols in the streets of War- 
saw, causing the gravest anxiety to the 
authorities, who are at a loss to know 
how to protect the police. The force 
of police, which is entirely inadequate, 
consists of only 1,000 men to a popu- 
lation of 800,000, of whom at least 4,000 
are known te be roughs and criminals 
of the most desperate class. Reports 
were current yesterday that the mur- 


| ders will be continued untll the number 


of policemen killed equals the total 
number of persons killed in the January 
disturbances. 

According to reliable information 
reaching Warsaw yesterday, the Pol- 
and peasant revolt in view of the fact 
that the peasants number 7,000,000 out 
of a total population of 10,000,000, will, 
Vie it spreads, result. In disorder far 
greater than anything that has arisen 
during the present agitation. The peas-, 
ants hitherto have not figured to any 
great extent in this agitation, which Is 
confined to the 2,000,000* of workmen 
In the eitles and towns.

arising in the Northwest Territories 
and the other in that part of Manitoba 
which was added to the Province when 
the C.P.R. contract was made-and ex- 
emption given to them. With reference 
to the Northwest Territories case, one 
point Involved an answer to the ques- 
“What sort of taxation was the 
yay Company exempt from?” The 
exemption clause provides that the 
rallway “shall be forever free from tax- 
ation by the Dominion or by any Pro- 
vince hereafter to be established, or by 
any municipal corporation — therein.” 
The taxes sued for were school taxes 
levied by a school district under the 
“provision of a Northwest Territories 
ordinance, and the question was wheth- 
r such taxation was within the words 
taxation by the Dominion.” The court 
holds that the Northwest Territories 
exercise, not original or sovereign Ju- 
risdiction, but delegated jurisdiction, 
and therefore that the legislation of the 
Northwest Territories was really legis- 
lation by “the Dominion.“ The court 
aecordingly holds that. the, company 
were, by the contract, to be free from 
local taxation at the hands of the 
Northwest: Assembly."

Decision of the Supreme Court of the 
“Dominion “on Questions Submitted 
by Canada and the Province—An- 
swered. in the Negative—With Ex- 
ception of, Justice Idington, Whole 
Court Answered Three of the Ques- 
tions. 


Ottawa, Feb, £3—The Suprem,Court 
has decided that a Provincial Legisla- 
ture has not the power to regulate the 
hours of labor on. Sunday. The court 
yesterday morning, with the exception 
of Judge Idington, who refrained from 
giving any reply, answered three of the 
questions submitted to it by the Do- 
minion Government and the Province 
in the negative. Those questions are 
as follows: 

(1) Has the Legislature of a Province 
uuthority to enact a statute In the 
terms of the annexed draft bill? 

(2) If the provisions of the draft bill 
are beyond the jurisdiction of a Pro- 
vince in part only, (a) which of the 
sections or which of the provisions 
thereof are ultra vires, and (b) to what 
extent are they ‘ultra vires? z 

(3) (a) Upon the repeal of consoli- 


104, would It be competent to the Legis- 
lature of Ontario to enact the said draft 
Dill in Its entirety, or In part, and (b) 
if In part only, what sections or provis- 
fons thereof, and to what extent? 

The remaining questions the majority 
of the court did not answer at all, Judge 
Sedgewick and Judge Idington dissent- 
ing.
